My dear Sir: 

In presenting this report of the activities of the Department of 
Public Health and Charities for the year 1914, it should be borne 
in mind that I did not assume office until after the close of the year 
and have thus too recently undertaken the duties of the position 
to familiarize myself thoroughly with all the minutiz of the work 
carried on in the department. Of necessity, then, I shall not 
review in great detail the work of the past year, nor shall I attempt 
here to outline a full program for the development of the health 
and charitable activities of the city. 


BUREAU OF HEALTH 


The outstanding incident of the year in the health administration 
was the failure of the city’s legislative bodies to make effective the 
housing law enacted at Harrisburg in the session of 1913. The 
Bureau of Health has been trying, with a wholly inadequate force 
of inspectors, to cope with sanitary evils, armed mainly with an 
archaic code adopted in 1818 and with a more recent tenement 
house law that affected only multiple dwellings housing at least 
three families. The act of July 22, 1918, known as the Housing 
and Sanitation Act, changed all this, first by doubling the force of 
inspectors, and, of equal importance, by fixing minimum health 
standards in all dwellings and broadening the powers of the Bureau 
of Health in dealing with sanitary evils. The law was apparently 
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adequate for the purpose intended, promising amelioration to those 
who live in unfortunate surroundings, and at the same time not 
being unduly oppressive to property holding interests. Acting on 
the advice of the legal department, the Bureau of Health had put 
into operation certain provisions of the act before the beginning of 
the year and it was assumed that the act would be in full force, as 
its terms indicated, on January 1. Although Councils failed to 
make provision for the new Division of Housing and Sanitation in 
the appropriations for the year, this department attempted with 
the old force of inspectors to carry out the provisions of the law. 
In May, however, the Superior Court ruled that the law was invalid 
until such time as Councils vitalized it by appropriating funds for 
its enforcement. Accordingly, the sanitary and tenement house 
divisions were then recreated with the restoration of their former 
functions. Throughout the rest of the year the efforts of the 
department were, therefore, directed along the old channels. It 
is of the utmost importance to the health, convenience and comfort 
of the people of Philadelphia that the new housing law shall be 
made effective. 

While the work of this department in the field of sanitation is 
seriously hampered by the limitations now imposed upon it, it will 
be gratifying to you, Mr. Mayor, to learn that the term of your 
administration has been marked by a much more vigorous enforce- 
ment of such laws, long existent, as effect sanitary evils. A good 
index of this is the abolition of privy vaults. It is notorious that 
many thousand of these unsanitary survivals of a cruder period of 
hygienic existence are to be found in the more congested portions 
of the city, where they become the breeding places of flies and the 
spreaders of disease. Before your administration began, efforts to 
combat this evil were somewhat feeble, but in the past three years 
very remarkable progress has been made, judging by the striking 
comparisons shown in the following table:

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Late in the year a careful canvass of the city was made by the 
police to locate the remaining privy vaults, and while the tabula- 
tion is not yet complete, it would appear that there are approxi- 
mately forty thousand still in existence, a number that we will 
strive to reduce very materially during the ensuing year. There 
are many miles of unsewered streets that are closely built up, some 
of which are located in the older parts of the city, especially in 
South Philadelphia. Until adequate sewers are laid, the nuisance 
and danger from this source cannot be entirely eliminated. 

Bad sanitary conditions show their effects most clearly in the 
impaired health of young children, and it will be difficult to reduce 
the city’s infant mortality without radical improvement in the 
environmental conditions. Improved hygienic conditions have 
been reflected in the reduction of deaths of infants under one year, 
among each thousand living children born in the city, from 166.2 
in 1907 to 122.5 in 1914. A comparison with the figures for New 
York City for the same years shows that they have brought about 
a reduction from 144.5 to 94.6. New York’s success in this field 
must be attributed largely to a direct campaign for the preservation 
of child life through the organization of an efficient Bureau of Child 
Hygiene. We have had for several years the nucleus of such an 
organization in the corps of eight city nurses, which was increased 
on November 1, 1914, to eighteen nurses. An effective agitation 
by this department and by those citizens who are interested in 
baby welfare secured this increase and promises the further en- 
largement needed to create a child hygiene division of the Bureau 
of Health with a staff large enough to meet the demands. 

One of the most important health educational ventures ever 
launched was the “Baby Show” held in a booth erected in the 
courtyard of the City Hall during eight months of the past year, 
under the auspices of the Child Federation. More than three 
hundred thousand persons visited the exhibit and must have carried 
away a new interest in the importance of conserving infant life. 
It is through the co-operation of such groups of citizens as the 
Housing Commission, the Child Federation and other civic bodies, 
that the work of the public health authorities is advanced and 
made effective, and it is our purpose to encourage such valuable 
efforts and to seek the help of intelligent citizens in still further 
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awakening the public to the necessity for increased appropriations 
for health work and for greater efficiency in administration. 

A distinct forward stride was made during this past year looking 
toward the improvement of the milk supply of the city through the 
adoption of a new set of regulations, requiring the pasteurization 
of all milk except such as shall meet the most exacting standards 
of inspection and certification. The city exercises no supervision 
over dairies outside of Philadelphia, being dependent solely in 
this respect on the State Live Stock Sanitary Board, which, in turn, 
does not have a staff of inspectors large enough to cover the field 
thoroughly or at frequent enough intervals. Moreover, a not 
inconsiderable proportion of the supply comes from other states, 
making it the more necessary that by thorough pasteurization the 
milk shall be made safe for use. The new regulations were put 
into effect July 1, 1914, and a reasonable time was given to dealers 
to install the apparatus for pasteurization. Inspectors detailed to 
this special service have materially improved the technique in pas- 
teurizing plants and with further efforts in this direction the safety 
of the milk supply should be assured and milk borne epidemics 
become things of the past. 

In spite of an increase in the deaths from whooping cough, the 
entire list of epidemic diseases showed a decrease of 111 deaths as 
compared with the year preceding. Deaths from measles were 
reduced from 199 to 77, scarlet fever from 162 to 129; while the 
most notable reduction was in typhoid, which fell from 255 deaths 
in 1913 to 124 in 1914, or more than 51 per cent. The year’s record 
of 793 typhoid cases and 124 deaths has only to be compared with 
the figures of ten years ago, when there were 6587 cases and 744 
deaths, in order to appreciate the full effects of a well-filtered 
water supply. 

The reduction in epidemic diseases is shown clearly in the reports - 
of the medical inspectors, 30,545 cases having been reported in 1914 
as against 35,451 in 1913. Cases of scarlet fever fell from 3000 to 
1944 and measles from 15,611 to 7096. On the other hand, cases 
of whooping cough increased from 14388 to 4152, and chicken pox 
increased from 2585 to 4694. 

The Philadelphia Hospital for Contagious Diseases was further 
developed in the year by the opening of two new ward buildings 
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designed for the treatment of diphtheria. The improved facilities 
for the care of this disease and the increasing confidence of the 
medical profession and the public in this institution are responsible 
for a marked increase in the institution’s usefulness in combating 
this disease. Although there was a slight decrease in the number 
of cases of diphtheria in the city, the number treated in the hospital 
rose from 102 on January 1, to 145 on December 31. The scarlet 
fever wards of the hospital opened the year with a census of 217, 
the low incidence of this disease in the city late in the year being 
reflected in the census of 136 on December 31. 

The general death rate for the year was 16.24 per thousand as 
compared with 15.73 in the year 1913 and 17.19 the average death 
rate for the preceding decade. 


BUREAU OF CHARITIES 


In the Bureau of Charities the most noteworthy event of the year 
was the opening of the new Home for Male Indigents at Holmes- 
burg. Loan monies appropriated for this purpose had long lain 
idle in the city treasury. Contracts for new buildings were awarded 
a few weeks before the beginning of this administration, including 
three large dormitories, a combined chapel and dormitory, a laun- 
dry and a refectory. The contractor’s financial failure, enforcing 
the completion of the buildings by the bonding company, delayed 
matters so that it was not until November 2, 1914, that the first 
patients were admitted. Failure to include a heating and power 
plant in the original plans, or through subsequent appropriations, 
compelled the installation of old boilers from the Bureau of Water 
in a temporary shed. Through appropriations secured late in the 
year, a proper heating plant was contracted for and will be com- 
pleted before next winter. In the meantime, about one-third of 
the inmates of the male out-wards at Blockley have been trans- 
ferred to the new buildings, where the others will follow in the early 
spring. ‘This will release the large space in the Commercial Exposi- 
tion Building, which for ten years has housed the male indigent 
group at Blockley. 

The loan of $8,600,000, declared invalid by the courts 
early in 1914, included $550,000 for the new buildings for the 
indigent. With this it was expected to build an institution for 
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women at Brown’s Farm, Torresdale, one mile from the Holmes- 
burg building for men. It is important to provide soon for this 
class of dependents, so that the entire almshouse group may be 
removed from Blockley before the plans for creating a new Phila- 
delphia General Hospital are carried out. 

Attention must again be called to the need for early action 
looking toward the relief of conditions in the insane department of 
the Philadelphia General Hospital. It is now pretty generally 
believed that the care of the insane is a state rather than a city 
function and an effort will be made to have the legislature during 
the present session determine upon a definite policy of state care. 
Even if such a policy be adopted and a beginning made by pro- 
viding a new state hospital for the insane in the southeastern 
district, two years or more must elapse before relief will be felt in 
the Philadelphia institution. The condition of overcrowding there 
has become so acute that provision of a temporary character at 
Byberry Farms is the only solution presented for the care of the 
annual increase of 150 insane that must be anticipated. 

The total number of dependents in all departments of the bureau 
increased in the year from 5792 to 6517. The industrial depression 
brought on by the European war and by other economic causes 
was responsible for thus increasing by 725 the number of persons 
thrown on the city for support. The relief problem became so 
acute as winter approached that Councils appropriated $50,000 
to this department to be expended for the poor of the city through 
the Emergency Aid Committee, an organization which sprang into 
existence for this purpose. The year closed just as a definite plan 
for the distribution of this money in relief work was being formu- 
lated and put into execution. The very practical method of 
promptly investigating and recording on a cross reference card- 
index system all the facts ascertained about each applicant for 
work or for relief has resulted in the establishment of the most 
efficient plan of charitable relief work that this city has ever 
seen. Only those who have made a careful inspection and inves- 
tigation of the home relief division can appreciate the great 
success of this movement. 

The vote of the people at the November election, authorizing 
the initial expenditure of $1,000,000 toward a new Philadelphia 
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General Hospital, assures the rehabilitation of an institution long 
neglected but once holding an enviable position as a medical 
institution of the highest type. Its rebuilding and the reorganiza- 
tion and enlargement of its medical and nursing service to meet 
modern hospital standards will mean much to the sick poor of this 
community and become an important factor in the advancement of 
medical science. Its most crying needs are the construction of a 
new laboratory, a new power plant, a laundry, a double ward unit, 
an enlarged nurses’ home, and a general reconstruction and paint- 
ing of all the old buildings. Comprehensive plans for this new 
hospital development are now being drawn up and will soon be 
presented to Councils. 


DESERTION COURT CASES 


On the organization of the new Municipal Court there was estab- 
lished a domestic relations division, which, among other improve- 
ments, concentrated in itself the entire machinery for dealing with 
deserting and non-supporting husbands. Formerly, orders were 
issued by the Court of Quarter Sessions requiring such husbands 
to pay certain sums weekly to wives or children and a practice had 
grown up, without any legal sanction, to have the payments made 
through the office of the director of the Department of Public 
Health and Charities. The amounts thus paid in were deposited 
in one of the banks and were paid out to those designated by the 
court by check. Below is given a statement showing receipts and 
disbursements on account of such funds for the years 1913 and 1914.

There is herewith submitted the annual report of the Bureau 
of Health for the year ending December 31, 1914. 

The work of the bureau during the year has further demon- 
strated the benefits of the rearrangements of service made for 
the purpose of concentrating closely allied work into divisions 
arranged to reduce duplication of effort. Since a large portion of 
the bureau’s work is the maintaining of an inspection service 
organized for corrective and preventive purposes, and since the 
force provided is not sufficient to meet all the demands made 
upon it in lines of activity already established, let alone taking 
-up new activities which are functions of a well developed public 
health service, it has been a constant endeavor to arrange the 
service so that the greatest possible amount of the work pre- 
sented would be executed with dispatch. Chief among the aids 
in bringing the service into better alignment has been the meet- 
ings of chiefs of divisions held monthly for the purpose of dis- 
cussing bureau affairs, and the meetings of inspectors in schools 
of instruction. To the interest and enthusiasm of the various 
officers and employees, credit is gladly rendered for such better- 
ments as have been attained, and for the performance of the 
work set forth in the following pages. 


VITAL STATISTICS 
The total death rate for the year was 16.24 per thousand of 
population, which was an increase of .55 per thousand over the 
preceding year. The average rate of the five-year period end- 
ing with 1914 is also 16.24 per thousand and calls for still greater 
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efforts to control the deaths from preventable causes. The living 
births reported were 41,063, which is a rate of 24.77 per thousand 
population or an increase of the average rate of those reported 
during the preceding five-year period. 

A condensed summary of the vital statistics of 1914 in com- 
parison with 1913 shows the following data.

In the tables on vital statistics will be found a much more 
detailed analysis of the records filed during the year than has 
been made for previous years. This analysis was made possible 
by the installation of mechanical tabulating machines, rear- 
rangement of the office system and methods, together with addi- 
tional office equipment, and steel filing cabinets, all of which 
have contributed to facility, accuracy and increased volume of 
work, in addition to providing increased safety for valuable 
records. 

The chief of the division generously expended the fund 
derived from fees received from the state Health Department, 
over and above the amount paid for transcribing clerks, for the 
purchase of much needed equipment for caring for the records. 
By means of the improvements introduced, the scope of the 
tables herewith presented has been enlarged beyond that of the 
reports of previous year, and permitted not only the more 
detailed analysis of the records but also the making of studies 
in four fields of tabulation new for this bureau—birth records, 
legitimacy, infant mortality and length of life. 

The tables on births for the first time give analyses by the 
various groups of people of which the community is composed. | 
Some very interesting facts have thereby been brought to light. 
For example, in the year 1914 one-half of the children born in 
Philadelphia had native white mothers; every twentieth child 
had a colored mother; every seventh child had a mother born in 
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Russia; every eighth child had a mother born in Italy; every 
fourteenth child had a mother born in Austria. The relative 
number of children born in 1914 by the native white, the foreign 
white, and the colored mother has been determined and is 
expressed as follows:

The tables have all been arranged to show for each ward of 
the city all the information given for the city as a whole. In 
this way, any condition which engages the attention of this 
bureau can be located geographically, and a means of very great 
value for directing its work is now available. 

The deaths of children under one year have been analyzed 
for several factors—color, nativity of mothers, location in wards, 
age groups and seasonal variation. These studies have also 
brought out some rather significant facts. The infant mortality 
among children born of colored mothers is more than twice the 
rate for children born of foreign white mothers. The rate in 
certain localities of the city is three times that of the rate of 
certain other localities. 

Infant mortality rates are for the first time in a Philadelphia 
report based on the number of living births reported, a ratio 
which furnishes the best basis of comparison for the deaths of 
infants provided accurate birth registration is obtainable. 

As this office is the custodian of information regarding ille- 
gitimacy not possessed by any other organization within the city, 
it was decided to analyze this information somewhat in detail. 
The nativity, age and occupation of the mothers of children born 
out of wedlock have been tabulated. In these tables the still- 
born are included, since the emphasis is entirely upon the mother 
rather than upon the child. The importance of the facts brought 
out is apparent when it is seen that one child in each thirty-nine 
born in the city in 1914 was illegitimate. 

To determine the length of life in Philadelphia, a simple life

table has been compiled for the city as a whole, and the average 
age at death in each ward has been calculated. These figures 
are submitted with a view to raising questions, rather than as 
data upon which definite conclusions may be reached. If the 
age groups of the population of each ward were known, it would 
be possible to make calculations which would lead to informa- 
tion of considerable value. 

Some effort has been expended upon correcting the statistics 
published for previous years. They seem particularly erroneous 
in regard to the tabulations of the deaths of colored persons. 
They were also somewhat inaccurate because they were com- 
piled on the basis of a year of fifty-two weeks, rather than the 
calendar year. Thus differences would appear in the compila- 
tions of the Bureau of the Census and the state Department of 
Health when compared with publications by this bureau, and to 
eliminate these differences corrected figures liave been obtained 
from the Bureau of Vital Statistics of the state Department of 
Health, which for some time has been making compilations on 
the basis of the calendar year, and also has compiled carefully 
the figures for colored and white. Wherever substitutions of 
figures from the state department have been made, such changes 
have been indicated by footnotes. All the tables for 1914 herein 
published are based on the calendar year and will be found in 
practical agreement with the tables published in state and 
federal reports. , 

In all compilations of both births and deaths, except the tables 
relating to the mothers of illegitimate children, the stillborn 
have been excluded.

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Early in the year it was decided to introduce typewriting 
for handwriting in all departments of the office. Vacancies in 
clerkships made it possible to employ two trained stenog- | 
raphers, and two of the regular staff of clerks have learned 
typewriting. Funds were available to equip the office with 
five typewriters and desks. All index cards and certified copies 
are now made by typewriting and mark a decided improve- 
ment in the work of the division. 

In the latter part of the year a new room was opened for 
the use of the public consulting records for years prior to 1904, 
which are indexed in books. These index books had been so 
located that it was necessary to allow the public almost free 
access to all parts of the office. Clerks busy with statistical 
compilations were constantly interrupted by persons asking for 
information and assistance. All the index books and registers 
have been placed in Room 521, and a clerk has been put in 
charge, thus providing better facilities for the public and 
greatly improving the office system.

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MEDICAL INSPECTION 
COMMUNICABLE DISEASES 


On page 208 is given a table showing the number of cases of 
communicable diseases reported to the Bureau of Health during 
the year by months, and on page 128 is given the number of 
cases reported by years from 1904 to 1914, inclusive, to show 
the yearly prevalence of communicable diseases reported under 
the act of assembly of May 14, 1909, and subseyuent orders of 
the Advisory Board of the State Department of Health. 

It is a pleasure to record that the year has witnessed both 
decreased morbidity and mortality in epidemic diseases. More 
prompt reporting of cases by practicing physicians, improved 
methods for tracing contacts and for the follow-up system, in- 
creasing public interest in controlling contagious diseases, and 
whole-hearted interest of the medical inspection corps, have all 
contributed largely to the betterment of this branch of the 
service which brings the bureau in direct contact with that 
portion of the public which is suffering from communicable 
diseases, for whom proper care and isolation mean not only 
greater safety for themselves but also better protection for 
their neighbors, their associates and the public in general. 
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Anterior Poliomyelitis 


During 1914, 18 cases of anterior poliomyelitis were reported, 9 
of which died. This disease has decreased in prevalence from 
that of the year 1910, when it was made reportable, and 155 
cases were reported for that year. 


Anthrax 


Nine cases of anthrax were reported during the year, four of 
which died. All cases gave a history of working with hides or 
dry hair. 


Chicken Pox 


During 1914, 4694 cases of chicken pox were reported, as com- 
pared to 2585 in 1913, with no fatalities. Each case of chicken 
pox reported is examined by a medical inspector, as in some 
instances small pox has been mistaken for chicken pox, and 
opportunity afforded for the spread of the former disease. 


Diphtheria 


During the year 1914, 2610 cases of. diphtheria were reported. 
This is the lowest number of cases reported in any/ year, with 
the exception of 1902, since 1891. The deaths numbered 329— 
a smaller number than has ever occurred in any preceding year 
of record. The death rate for this year was 12.61 per cent., as 
compared to a death rate of 13.76 per cent. during 1913. 


A study of the case death rate during the last ten years 
shows a variance of less than one per cent. Is this rate to be 
accepted as the established diphtheria death rate, or is it pos- 
sible to reduce it still further, and what factors are contributing 
to keep this rate practically stationary? An analysis of sta- 
tistics shows that this condition is not due to a lack of efficient 
treatment by the medical profession, but rather to a late recog- 
nition of the disease by the parents, many cases being treated 
by household remedies, and a physician called in’ only when 
the ultimate recovery of the patient is a matter of grave doubt. 
The solution of the problem lies along the lines of early recog- 
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nition and isolation of diphtheria patients and diphtheria 
“carriers”. ) 

Too much emphasis cannot be laid upon the advantages of 
educational methods for impressing upon the public the neces- 
sity of early recognition of contagious diseases, and the hope 
for ultimate control lies in the earliest possible diagnosis of the 
case and the application of efficient remedies for which, in the 
case of diphtheria, we have “diphtheria antitoxin”. 

During 1914, 71 cases were treated without the administra- 
tion of antitoxin; 35 cases proved fatal—a death rate of 49.30 
per cent., showing a marked contrast with the death rate of 
11.57 per cent. in those cases to which antitoxin was 
administered.

During the last quarter of 1914 diphtheria threatened to 
assume grave epidemic proportions in the West Philadelphia 
wards. More than one-half of the cases reported in the city 
during that period occurred in those wards. By an extensive 
study and an early establishment of the source of contagion 
and isolation of numerous carrier cases found among school 
children, the conditions were controlled, and the beginning of 
1915 shows diphtheria down to usual proportions there. 

During 1914 few neighborhood epidemics occurred, the cases 
being pretty well distributed throughout the city, with the excep- 
tion of West Philadelphia noted in the preceding paragraph. 
One small epidemic, worthy of mention, occurred in the Poly- 
clinic Hospital, where seven cases occurred in the nurses’ home. 
After careful examination and the culturing of the nurses, a 
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carrier case was isolated, and upon the isolation of this case 
the spread of the disease was immediately stopped. 


On page 133 will be found a table showing the number of 
cases removed to the Philadelphia Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases, and the death rate; number of cases treated at home, 
and the death rate; secondary cases occurring in houses where 
the first case was removed to the hospital and did not receive 
an immunizing dose of antitoxin; secondary cases in houses 
where antitoxin was used in the treatment but the family was 
not immunized; number of cases treated at home and no anti- 
toxin used in the treatment, and the family not immunized; 
and the death rate. 


On page 136 will be found a table showing a review of the 
diphtheria cases reported since 1908, showing the seasonal influ- 
ence on the prevalence of diphtheria; the case incidence, and 
its gradual reduction; the mortality incidence, and its gradual 
reduction; and the case death rate, showing little practical 
diminution. | 

On page 137 is given a table showing the distribution of 
diphtheria in relation to the density of population by wards. 
A close study of this table will show that the density of popu- 
lation per se seems to have little influence upon the spread of 
this disease. 


The diphtheria incidence was really less in the congested 
wards of the city, where sanitation and living conditions are 
generally of lower degree than in those wards with less dense 
population, where both sanitary and living conditions are gen- 
erally better. This we attribute to the prompt hospitalization of 
eases of diphtheria occurring in those congested wards of the 
city, thereby removing immediately sources of contagion and 
giving less opportunity for the production of contact cases and 
carriers. In sections of the city where cases are not sent to the 
hosptial, as a rule, but are treated at home where the conditions 
of isolation are not always of the best and supervision by the 
Health Bureau more difficult, with the attendant opportunities 
for production of secondary contact cases and carriers, higher 
rates prevailed. 
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Closer supervision was kept on all cases of diphtheria through- 
out the city by means of the report, re-visit and investigation 
blanks. Many times cases were discovered among contacts who 
had removed to other neighborhoods, and even to other cities, by 
a system of following up. Realizing the importance of the 
bacilli carrier in the spread of diphtheria, all persons found to 
have been in close contact with a diphtheria patient were cul- 
tured. In this way many positive culture cases were isolated 
and we feel sure that many secondary cases of diphtheria were 
thus prevented. Eighteen thousand two hundred nineteen 
cultures were made by the medical inspectors during 1914 for 
this purpose. During the year visits were made by medical in- 
spectors to the homes of 527 contact cases giving positive cul- 
tures in the public and parochial schools. ‘These cases were 
isolated and the other children excluded from school until a 
negative culture was returned. However, a placard was not 
placed upon those houses, as they were treated as carrier cases.

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Impetigo Contagiosa 


Impetigo contagiosa was placed on the reportable list in Decem- 
ber, 1913. During the year 1914, 529 cases were reported. Most 
of these cases were found by the medical inspectors in public 
and parochial schools. 


Leprosy 


One case of leprosy was reported by the Pennsylvania Hospital 
and on investigation it was found that the patient had come 
directly to Philadelphia from his home in Wilkesbarre, Pennsyl- 
vania, where he had lived for the past fourteen years. 


Measles 


During 1914, 7076 cases of measles and German measles were 
reported, which was a great decrease from 1913, during which 
year 15,611 cases were reported. It is probable that a greater 
number of cases occurred, as doubtless many cases of this disease 
were not seen by any physician and thus were not reported. 

The deaths from measles were 76, which is 1.07 per cent. of 
the cases reported as compared to 199 deaths from this disease 
in 1913, or 1.27 per cent. of cases fatal. 


Ophthalmia Neonatorum 


Thirty-four cases of ophthalmia neonatorum, which was placed 
on the reportable list in December, 1913, were reported. In no 
instance did blindness result from these cases. 


Pneumonia 


Fourteen hundred thirty-six cases of pneumonia were re- 
ported, as compared to 1401 cases of this disease reported in 
1913. The indifference of the public to the dangers of “bad air” 
must be overcome before much progress will be made in reducing 
this disease. The bureau is accepting every opportunity to 
advance public interest in good ventilation and the necessity of 
fresh air for maintaining healthful conditions. 
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Rabies 


Three cases of rabies were reported, all of which died. Stringent 
regulations for the muzzling of dogs allowed to run at large 
should be enforced. 


Scabies 


This disease was made reportable in December, 1913, and during 
the year 470 cases were reported, of which the greater part were 
found by the medical inspectors in schools. 


Scarlet Fever 


During 1914, 1944 cases of scarlet fever were reported with 129 
deaths, a case death rate of 6.6 per cent., as compared with 
3400 cases in 1913, with 162 deaths (4.8 per cent.). This 
great decrease was probably due to the fact that physicians 
reported cases early and, as a result, isolation was accomplished 
much earlier than formerly. When scarlet fever was more fre- 
quent, in 1912 and 1913, the mortality was lower; but in 1910 
and 1911, when the number of cases was about the same as it 
was this year (1925 and 1928), the mortality was even higher 
than it was this year. 


There were several small epidemics in the public schools; one 
in a private school; and 18 cases occurred in a large’ parochial 
school. Twelve cases occurred within two weeks in one of the 
suburban wards of the city; which were traceable to milk from 
a dairy in the state, where investigation showed two cases of 
scarlet fever desquamating, but at work in the dairy. 

One thousand one hundred sixty-five (60 per cent.) of the 1944 
cases of scarlet fever were removed to the Philadelphia Hospital 
for Contagious Diseases, as compared with 51 per cent. last 
year. Of these 76 died (6.5 per cent.), as compared with last 
year’s death rate (of 4.6 per cent.) in the hospital. Only 779 
cases were treated at home (40 per cent.), with 44 deaths (5.6 
per cent.), as compared with 48.8 per cent. last year, with a 
death rate of 3.9 per cent. That this year’s cases were more 
virulent than last year’s is noted from the mortality; although 
the number of cases was lower, the death rate was higher this 
year. 
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New cases probably due to the return of cases discharged from 
the Philadelphia Hospital for Contagious Diseases occurred in 
51 instances (2.6 per cent.), as compared with 81 last year (2.4 
per cent.). 

When the primary cases were treated at home, 155 secondary 
cases (7.9 per cent.) occurred later than 24 hours, but within 
one month after the first case, as compared with 194 (5.7 per 
cent.) last year, but only 76 cases (3.9 per cent.) occurred in 
houses from which a case had been removed to the Philadelphia 
_ Hospital for Contagious Diseases, later than 24 hours but within 
one month after the first case had left, as compared with 200 
cases (5.9 per cent.) last year. These figures furnish even a 
stronger argument for the treatment of all cases of scarlet fever 
in the hospital than do the figures of last year. We must except 
the few cases which are well isolated at home, with a trained 
nurse. 

In 3 instances (0.4 per cent.) cases of scarlet fever developed 
in a house later than one month, but within ten months after the 
primary case, as compared with 11 cases (0.3 per cent.) last year. 
Taking these all together, as secondary cases, there was a total 
of 290 secondary cases (14.9 per cent.) as compared with 486 
cases (14.3 per cent.) last year. 

One of the gratifying results of the work with scarlet fever 
during the year is that 73.9 per cent. of the cases were reported 
to the bureau within three days after the onset of the disease 
and that within five days after onset 89.8 per cent. of cases 
were reported. The assistance of the medical profession in the 
prompt reporting of cases is gratefully appreciated, for in the 
early calling of the doctor by parents, and prompt reporting of 
cases, much can be done to reduce this scourge of childhood. 

Analysis of cases by wards and by population density, and 
percentage of cases hospitalized, shows that the better control 
of case rates is obtained in those wards where per cent. of cases 
hospitalized is high.

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Small Pox 
Twelve cases of small pox developed in the city during the 
year, none of which were fatal. The sources of infection of 
all of these cases were traced and showed six of them to have 
contracted the disease outside of the city, and the other six 
to have been infected by exposure to the contagion intro- 
duced by the six imported cases. By unremitting vigilance the 
chief medical inspector traced the contacts with each case and 
stopped the spread of the disease. In the course of the work for 
control of the infection, 1t was developed that in several in- 
stances from 40 to 50 per cent. of the persons coming under 
observation were unvaccinated. The city has fortunately been 
spared from a small pox epidemic since 1902-1904, but this 
bureau cannot view the high percentage of unvaccinated persons 
with any degree of security, since imported cases are periodically 
appearing and are ofttimes undiscovered for several days, 
thereby giving opportunity for the spread of infection. We, 
therefore, urge that all persons who are not successfully vac- 
cinated should avail themselves of the protective measure 
without delay. 
Tetanus 

During the year 14 cases of tetanus were reported, none of 
which were the result of “Fourth of July” injuries. 


Trachoma ; 
Nineteen cases of trachoma were reported during the year as 
compared with 29 in 1913. Of these, 10 cases occurred in adults 
and 9 in children of school age. 


Tuberculosis 
The bureau is fully aware of the magnitude of the work required 
of it in the task of controlling tuberculosis, and is seeking to 
develop its facilities to their highest usefulness for this problem. 
Detailed supervision of the work is in charge of Dr. S. J. Deehan, 
Assistant Medical Inspector, and the following paragraphs are 
quoted from his report for the year’s work: 
It is always well with a subject as extended as that of tuberculosis 


to seize any favorable opportunity to survey the field and obtain the 
information and corrected judgment which comes from a general 
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point of view. With this in mind we have thought it wise that an out- 
line of the work of the past year should be presented. 

There is no difference of opinion among physicians that the chief 
aspect of the campaign against tuberculosis is one of education. We 
are organized for a work of prevention against a disease whose strong- 
hold is in ignorance—a disease preeminently of the overworked and 
the underfed—precisely the classes of our community who are least 
in touch with the progressive movements of the day, and least apt to 
reach out independently for that knowledge which would relieve the 
conditions under which they suffer. 

Diagnosis is not only the key to a rational therapy, but in com- 
municable diseases it is an essential to prophylaxis. Not only diag- 
nosis, but early diagnosis is desirable, and in many instances impera- 
tive. In the early diagnosis of tuberculosis lies our greatest hope of 
cure, as can be demonstrated from statistics from any well-regulated 
sanatorium. While the curing of the disease in itself is of importance 
to the individual afflicted, the removal of the danger of scattering 
infection is of greater import to the community as a whole. Every 
case of tuberculosis cured removes one focus of danger and prevents 
the possibility of future infection. 

Prevention of the spread of the disease being of such paramount 
importance, it is necessary that every person suffering from tubercu- 
losis should be cognizant of the fact and be instructed as to how its 
spread may be prevented. There is a natural hesitancy upon the 
part of many members of the medical profession in telling patients 
that they have tuberculosis. This should be overcome. It,is unjust 
to the patient; it is associated with danger to the community, and 
it lowers the standard of the medical profession with the community. 

There were 4954 cases of tuberculosis reported to the Bureau of 
Health this year, against 4783 cases reported in 1913, an increase of 
171 cases.

This increase in the total number of reported cases was not so 
marked as in the last few years, but it shows that the bureau con- 
tinues to receive the hearty cooperation of family physicians, hos- 
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pitals, clinics, dispensaries, civic and philanthropic organizations and 
an enlightened public. That the results have not been better is 
perhaps due to the conservatism or skepticism of a certain number 
of physicians, and a lack of energy on the part of others who, while 
they believe in the modern methods of combating phthisis, have not 
the force to overcome the inertia of their patients, who find the rigid 
régime too difficult to follow. 

Skepticism may be overcome by the campaign of education, con- 
cerning the nature and treatment of tuberculosis, now being vigor- 
ously urged on many sides, but it is feared that it will be impossible 
to deal successfully with the feeble will power of some physicians. 
Followed to its ultimate analysis, withholding the diagnosis of tuber- 
culosis from the patient is nothing more or less than homicide. It 
takes away the chance of cure from the patient and at the same time 
leaves him in a state of ignorance which endangers the lives of those 
who associate with him, or who must occupy his apartments with him. 

Before the discovery of the fact that tuberculosis is a communicable 
disease, there was more reason for keeping the diagnosis secret, and 
before its curability was established, it was a serious thing to tell an 
individual that he had tuberculosis, for it meant the pronouncing of 
his death sentence. But to-day, the withholding of this information 
pronounces the death sentence, not only upon the afflicted, but also, 
it may be, upon some of his friends and dear ones. 

We must not expect to diagnose incipient pulmonary tuberculosis 
by the microscope, for this is a condition in which the microscopic 
findings will be negative so often that they cannot be relied upon. 
The diagnosis of incipient tuberculosis is largely a matter of physical 
examination, together with clinical history. While we have the 
tuberculin test to aid us where the microscopic findings are negative, 
yet it must be the physical examination and clinical history which 
suggests the necessity of a tuberculin test. The microscope is relied 
upon too much, and very few men will stand for their diagnosis 
against its findings. This is absurd, because a moment’s thought 
will show that infection can be present without ulceration. We know, 
too, that many cases of pulmonary tuberculosis run for months 
without showing bacilli. This shows us the importance of perfecting 
our means of diagnosis and familiarizing ourselves with every 
method which will help to establish the presence or absence of 
tuberculosis. 

Medical writers agree in the great prevalence of tuberculosis, and 
pathologists declare that the disease is even more widespread than 
clinical evidence establishes; yet a dispassionate observer will find 
that well-defined cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, even including 
those called incipient, do not bear a very fearful proportion to the 
rest of the community, 
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Tuberculosis of the lungs caused 2688 deaths in Philadelphia in 
1914, a ratio of 162.5 to one hundred thousand (100 000) of popula- 
tion. While the rate for 1914 shows an increase over that of 1913— 
159.7 per 100,000—yet the rate is below the average rate for the four 
years of the current decade.

A computation on the basis that ten living persons have the disease 
to every death from it, indicates that there are probably 26,880 
tuberculous persons in Philadelphia in 1914. 

There can be no question that the lessened death rate from tuber- 
culosis is due to sanatoriums, isolation hospitals, outdoor treatment, 
fresh air in sleeping apartments, improved tenement house laws, and 
a better understanding by the public of what predisposes to the dis- 
ease. Open-air schools are active agents in preventing tuberculosis 
through the improvement in children who have a tuberculous taint 
and the better nutrition of debilitated and anemic children. The 
value of such schools in the prevention of tuberculosis should be 
universally known. 

The time has come when the early diagnosis and the improved care 
of the consumptive become factors in prolonging life. The en- 
thusiastic claims for prevention and the expectation based upon the 
knowledge of the cause of the disease have not yet been fulfilled, and 
the years pass by while the big procession marches to the grave 
Why not admit that the early diagnosis and prompt efficient care of 
the incipient case promise the highest reward? 

The number of disinfections for tuberculosis in 1914 was 4531 
against 4629 in 1913. The bureau has always insisted upon the 
disinfection of all premises that have been occupied by tuberculous 
patients. This we consider as a factor that helped to prevent the 
further spread and dissemination of the disease. 

The efficacious prevention of tuberculosis involves the protection 
of the healthy individual from needless exposure to the infection as 
far as is possible. Since, however, complete annihilation of infective 
material cannot be contemplated in a generation or two, at least 
measures to minimize the danger by reducing the amount and fre-

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quency of exposure on the one hand, and to increase the resistance 
of the healthy individual to the inevitable exposure on the other hand, 
must be depended on. ‘These measures can hardly be less important 
in causing the gradual extinction of tuberculosis than those di- 
rected toward the control of the consumptive individual himself. 


The early consummation of the department plans for the 
erection of a tuberculosis hospital of 500 beds for the segre- 
gation and care of advanced cases will greatly facilitate the 
control of this disease. 


Typhoid Fever 

During 1914, 1944 cases of scarlet fever were reported with 129 
compared with 1698 reported for the year 1913, a reduction 
in morbidity of 538 per cent. There were 124 deaths from this 
disease as compared to 255 for 1913, a reduction in mortality 
of 51 per cent., giving the city a typhoid rate of 7.5 per 
100,000, which compares quite favorably with other large 
cities of the country, and we can safely say that this disease, 
which formerly scourged this city, has been brought under con- 
trol. The reduction in typhoid fever from 1063 deaths, or a rate 
of 73.3 per 100,000 in 1906, when but 14 per cent. of the city 
water supply was filtered, has consistently followed the improve- 
ments in the city water supply and demonstrated that in the 
case of Philadelphia the great majority of cases were from 
water-borne infection. The pasteurization of the milk supply 
has also removed a source of possible infection, for in recent 
years as high as 149 cases have been traced to milk in a single 
year, notably in 1912. These two sources of infection are now 
under effective means for control and the bureau has come to 
deal with the more obscure sources of the disease, notably the 
carriers and food infections which are more difficult to trace. 

The reduction in typhoid fever rates from those of 1913 is 
due in large part to the removal of the dual systems of water 
supply found in several manufacturing establishments in that 
year, and the subsequent stopping of intermittent contamina- 
tion of the city mains, of which report was rendered in the pre- 
ceding year. 

Intensive study is now given to each case and closely followed 
to convalescence. Cooperation of physicians is solicited and 81 
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cases of illness originally reported as typhoid fever were 
subsequently found to be some other disease. One hundred 
twelve cases were brought from out-of-town residences for 
treatment in hospitals. These 193 cases are not charged 
against the city in reporting the 793 cases. In recording the 
deaths, however, cases are tabulated according to the physician’s 
certificates, and all deaths occurring in the city are charged 
against it. Each of the 124 deaths attributed to typhoid fever 
was exhaustively investigated. In 13 instances the true cause of 
death was other than typhoid fever, as tuberculosis, pneumonia, 
etc., and in 19 instances deaths are charged against the city for 
cases brought from outside points to city hospitals. Thus the 
124 deaths may be reduced to 92 as the actual number of fatal 
cases which probably contracted typhoid in Philadelphia. On 
this basis the mortality is 11.6 per cent. of the morbidity, and 
the death rate for cases contracted in the city becomes 5.5 per 
100,000. Indeed, the mortality rate for West Philadelphia is 
but 3.6 per 100,000, which compares very favorably with rates 
of European cities. Further reduction of the present rates will 
lie in large part in detection of carrier cases, the success of edu- 
cational methods for securing a better application of personal 
hygiene, and the control of foods exposed under insanitary con- 
ditions. During the year the medical inspectors fotnd an ice 
cream manufacturer operating over a broken drain pipe and 
promptly closed the plant; nine cases gave a history of eating 
ice cream from this place. At a truck farm it was found that 
the lettuce was sprinkled with water from a badly contaminated 
well in order to keep it fresh for the market; nine cases gave 
histories of using lettuce from this farm. In another instance, an 
overflowing cesspool was found at the top of an incline from 
which celery was being marketed; six cases gave a history of 
using this celery. In all of these cases cited there was found no 
other probable cause. 

No person suffering with typhoid who has been employed in 
handling food stuffs, milk, ice, drinks or tobacco has been per- 
mitted to return to work until after negative cultures have been 
secured from feces. 
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Six hundred fifty-four cases, or 83 per cent. of the 793 cases, 
were treated in hospitals. Of the reported cases, Widal exami- 
nations of the blood were secured for 94 per cent. of the cases. 


Whooping Cough. There were 4152 cases of whooping cough 
reported during the year, and 266 deaths, as compared to 1438 
cases and 101 deaths in 1913. This increase in deaths from the 
disease was 165 and 209 of these occurred in children under 
two years of age and 57 in children under five years of age, 
adding materially to the loss of child life for the year. A fuller 
realization of the dangers of whooping cough must be brought 
to the public mind, in order that the proper safeguards may be 
carried out in all cases, since the idea unfortunately prevails 
that this is a disease that must be suffered by all children and 
therefore many are thoughtlessly exposed, thus needlessly con- 
tributing to the mortality of children.

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The medical inspection service for the bureau, for com- 
municable diseases, parochial and private schools, was performed 
under the supervision of Dr. A. A. Cairns, Chief Medical In- 
spector, with Dr. C. W. Shaffer, Dr. Maurice Ostheimer, Dr. 
Sylvester Deehan and Dr. Henry H. Doan, Assistant Medical 
Inspectors, detailed to supervise the reports of cases submitted, 
to serve as assistant diagnosticians, and to make special investi- 
gations. Dr. Joseph F. O’Neil, Assistant Medical Inspector, was 
detailed to supervise the work of medical inspection of parochial 
schools, after the resignation of Dr. C. A. Groff, Assistant Chief 
Medical Inspector, in February, 1914. 

The plan of assigning assistant medical inspectors for detailed 
supervision of groups of reportable diseases has contributed 
materially to betterment of service, and it is recommended that 
seven supervising medical inspectors be provided, five of whom 
should be assigned to work with contagious diseases, and two to 
the parochial school work. ‘The clerical staff for the division 
should be also increased in order to permit of complete office 
control of the work and more thorough analysis of reports than 
is now practicable. The staff has been increased by only two 
additional positions since its organization in 1904, yet the work 
has been greatly augmented. 

During the year Dr. William M. Welch, diagnostician and 
consultant, made 132 visits to the Philadelphia Hospital for 
Contagious Diseases in consulting capacity, rendering expert 
service in diagnostic problems and in determining the fitness of 
patients for discharge, particularly in the scarlet fever depart- 
ment. Under the direction of Dr. Welch, clinical instruction in 
contagious diseases is given to students from the various medical 
colleges. The number of students receiving such instruction in 
1914 was 192, distributed as follows:

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The doors of the hospital were thrown open to medical 
students in January, 1900, and since that date 3883 students 
have availed themselves of the privilege of study at the hospital. 
At each visit not less than two hours are spent in the scarlet 
fever and diphtheria wards, and during the epidemic of small 
pox in 1901-1904, the same length of time was spent in the 
small pox wards. These students came in close contact with all 
types of these diseases in their various stages. Four-fifths of 
them declared they had never had scarlatina and but one took 
the disease. With regard to diphtheria, none took that disease. 
As to small pox, the students were protected by recent vaccina- 
tions, save one, an anti-vaccinationist, who was unvaccinated. 
He, and he alone, took small pox. The value of this opportunity 
for instruction to physicians in training is very great, not only 
to the students who avail themselves of the opportunity, but also 
to the public which later receives their services. 

In addition to this work at the hospital, Dr. Welch made 29 
visits to the different places throughout the city to make diag- 
noses in cases requiring final decision for the protection of the 
public health. This service was especially required for scarlet 
fever. 

The assistant diagnostician and consultant, Dr. M..B. Hart- 
zell, was called upon to make final diagnosis in 58 doubtful cases 
of suspected contagious diseases. The services of Dr. Welch 
and Dr. Hartzell were also used in rendering expert medical 
opinion on the procedures of the bureau. 


DISINFECTION 


‘The total number of disinfections for the year was 22,354, in- 
cluding schools, of which there were 372. ‘The diminished 
number of disinfections, as compared to the 34,660 performed in 
1913, is due to the less number of cases of communicable diseases 
and to the reduction of those instances where disinfectors had 
been called upon where simple scrubbing and airing of rooms is 
required. | 

The following is the statement in detail of the work performed 
and the materials used. 
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MEDICAL INSPECTION OF PAROCHIAL AND 
PRIVATE SCHOOLS 


The medical inspection of parochial schools was begun Feb- 
ruary 1, 1912, and has been continued during the past year with 
satisfactory results, both to the department and to the school 
authorities. Ninety-one schools with an enrollment of 55,198 
pupils have been under supervision, and 47 assistant medical 
inspectors have been available for the work, performing this 
work in conjunction with their other duties in the bureau. Daily 
visits to the schools have been made to control the development 
of contagion, and to detect and obtain treatment for physical 
defects. 

A uniform routine was followed. Attention was first given to 
contagious diseases. Children who returned after an absence of 
two days or more, and those in attendance upon school with 
suggestive complaints were passed upon. Any suspicious angina 
was cultured, and, if positive, the entire class was cultured. 
When a contagious disease developed at home the school author- 
ities were notified of the exclusion of the school children. If 
the patient had been in attendance upon school, the class was 
examined for the incubation period of the disease. 

Twice during the year an inspection of the entire school pop- 
ulation was made for the detection of contagious diseases, and 
one or more classes have been inspected daily for the same pur- 
pose. In these examinations there were found the following:

Pupils who have been absent from school for three consecutive 
days, or longer, have been visited at their homes on Saturday 
mornings. In this way it is often possible to discover contagious 
conditions that are unattended and consequently not reported.

The importance of these repeated, routine inspections, and 
Saturday visits, is evident. In one instance, the failure to report 
an absentee, and to refer him to the medical inspector on his 
return, resulted in the development of eighteen cases of scarlet 
fever among the children of that school and the home contacts. 

An examination of every pupil has been made during the 
year for the detection of physical defects. ‘Ten children were 
examined daily and a physical record card kept for each. Those 
presenting defects have been followed up in school and visited 
at their homes, and with the cooperation of the principals and 
teachers every effort has been made to have the conditions cor- 
rected; 32,958 recommendations were made and 18,935 treat- 
ments were obtained, or 57 per cent. The children with eye and 
dental defects, whose circumstances deserve it, have been 
referred to hospital dispensaries or to the department’s clinics; 
5271 cases of defective vision were recommended for treatment, 
3143 received treatment, of which number 891 were refracted 
and obtained glasses from the eye clinic of our department; 
14,249 cases of dental caries were recommended for treatment, 
and 6584 received treatment, of which number 1781 were treated 
in the dental clinic of our department. 

Two sanitary inspections of all school buildings have been made 
during the year. Many suggestions for improvement were made, 
and where the conditions were urgent, were promptly attended 
to by the school authorities. There still remain a number of 
conditions, some very difficult of physical improvement, but with 
mutual cooperation, progress will be made along this line.

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MEDICAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The medical inspection of public schools has been conducted 
during the last year on the same general principle as that of 
the two preceding years, with certain improvements and minor 
changes. The work was carried on under the immediate super- 
vision of Dr. Walter S. Cornell, Director, Division of Medical 
Inspection of Public Schools, and his report, which follows, is 
made up of three parts: the first embracing general considera- 
tions; the second, the report of the three principal activities of 
the division—the correction of physical defects, the prevention 
of contagious diseases, and the sanitary inspection of school 
buildings; and the third, the special activities conducted by the 
division.

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


The past year has been marked by harmony and co-operation 
between the division of school medical inspection and all depart- 
ments of the municipality and Board of Education. Particularly 
with the division of contagious diseases and the Bureau of Com- 
pulsory Education has this division been in daily touch. The 
co-ordination of the different divisions of the Bureau of Health 
with this division and of the departments of the office of the 
superintendent of schools has been improved by the institution 
in the Bureau of Health and in the office of the superintendent 
of schools of monthly staff meetings which have brought the 
divisions chiefs, directors of special branches, respectively, into 
sympathetic understanding. 

Notwithstanding the number of school buildings this year is 
greater than it was last year, the sanitary inspection system 
more thorough, and a number of special activities added to our 
general work, the number of physical examinations made by the 
inspectors has shown an increase over the year 1913. The pro- 
portion of defects corrected has also shown an increase, now 
standing over 48 per cent. These results have been brought 
about by the most faithful and indeed strenuous work on the 
part of the inspectors and nurses. The number of cases of 
scarlet fever and diphtheria found in the schools has shown a 
marked decrease compared to the number found in the year 
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1913, and this is a further cause of congratulation. During 
the past summer the superintendent of school buildings has 
ereatly improved the conditions of some of the older buildings, 
particularly in the matter of window space in the classrooms; 
and this fact, together with the dedication of several new school 
buildings of the most approved type, will appreciably raise the 
sanitary standard of the school plant. As important as any 
of these three great improvements is the appreciation of the 
teachers and children of the value of school inspection and there 
is every indication that the next year will show a remarkable 
sweep of positive sentiment looking toward the correction of 
physical defects in the children and the appreciation of hygienic 
living not only by the school children but by the entire family. 


The increased proportion of physical defects corrected has 
been due in considerable part to the enlargement in the size of 
the school nursing corps, which now numbers 38 assistant nurses, 
«a head nurse and an assistant head nurse. All but about 50 of 
the 300 schools now enjoy school nurse service, these 50 schools 
being situated in the suburbs of the city. 

The preservation of hygienic conditions in the school houses 
has been striven for in the past by intensive work looking 
toward the prevention of contagious diseases after initial cases 
of disease have been found, and also by the sanitary inspection 
of the structural conditions in the school buildings. It is planned 
and hoped that next year a second system of sanitary inspec- 
tion of the cleanliness and general condition of the air of the 
schools (in brief inspection of the daily care and use of the 
buildings) will be instituted. This matter was taken up with 
Superintendent Jacobs in his previous capacity of associate 
superintendent of schools, and met at that time with his ap- 
-proval; there is, therefore, every reason to believe that the plan, 
which will mean much toward improving the yee of the 
children, will be inaugurated. 


The past year has been notable for so many advances that it 
is justifiable to give a brief list of the principal ones: 

1. The system of sanitary inspection has been improved so 
that a definite grade of sanitary excellence is now accorded to 
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each school, the said system being based on definite standards of 
measurement and calculation. 


2. The records of the correction of defects have been improved 
to furnish information concerning the use of private physicians 
and free dispensaries, respectively, by school children. The 
information obtained from these records will go far toward 
pointing the way to certain changes in the general practice of 
medicine which are now universally felt to be indicated—a sub- 
ject on which the Philadelphia County Medical Society and many 
other medical societies are working through formally appointed 
committees. 





3. The plan of nurses’ work has been revised so that emphasis 
‘is laid on the correction of important defects which influence the 
child’s future physical condition and even his career. 


4. The method of disinfecting schools (routine disinfections) 
has been changed from a formaldehyde fumigation to the wash- 
ing of the floors and furniture of the infected classrooms with 
an antiseptic fluid, together with a thorough airing of the rooms 
in question. The new method obviates the dismissal of the 
children in the other classrooms in the school, and in addition 
is less expensive. 


5. The matter of certificates permitting temporary attend- 
ance of children resisting vaccination, through apparent im- 
munity, evidenced by several unsuccessful attempts, has been 
placed on a satisfactory basis. 


6. A new exclusion card from the Bureau of Health has been 
put in use which gives duplicate information concerning school 
children suffering from contagious diseases to both the school 
principal and the school inspector. 


7. The number of special classes for poorly nourished, crippled 
and tubercular children has been greatly increased. This in- 
crease, 1t may be noted, was due at least as much to the efforts 
of the Associate Superintendent of Schools Cornman as to the 
efforts of this division. 


8. An improved system of transfer and of physical record has 
been devised for the children in special classes. 
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9. The Department of Physical Education has co-operated 
toward the institution of a system of special exercises for all 
stoop-shouldered and flat-chested children. This bids fair to be 
a noteworthy advance in the whole system of hygiene. 


10. The supervisors, inspectors and nurses have met in monthly 
district meetings, with lectures and conferences designed to bring 
all the members of the division into close understanding. 


11. The whole system of reports (daily memorandum blanks, 
weekly reports and monthly reports) has been standardized by 
the use of the same printed terms throughout and the same order 
of place in the reports. This plan, which was partly in effect 
last year, results in the lessening of the nervous strain on the 
inspectors as well as in more rapid work and easier sum- 
marization. 


A handbook of regulations for inspectors and a similar hand- 
book of information concerning health, designed for teachers, are 
now in preparation. Such handbooks will evidently fill a need, 
will prevent mistakes on the part of new inspectors, will obviate 
inquiries from school principals to this office and, consequently, 
relieve the office force of considerable sundry work which now is 
thrown upon it. 


A great deal of work has been done on the special classes for 
crippled, tubercular and poorly nourished children. In addition 
to the improved methods of transfer and record, already men- 
tioned, special examination has been made of both neurologic 
and orthopedic condition of the crippled children. Inspection 
has been made of the omnibuses used for transportation and 
further lists of crippled children have been prepared, looking 
toward the organization of at least one new class. 

There is now an evident active desire on the part of the 
district superintendents of schools to open classes for poorly 
nourished children whenever opportunity presents, and as a con- 
sequence, the supervisors have furnished the names of many 
candidates to the district superintendents. 

At the Girard School, 18th Street and Snyder Avenue, a class 
for actively tubercular children, to be conducted under the 
special provisions of the school code, has just been started. 
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There are already 22 children attending this class and signed 
parents’ permits are at hand for 22 more. In the classes for 
crippled children there are now 122 patients. 

It has been felt that the students of the high schools require a 
more comprehensive physical examination than ,the children in 
the elementary schools, owing to the fact that these children are 
adolescent and new physical conditions have therefore arisen. 


During the last year we have succeeded in instituting medical 
inspection in all of the high schools except two of the annexes. 
It is planned to take care of the pupils in these two buildings in 
the coming spring. 

A clinic for mentally deficient children held at the Bureau of 
Compulsory Education has proved valuable, not only as an aid 
to the chief of that bureau in deciding on the propriety of school 
attendance of children suspected of feeble-mindedness, but will 
doubtless prove one of the most valuable contributors to the 
county register of the feeble minded, which has been projected, 
and which will, if put into effect, receive cases from the clinics 
at the Juvenile Court and organized charities. 


The Bureau of Compulsory Education has routinely called 
upon this division for medical advice in deciding on the propriety 
of excusing children from school attendance on account of alleged 
physical disabilities. A great advance has been made in this 
work by the institution of a procedure based on the principle 
that the parent and not the family physician is the principal 
party at action. Under the present procedure, the parent is 
notified that proper medical evidence must be forwarded to the 
Bureau of Compulsory Education, and if such evidence is not 
forwarded, the parent will necessarily produce it in court inci- 
dental to prosecution for truancy, or be adjudged at fault. As 
a consequence the medical certificates of private physicians, 
recommending absence from schools, have markedly decreased 
in numbers and have been of a much more satisfactory and 
scientific character than heretofore. 

The experiment was made of physically examining children 
applying for employment certificates. The inauguration of this 
plan, which is recommended by the State Department of Labor, 
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would bring about a remarkable change in the physical condi- 
tion of children of school age. A special section on this matter 
follows in this report. 


During the last year the general policy of lecturing in the 
schools on matters of child hygiene has been followed, at times 
with self-sacrifice on the part of inspectors. In addition to 
numerous lectures on medical inspection, child hygiene and allied 
subjects in the schools, and the writing of articles on hygiene 
for the local school papers, the entire corps, during the month 
of June, lectured in 30 schools on “The care of the baby in hot 
weather’, the audiences being the girls in the upper grammar 
grades. 


The friendly feeling of the medical profession toward the 
work of school medical inspectors has been shown by two invita- 
tions from the County Medical Society to the director of this 
division to read a paper and publish a paper on the matter of 
orthopedic defects and tuberculosis, respectively, and an invita- 
tion from the president of the Pediatric Society to all the mem- 
bers of the corps to attend the annual meeting of the society. 


The needs of the division are principally an increase in the 
corps of inspectors and nurses, the introduction of an improved 
physical record card, and the provision by the authorities for 
transportation expenses between schools. 

A careful investigation has been made of the number of in- 
spectors and nurses needed. Nine are absolutely needed to per- 
form fully the work required by law and 13 are really needed to 
do the work without constant hurry and nerve strain. At the 
present time the inspectors are working under constant pressure, 
and on two or three occasions this year the inspectors have been 
compelled to ask for relief for two or three days in order to 
recuperate. It is evident that those engaged in prosecuting the 
work of hygiene should not injure themselves through over- 
work. The situation is constantly growing more acute with the 
addition of new school buildings and new school population. 

In the matter of a new physical record card, we have come to 
see clearly that what is needed is a child’s physical record card 
which will be intelligible and accessible to the class teacher. At 
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the present time the card is so small that abbreviations in the 
nature of symbols are used and consequently the child’s health 
record is unintelligible to the teacher.’ If the teacher were able 
to read clearly that a child had poor eyesight and has already 
received two notes to procure eyeglasses, this teacher would not 
send the child for the third time to the inspector, because it is 
evident that all that 1s necessary is to urge the child to do some- 
thing that has been already advised. 

Finally, the physical record card should be kept in the class- 
room, while now, because they are printed on the reverse side 
of the registration cards, they are kept in the principal’s office, 
where the valuable memoranda, filed alphabetically for the whole 
school, are practically inaccessible to the teacher of any class. 

The transportation of the inspectors is, at the present time, 
met from their private means, an exception to the general rule 
covering instructors in special branches of the Board of Edu- 
cation. The general rule is that employees receive transporta- 
tion expense between the schools visited when such transporta- 
tion is necessary. It would seem only fair to the school inspectors 
to allow them the same compensation. 

In the extreme northeastern part of the city two inspectors 
furnish their own automobiles without compensation of any 
kind to cover territories which require 16 to 20 miles daily 
journey. It is hoped that the authorities will allow $200 per 
year to each of these inspectors, whose work otherwise evidently 
could not be done. 

The supervisors are at the present time in need of clerical 
assistance, being compelled to summarize their own reports. Each 
of these reports includes the work done in two school districts 
by twelve inspectors in a school population of about 40,000. 
The general summaries given in this report furnish a good idea 
of the enormous totals which must be summarized; under the 
present conditions there is enough for the supervisors to do, 
without performing this work at such time as they can find, 
usually at night. 

It is earnestly recommended that a beginning toward adequate 
clerical assistance be made by furnishing at least one clerical 
assistant for the use of the five supervisors,

NOTE—During this three-year period about twenty new buildings have been added to 
the inspectors’ route schedules, necessitating an increase (600) in the number of visits to 
schools with consequent decrease in the time available for the systematic physical examina- 
tion of children. Also 9000 high school pupils, receiving special inspection, have been 
included in the scope of the work. The increased proportion of defects corrected has been 
due in large part to the increase (16 nurses) in the corps of school nurses. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION OF SCHOOL CHILDREN 


The physical examination of school children has included, as 
in previous years, principal attention to the eyes, ears, nose and 
throat, teeth, nutrition, skeleton, nervous system and skin of 
children. Every effort has been made to concentrate the atten- 
tion of both the inspectors and nurses on these principal defects. 
The ability to discern that which is vital and important in con- 
trast to that which is minor and unimportant, materially in- 
creases the efficiency of the whole plan of preventive medicine. 
This work has been accomplished by the use of report forms on 
which terms have been standardized and systematized, the en- 
couragement of the inspectors and nurses to use, as much as 
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possible, the standard terms given on these forms, and the rela- 
tive discouragement to include any great number of ailments 
(necessarily minor and unimportant) not specifically provided 
for on the printed summary sheets. There has been an absolute 
prohibition to report anything under the term ‘“miscellaneous’”’, 
the use of this term being restricted to the central office when 
making up the annual summary. The inspectors have come to 
feel that anything not worth reporting by a definite and specific 
name is not worth doing or recording. This also has appreciably 
raised the standard of detail work. 

The physical defects found by the inspectors depend to a 
certain extent on the character of the children’s printed physical 
record cards. It has been noted that when specific provision is 
made for the recording of the condition of any organ, more 
defects are recorded because the attention of the inspector is 
specifically called to this organ in the case of every child exam- 
ined. It has been our feeling for the last two years that the 
physical record card in use needs revision with more specific 
provisions made for stoop-shouldered children. In 1913 the 
number of such cases reported by the inspectors was 2386. This 
year, owing to the special exercises given to all stoop-shouldered 
children in the eighth district through the cooperative work of 
this division and of the Department of Physical Education, the 
number of stoop-shouldered cases was increased to 3989, some 
1500 of these being reported from the eighth school district alone, 
due to the intensive search made for all such cases in the dis- 
trict. It is evident that under these circumstances there must 
be approximately 15,000 stoop-shouldered children who would 
be benefited by special exercises. We have no doubt that if 
encouragement were given to a study of the nutrition of every 
child from an intensive standpoint, because of offered facilities 
for free feeding, sanitarium life, etc., the number of poor nutri- 
tion cases recorded would increase at once from 2464 in 1913 
and 2725 in 1914 to approximately 10,000. 

The diagnosis of defects of the nose and throat and of the 
nutrition involves, to a certain extent, the judgment of the 
physician. In the case of enlarged tonsils much has been written 
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in the medical press concerning when the tonsil should be con- 
sidered as unhealthy and deserving radical treatment. It has 
been our experience that inspectors newly appointed to the work 
are likely to find more cases of “enlarged tonsils” than inspectors 
more experienced in the work. On the other hand, the con- 
scientious inspector naturally finds more cases than the in- 
spector inclined to be careless. The supervisory staff has done 
all in its power to create in the corps of assistant inspectors the 
same ideas of what sort of tonsils require medical treatment. 
This has been done by a general criticism of the number of en- 
larged tonsils reported by the corps as a whole compared to the 
total number of school children, and in more detail by a com- 
parison of the findings of the different inspectors. In the spring 
of 1914 all the inspectors were notified that the number of “en- 
larged tonsils”, reported was somewhat in excess of what 
appears from experience to be a reasonable number, and certain 
inspectors, who were extra conscientious or extra particular, were 
particularly urged to modify their viewpoint with a purpose of 
decreasing the number of their recommendations of nose and 
throat defects. Consequently the number of “enlarged tonsils” 
this year was 10,909 compared to 14,188 in the year 1913. As 
there were over 1000 cases of diseased tonsils operated upon in 
the year 1913, following our recommendation, the difference is, 
of course, somewhat less than is indicated by the absolute figures 
just quoted. 


NUMBER OF PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS MADE 


The number of cases of “eye strain” reported, approximately 
17,000, was practically the same as the number reported in 
1913. The number of cases of ‘carious teeth’ reported was 
approximately 70,000 against 64,000 reported in 1913. This was 
due to the increased number of children given physical examina- 
tions and the fact that the incoming classes of some children 
furnish annually thousands of cases not previously seen, with 
mouths in a worse condition than at any time in their school 
career. 
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The following is the summary of the defects found and 
reported by the school inspectors during the calendar year 1914.

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NUMBER AND PROPORTION OF PHYSICAL DEFECTS CORRECTED 


The increase in the corps of nurses at the beginning of the 
year had provided the division with increased facilities for the 
correction of defects. Approximately 250 of the 300 schools in 
Philadelphia are now provided with nurse service. This in- 
creased service and a very earnest endeavor on the part of the 
supervisory force to concentrate the work of the nurses on the 
correction of important defects with less attention to unim- 
portant odds and ends, have resulted in far better results than 
have ever been obtained before. 

The work of securing the correction of physical defects in- 
cluded written or printed notices sent to the parents, visits to 
the homes of the parents, interviews with parents at schools, 
the convoying of small children to the hospital dispensaries, and 
the use of the municipal eye and dental dispensaries at which 
places eyeglasses and dental treatment may be obtained free of 
charge. Owing to the fact that the school inspectors are engaged 
for part-time service and are otherwise engaged in the private 
practice of medicine the personal interviews with parents are 
always conducted by the nurses only. Children are not sent to 
dispensaries unless the circumstances of the parent are known 
to be indigent. 

Three statistical tables are submitted. The first shows the 
proportion of defects corrected (a) in total and (b) in the case 
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of each important physical defect; the second shows the propor- 
tion of physical defects corrected, further subdivided in order to 
ascertain the proportion of physical defects corrected among the 
children of different social grades; the third shows the increasing 
success of the division in securing the correction of defects by 
a comparative table covering the years 1912, 1913 and 1914. The 
last-named table, because it contains other data, is presented in 
the first section of this report and will be found on pages 226 
and 228.

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PREVENTION OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


The contagious diseases are here considered in two groups, 
namely, reportable or major contagious diseases, and non- 
reportable or minor contagious diseases. 


Reportable Contagious Diseases—Prevalence 


The 3626 contagious diseases reported to the proper health 
authorities through this division approximated the number 
reported in the preceding year. If impetigo contagiosa and 
scabies, two diseases made reportable during the year 1914 by 
the state commissioner of health, were not included in the 
present year’s list, there would have been a decrease of about 450 
cases. 

In considering the number of reportable contagious diseases 
occurring in different years, we should consider separately the 
diseases scarlet fever and diphtheria. These diseases are more 
dangerous, and in dealing with them there is an urgent attempt 
on the part of every one to obey the health regulations, and the 
activities of the health officials are of an intensive kind. On the 
other hand, in the case of measles, chicken-pox and other less 
dangerous diseases, there is a marked careless handling and in- 
difference to the danger of transmission on the part of the public 
generally, and less strenuous endeavor on the part of the health 
authorities to close up all avenues of possible spread of disease. 
- The diseases just mentioned, it happens, are less contagious than 
scarlet fever or diphtheria, consequently we have so far made 
little or no headway in suppressing epidemics of chicken-pox or 
measles and the number of these cases reported fluctuates accord- 
ing to the number of epidemics which have occurred during the 
year. 

It is particularly gratifying that diphtheria and scarlet fever 
have markedly decreased. The total number of scarlet fever 
cases, including those positively diagnosed and those diagnosed 
as suspicious, was this year 92, compared to 210 in the year 1913. 

Similarly, the number of cases of diphtheria positively diag- 
nosed or diagnosed as suspicious was this year 37 compared to 
60 in 1918. The cases just mentioned found by the inspectors 
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in the schools naturally does not represent all the cases occurring 
in the school children, the majority of such cases absenting them- 
selves from school at the first symptoms, and were reported by 
the family physicians. However, the report of the division of 
contagious diseases shows a corresponding decrease in the mor- 
tality from the diseases just mentioned and there is, therefore, no 
doubt that the decrease has been real. 

In this connection, we wish to express our belief that the 
disease diphtheria will never be stamped out until the general 
housing conditions of the city are more sanitary and the nose 
and throat conditions of the juvenile population healthy. Since 
defects of the nose and throat result largely from bad air and 
poor nutrition—conditions closely related to poor sanitation—the 
necessity of betterment in sanitary conditions, if diphtheria is to 
be eradicated, is even more apparent. 

It is our feeling that no work done by the health authorities 
will lessen the number of measles and chicken-pox cases to any 
appreciable degree while these diseases are looked upon by the 
public with general indifference and carelessness.

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Reportable Contagious Diseases—Preventive Measures 


The prevention of the major or reportable contagious diseases 
has been attempted principally through (1) exclusion of infected 
children, (2) inspection of classmates, (3) throat cultures, (4) 
disinfection of buildings. 

The exclusion of infected children has involved children pos- 
sibly infected because of known close contact with actual cases. 
This procedure, which is based on the law and on the rules of 
the division of contagious diseases, affects all of the reportable 
diseases except whooping cough, scabies, impetigo contagiosa, 
tuberculosis and trachoma. 

The inspection of classmates has been made in an endeavor 
to discover mild or convalescent cases heretofore undiscovered. 
Search for these latent cases has been made whenever a case of 
scarlet fever or diphtheria has been found in a classroom, or 
has been in a classroom within two days of the diagnosis of the 
condition, also when a considerable number of milder diseases, 
such as chicken-pox, have occurred in any classroom. In some 
cases, and usually when conditions are unsatisfactory, the class- 
room inspections have been continued, being made daily for a 
period of two or three weeks. 

Throat cultures have been secured from children with apparent 
diphtheria or suspicious sore throat, and also from all children 
in a classroom when a case of diphtheria has been actually found 
in school attendance or has been in attendance within two days. 
It has been abundantly shown by various investigators that 
diphtheria is spread largely through so-called ‘‘carrier” cases, 
and since the throat culture is the only method of discovery and 
isolation of all these carrier cases, the value of the laboratory, 
as the most powerful agent in checking diphtheria, must be 
acknowledged. It is unfortunate that the Bureau of Health 
laboratory is so overworked that the. examination of the 
numerous throat cultures sent in by the school inspectors is 
made only at some inconvenience, and it is hoped that the facil- 
ities of the laboratory will be soon increased so that inspectors 
can be encouraged to avail themselves of it, even more than they 
do at the present time. During the year 1914, 2783 throat cul- 
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tures were taken by the school inspectors, of which 377 showed 
Klebs-Loeffler bacillus. 

The disinfection of school buildings has been done on school 
days when cases of scarlet fever or diphtheria have been actually 
found in classrooms, or have attended within 48 hours of the time 
at which diagnosis was made. Disinfection of buildings has been 
done on Saturdays when conditions were less urgent, but which, 
nevertheless, showed justification for precautionary measures. 
During the year 100 buildings were disinfected on school days 
and 56 on Saturdays and holidays, and 47 single classrooms were 
scrubbed and aired. 

The division has recently instituted the method of scrubbing 
and airing the classroom occupied by the infected child, using 
for the scrubbing a strong antiseptic solution with a hygienic 
laboratory coefficient of three. This material has been purchased 
and distributed to the school janitors in pint cans, one-fourth 
of a pint being placed in five gallons of water to scrub the floor 
and desks of a classroom. The new method is judged by the 
majority of modern sanitarians to be more efficient than the 
fumigation of a classroom by formaldehyde gas, as formaldehyde 
disinfection was usually done. It has the additional great ad- 
vantage of being absolutely cheaper in labor and material, and 
in necessitating the dismissal of only the one classroom infected, 
rather than the entire school. As the education of a child costs 
approximately fifteen cents a day, it can be easily seen that the 
loss of school time, for one-half a day in a school containing 
1000 children, is approximately $75.00. 


Vaccinations 
An increasing number of parents have applied for the vaccina- 
tion of children, the latter usually being beginners in the schools. 
Last year 7908 were performed, this being about one-fifth of the 
entire number of children enrolled during the year. With the 
increasing appreciation of parents of the facilities and grade of 
professional work offered by the Bureau of Health, the number 
of vaccinations performed by the division will increase year by 
year. During the past year no accidents or unfortunate results 
from vaccination have occurred. The school attendance of

children upon whom vaccination apparently cannot be success- 
fully performed has been considered, and a satisfactory plan, 
whereby a certificate granting temporary attendance until the 
end of the school year, based upon two unsuccessful attempts to 
vaccinate performed by the health authorities, is issued. 


MINOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES—PREVALEN CE 


The minor contagious diseases—pediculosis, ringworm, etc., have 
been kept successfully in check, being practically unknown in 
the better parts of the city and being held at a minimum number 
in the poorer sections. The only method whereby pediculosis 
can be eradicated is by a vigorous crusade far too comprehensive 
to be conducted by this division alone. It would require the 
prosecution of parents for neglect and the radical improvement 
of housing conditions in the crowded sections of the city, not to 
speak of the education and uplift of the poor and ignorant. The 
number of minor contagious diseases found by the school in- 
spectors during the year 1914 is given in the following table.

Lessened Period of Exclusion Through the Work of the School 
Nurses 


The majority of cases of minor contagious diseases encountered 
in the schools enjoying nurse services have not been excluded at 
all. The number of such cases handled can be obained from the 
summary of the nurses’ report given elsewhere. In those cases 
in which the child has been necessarily excluded, the exclusion 
period in the schools with nurses has been less than the period 
in the schools without nurses. An attempt was made to tabulate 
these figures and estimate exactly the saving of time and money 
through the work of the school nurses, but the cost of printing 
the intricate tables made the presentation of this statistical study 
inadivsable. The report for the year 1912 gives a study of the 
kind mentioned to the reader who is interested. 


SANITARY INSPECTION OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


The sanitary inspection of school buildings has this year been 
made by a method which is a further eee, on the 
method described in the last annual report. 


In the year 1913 a system of sanitary standards was devised 
enabling the division to grade accurately the classroom illumina- 
tion, classroom ventilation, yard area, etc., of every school 
building. During the past year there has been added to this 
plan the accurate sanitary grading of every school building, the 
building being taken as a whole. This latter system, which is 
the supplement to the sanitary grading of the individual items, 
will be of great value to the Board of Education, since it gives 
in a word, the general condition. 


Summaries of the sanitary reports on all school buildings have 
been made and forwarded to the superintendent of buildings of 
the Board of Education. It is believed that a comprehensive 
plan by which a report is made on every building is far prefer- 
able to the plan of simply reporting sanitary defects found; this, 
for the reason that a general survey should include a report on 
the excellent, as well as on the bad, and for the further reason 
that the City of Philadelphia possesses a school system so gen- 
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erally superior in the character of its buildings, that proper recog- 
nition of the facts should be made. 

In addition to the annual report on each school building, the 
division has forwarded to the superintendent of school buildings 
reports of sundry sanitary defects received from time to time 
from the inspectors. Owing to the annual survey these incidental 
sanitary reports have been few in number. 


The superintendent of buildings has co-operated with this 
division in a great degree, and during the last year the illumina- 
tion in many of the old buildings has been greatly improved. 
There is no doubt that with the funds available to the Board of 
Education, and with the continued co-operation of the superin- 
tendent of schools and the superintendent of school buildings, 
the now steadily diminishing number of sanitary defects will 
soon become a negligible matter. 


Apparently what is needed most of all is the early completion 
of new buildings planned by the Board of Education, which will 
allow of the transfer of the children who are now attending some 
twenty school buildings temporarily rented by the Board of 
Education and manifestly not suited for school use. 


In the sanitary survey the definition of the term “sanitary” 
has been a matter of careful consideration. We have taken the 
word “‘insanitary” to mean prejudicial to health and safety. The 
health of the individual may be affected through the general 
nutrition, through exposure to contagious diseases, through in- 
jury to the eyesight and in other ways. Among the latter not 
considered so thoughtfully as it should be, are the injury to the 
children who use the wrong-sized desks, the injury to children 
through inability to obtain yard exercise after long periods of 
close confinement and study, and the injury to children failing 
to obtain drinking water at recess time because of insufficient 
water supply, therefore inducing not only discomfort, but in- 
digestion and sluggish functions. 

In order to place our judgment upon a scientific basis we have 
adopted the rule that all statements and recommendations sent 
to the superintendent of buildings concerning insanitary condi- 
tions must be justified by (1) a specific statement by the super- 
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visor that the condition is noticeable and urgent, and (2) actual 
figures which fall below the standards here given. ‘These stand- 
ards were made so low that they cannot be criticized as imprac- 
tical and theoretical. They would certainly be endorsed as 
minimum standards by all sanitarians. 

The sanitary standards created by this division are not paral- 
lelled by similar standards, as such do not exist in the literature. 
It may be of general interest, therefore, to publish these, and it 
is our hope that there is enough of progress and excellence in this 
new work to justify the use of our standards or very similar ones 
by other cities engaged in this work. 

Herewith is presented (1) the table of standard figures used 
by inspectors in grading the most important sanitary items, (2) 
the report of the conditions found in the Philadelphia schools, 
said conditions being grouped by sanitary items (ventilation, 
illumination, etc.), (3) the method of calculating the sanitary 
grade of school buildings, (4) the sanitary condition of the 
schools, each building being given a definite sanitary grade and 
the summary being made by whole-school units. In this connec- 
tion, it may be noted that the sanitary summary just described 
as “2” for the year 1913, is omitted from publication, and the 
figures from the survey just finished in the fall of 1914 alone 
printed. This was done because the standard figures were 
changed in a slight degree previous to the last survey and the 
results based on different standards in different years are not 
properly comparable.

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3. METHOD OF OBTAINING THE SANITARY GRADE OF AN ENTIRE 
SCHOOL 


The principle of gradation is based on the awarding of credit 
by per cent. system. The items pertaining to a school building 
are totaled, and the number of items graded Excellent, Good, 
Fair, Poor and Bad ascertained. In doing this the classroom 
items are placed in one group, the pupils’ entire school items in 
a second group, and the teachers’ and janitors’ items in a third 
group. Then in each group the total number of items of each 
grade is multiplied by its figure equivalent: 


Excellent equals 10 


Good equals 9 
Fair equals 6 
Poor equals 2 
Bad equals 0 


The products are then added together and the whole divided 
by the number of sanitary items in that group. This gives an 
average which in turn gives the general grade for the group, 
expressed on a per cent. basis. 

The general sanitary grade of the entire school is then obtained 
by the consideration of the figure equivalents of the three groups, 
calculating an average based on a relative importance of the 
three groups in the ratio of 6, 3 and 1 respectively. 

The general sanitary grade of the Martin School is here given 
for the sake of illustration:

4. SANITARY GRADE OF PHILADELPHIA SCHOOL BUILDINGS, CAL- 
CULATED TO THE METHOD ABOVE DESCRIBED 


The following statistical table gives a summary of the sanitary 
grade of each of the public school buildings in Philadelphia. 
Taken altogether the summary indicates the excellent condition 
of the buildings used by the Board of Education. The reader 
should bear in mind that the word “insanitary” and the term 
“noor sanitary grade” and “bad sanitary grade” are used in the 
broadest sense and actually refer to factors which affect the 
children’s health indirectly rather than factors such as polluted 
drinking water or filthy sewage conditions which affect the health 
directly by infection. It is believed that a small school-yard, 
for instance, which does not permit of play by the children is 
insanitary because recreation is absolutely necessary to health 
when periods of indoor work are enforced. Similarly, insufficient 
drinking water accommodations constitute an insanitary con- 
dition because a certain amount of drinking water is necessary 
to the maintenance of health. Poorly ventilated and illuminated 
classrooms, are, of course, universally recognized as insanitary. 
Those schools which in the following list are graded as “poor” 
or “bad” from a sanitary standpoint are practically all well 
cared for by the janitors and there is nothing about them which 
is dirty or markedly offensive to the visitor. They simply 
represent old buildings erected years ago when the principles of 
modern construction were unknown and _ provision for light, 
ventilation and recreation were not given much consideration.

The above summary includes 20 school buildings not owned 
by the Board of Education but rented for temporary or sem1- 
temporary use. A special summary of these rented buildings 
showed that none was graded “excellent”, 5 were graded “good”’, 
8 were graded “fair”, 3 were graded “poor” and 4 were graded 
had’. 


INSPECTION OF SPECIAL CLASSES FOR POORLY NOURISHED CHILDREN 


The special classes for poorly nourished children now contain 
181 children. This does not include the 18 children in the special 
class for tubercular children hereafter to be noted. The improve- 
ment in these children, both from the standpoint of their health 
and happiness, has been very evident. The teachers are inter- 
ested and enthusiastic. 

The only necessity unfilled as yet is the provision of proper 
food for the children in these classes. Rest, food, fresh air and 
exercise are the essentials of health, but one cannot substitute 
for the other and the fresh air treatment creates appetite rather 
than destroys it. Also it is evident that in the winter time it is 
unwise to expose children to the cold unless these children are 
fortified by health-producing food. For this reason we are 
almost at an impasse in the matter of instituting more open- 
window classes. With food provided through the energies of the 
class teachers, medical supervisors, and other interested and 
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kindly disposed persons the assurance of this food is too un- 
certain to allow the expansion of the system. The Board of 
Education has so far taken the stand (and this stand 
cannot be criticized) that it is not a charitable agency 
and therefore not bound to feed the children whom it is 
educating. There is no doubt that the institution of the feeding 
plan by the Board of Education, while sought for by many with 
an advanced social viewpoint and a feeling that the public funds 
can quickly settle the question, is a step to be taken only after 
careful consideration. It is possible that the city Councils | 
might be induced to contribute food as a part of the function of 
the Bureau of Charities. It is also possible, and indeed the plan 
seems quite feasible, to gather together sufficient quantities of 
non-perishable groceries through the Thanksgiving Day and 
Christmas Day donations of the children throughout the whole 
school system. ‘This custom has been followed for many years 
and said groceries given to various charitable institutions or dis- 
tributed to the poor in their homes. With a school population of 
200,000 the collection of plenty of food appears easy enough if 
the matter is taken up systematically. 

During the past year an improved set of record forms has been 
printed. These include the application of admission, the con- 
tinuing physical record of the child and the application for 
discharge. 


INSPECTION OF SPECIAL CLASSES FOR TUBERCULAR CHILDREN 


During the past year a class for tubercular children has been 
instituted in the annex building of the Girard School, 18th Street 
and Snyder Avenue. This building stands on the large main lot. 
The superintendent of buildings has made extensive alterations 
designed to make the building suitable for use as a school 
sanitarium. Accommodations are furnished for two classes of 
approximately 20 children each. A second class is now being 
established. 

The class for tubercular children on the roof of the Light- 
house Social Service Building, Second Street and Lehigh 
Avenue, continues to do good work. There is a movement on 
foot to find accommodations for this class in a building pro- 
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vided by the Board of Education, as the loan of the roof of the 
Social Service Building gives some extra work to the latter and 
the climbing of stairs is a tax on the children. Mr. Cooper, 
District Superintendent, is investigating new sites and it is 
probable that the class will be transferred to a portable build- 
ing erected in one of the large school yards in the district. 

The results of the open-air classes for tubercular children 
cannot be stated in this report. The class at the Girard School 
has just been established. In the Lighthouse class the records 
of weight and temperature have been made and are available 
but there has been no time to collect them for insertion in this 
report. Dr. Moxey, who has charge of the class, states that 
the children are divided into three general groups—those who 
are actively tubercular (12); those in whom tuberculosis is 
quiescent but occasionally produces a rising temperature (2); 
and those who are convalescent and able to be transferred in 
the near future on our recommendation, or immediately on the 
parents’ demand (6). During the past year the children have 
as a rule gained weight. Two children, however, grew worse 
during the year and were transferred, one to the Mt. Alto 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium and the other to the Chestnut Hill 
Home for Consumptives. One child who attended school until 
its close in June developed acute tuberculosis during the 
summer and died. 

Through the efforts of Dr. Moxey and others, generous dona- 
tions of food have been made by certain Sunday School classes 
and private individuals and two Chapters of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. As in the case of the open window 
classes for poorly nourished children this matter of food is of 
prime importance and no system complete in all other details 
will be satisfactory until the matter of food supply to combat 
poor nutrition and tubercular infection has been settled. 


SPECIAL CLASSES FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


There are now four classes for crippled children, two at the 
McCall School, Sixth and Spruce Streets, and two at the Meade 
School, Eighteenth and Oxford Streets. These classes contain 
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132 children. The children are brought to the schools in omni- 
buses. The large district between Alleghany Avenue and Reed 
Street, the Delaware and Schuylkill Rivers, are drawn upon for 
cases and provided with the transportation just mentioned. 
Each omnibus is provided with a woman attendant, and we can 
testify from personal observation that the children are care- 
fully handled and are happy because of the rides to and from 
the schools. 

The classrooms for the crippled children contain special desk 
chairs of approved design similar, in a general way, to those 
used at the Widener Home for Crippled Children. 

Examination of the pupils in the special classes for crippled 
children reveals a large variety of cases from a medical stand- 
point. Infantile spinal paralysis furnishes the most numerous 
group; infantile cerebral paralysis, a fairly large group; old 
ankyloid tubercular joints the third most numerous group. In 
the miscellaneous group there are exceedingly interesting cases, 
some quite unusual. The cerebral paralysis cases are, of course, 
usually feeble minded. The classes are not intended for feeble- 
minded children and as soon as the seats are all occupied it 
will be necessary to displace the feeble-minded children in 
favor of those of normal mentality. Meanwhile the children are 
so evidently happy from the experience of coming to school 
and even so improved that they will be continued as pupils as 
long as possible while an effort is made to educate their parents 
to the advantage of placement in a proper custodial institution. 


CHILDREN SENT TO THE MUNICIPAL EYE DISPENSARY 


During the past year this division has cooperated with the 
Municipal Eye Dispensary for poor school children, and as a 
result many children otherwise unable to secure glasses because 
of poverty have received medical treatment and free eye- 


glasses. We wish to express our appreciation of the uniform - 


courtesy and consideration extended to this division by Dr. 
Wessels.

CHILDREN SENT TO THE MUNICIPAL DENTAL DISPENSARY 


An increased number of children have been sent to the 
Municipal Dental Dispensary because of the institution of new 
local dispensaries and the improvement in the system of sending 
the children. The best method has been a matter of some con- 
sideration but finally a procedure looking toward maximum 
efficiency and covering the matter of escort by the nurses, num- 
ber of children sent to the dispensary at one time, lists of 
suitable cases to be kept by school principals, and the selection 
by the medical inspectors of those cases which will be most 
benefited by dental treatment at the dispensary, has been 
devised. The high grade of work done by the dental dispensary 
is too well known to be commented upon here and it is our hope 
that the principles of the clinical work used by the dispensary 
will become more generally appreciated by the dental: profes- 
sion. At the present time, unfortunately, a seeming lack of 
appreciation of the importance of conserving certain teeth, the 
danger of oral sepsis, and the preservation of the future proper 
alignment of the permanent teeth through care of the roots of 
the temporary teeth, result in reports by the medical inspectors 
that a large proportion of the dental cases recommended by 
them for treatment have been neglected by parents. 

It is earnestly hoped that the system of clinics or dispensaries 
especially designed for children controlled either by the munici- 
pality or private hospitals will be extended. 


CLINIC FOR MENTALLY DEFICIENT CHILDREN 


The clinic for mentally deficient children held at the Bureau of 
Compulsory Education has continued during the past year. 
Owing to the gradual appreciation by the school principals of 
the facilities for diagnosis and proper medical recommendations 
offered by the clinic, the number of children sent to the clinic 
increased during the year to such an extent that the work 
became a great burden upon the director of the division who 
has given to it his personal attention. 

When the number of children reached about fifteen every 
Wednesday, it was found necessary to restrict the cases to those 
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in which the Bureau of Compulsory Education is directly in- 
terested—namely, in which the question of school attendance 
is involved. It is unfortunate that this necessary reduction in 
the number of cases was ordered, as the school principals 
urgently need just this expert medical advice. 

We have recommended before, and take this occasion to 
recommend again that five local clinics, each held once per 
week, be established in different parts of the city for the con- 
venience of the district superintendents and school principals— 
one man, expert in this particular branch of neurology, con- 
ducting the entire work, going one day per week to each of the 
five local centers. 

The examination of the 15 children per day for 150 days 
during the school year would result in the special expert exam- 
ination of over 2000 children during the year. As there are now 
over 2000 children in the special classes for backward children, 
it can be easily seen that the material is at hand ready to be 
examined. 

The records of the present clinic (not to speak of the records 
of the recommended five clinics) are of great value to those 
who are interested in the problem of the care of the feeble- 
minded. ‘The registration of the care of the feeble-minded in 
the county of Philadelphia is only a matter of time. Lists of 
feeble-minded on record at the Juvenile Court, the Organized 
Charities and this clinic, have already been collected and 
together furnish the names of some 400 feeble-minded children, 
most of whom are not yet properly placed in institutions. 

The work of the clinic, expressed in statistical terms, accord- 
ing to the general character of the cases seen, is here given. 
That a full idea of the work of the clinic may be presented, the 
statistical figures for 1912 and 1913 are also given.

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CHILDREN VISITED AT THEIR HOMES AT REQUEST OF BUREAU OF 
COMPULSORY EDUCATION 


During the past year 72 absentee children were visited at their 
homes at the request of the Bureau of Compulsory Education 
for the purpose of determining the propriety of attendance from 
a medical standpoint. 

The number visited was considerably less than the number 
(221) visited in the year 1913. This was due to the formula- 
tion, by this division, at the request of the chief of the Bureau 
of Compulsory Education, of a standard blank form to be used 
by the family physicians when these physicians recommend 
that children be excused from school attendance. Said blank 
form was devised on the principle that the person responsible 
for the absence of the child is the parent and not the family 
physician, and the latter, as medical adviser, must place him- 
self in the same relation to the Bureau of Compulsory Educa- 
tion that he would to the law court if the case were prosecuted 
on the charge of truancy and his medical testimony on behalf 
of the child were submitted. 

Under this new rule, which is evidently sound and reasonable, 
the number of certificates recommending absence of children 
has decreased remarkably. Doubtless the medical profession 
as a whole has welcomed the plan since it relieves the family 
physician in many instances of signing a paper recommending 
absence from school on penalty of the displeasure and with- 
drawal of the clientage of the parent. 

In conclusion, concerning this work we would say that there 
has not been to date a single case of dispute between the Bureau 
of Compulsory Education, acting on our advice, and any physi- 
cian of the city engaged in private practice. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION OF CHILDREN APPLYING FOR EMPLOY- 
MENT CERTIFICATES 


Working certificates allowing children between the ages of 14 
and 16 years to leave the school on condition of steady and. 
proper employment have been issued by the Bureau of Com- 
pulsory Education for several years in accordance with the 
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state law. This law specifically provides for a literary test 
but only indirectly provides for a physical test. Such indirect 
provision is found in clauses of the law which state that these 
children shall be in good physical condition and which further 
gives power to the state Department of Labor to withdraw 
these children from employment if their condition is not. satis- 
factory. Because of the very distinct idea that working children 
should be healthy, an attempt was made during the summer to 
ascertain the cost of conducting routine physical examinations 
at the Bureau of Compulsory Education under the immediate 
supervision of this division, and also to ascertain the need of 
such physical examination by a review of the physical records 
of the examined children. 

Concerted action was taken by the Pennsylvania Child Labor 
Association, the state Department of Labor, the Bureau of 
Compulsory Education and the Division of School Medical In- 
spection. The months of June and July were chosen for the 
work as a number of school medical inspectors could be assigned 
to the work in June without appreciable loss to the general 
work of school medical inspection, and in July it would be pos- 
sible to employ on a private retainer some of the inspectors, the 
whole corps then being unemployed because of the school vaca- 
tion period. ‘This division contributed an average of five in- 
spectors daily throughout June; the Child Labor Association 
from its private funds employed two inspectors throughout July 
and August; the state Department of Labor provided one in- 
spector throughout June, July and August. The employment 
certificates issued by the Bureau of Compulsory Education were 
during this period issued only if the children passed both the 
scholastic and physical tests. 

Children were rejected if the physical condition was mark- 
edly poor either from developmental defects or from tuber- 
culosis. The judgment as to the issuance of the certificate was 
based as much as possible on the following protocol: 


1. Certificate permanently refused: 
(a) If tubercular. 
(b) If chronic heart or kidney disease with accompanying~ general 
impairment of health. 
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2. Certificate temporarily refused until correction of defect: 

(a) If four or more decayed teeth. 

(b) If vision is defective to the extent of three-quarter vision in 
both eyes or one-half vision in either eye. 

(c) If marked nasal obstruction with injurious sequel (flat 
chest, irregular teeth, nasal catarrh, catarrhal deafness, 
impairment of nutrition, etc.). 

(d) Defective hearing unless accompanied by trustworthy medi- 
cal certificate that proper treatment has been given without 
success. 

(e) Poor nutrition. 

(f) Nervous weakness. 

(g) Marked orthopedic defect. 

(h) Miscellaneous. 


Altogether 3948 children were examined of whom 724 were 
passed as normal without physical defects, 3224 possessed one’ 
or more physical defects, 16 children were absolutely refused: 
certificates, 336 children were temporarily refused certificates. 
Those absolutely refused certificates suffered from lung tuber- 
culosis (3), lung tuberculosis with heart disease (4), suspected 
long tuberculosis (1), tuberculosis of hip with heart disease (2), 
heart disease (2), heart disease with rheumatism (1), nephritis 
(1), poor nutrition and anemia (1), refused to wear glasses (1). 
Those temporarily refused certificates suffered from eye strain 
without eyeglasses (336), numerous decayed teeth (75). 

The following statistical summary describes the physical con- 
dition of the children. Dr. Moxey, Supervisor, who represented 
this Department, summarized the 3000 physical record cards and 
has presented the summary which follows, except that certain 
modifications are here made in the matter of minor terms and 
minor groups. 
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1. PHYSICAL CONDITION OF 3948 CHILDREN

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3. PREVIOUS CORRECTION OF DEFECTS 
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We wish to express our appreciation of the state Department 
of Labor and the Pennsylvania Child Labor Association. The 
Department of Labor detailed one of its physicians to assist in 
the work so that if the plan of physical examinations would be 
ultimately put into effect, experience would have been gained 
by both this division and the department and either would be 
qualified to prosecute the work as appropriations might be 
made. To the Pennsylvania Child Labor Association too much 
credit cannot be given for their generous appropriation of money 
to carry on the work during the summer months and indeed for 
the initiative of Mr. Paul Furman in pushing the whole project. 
Our relations with the Bureau of Compulsory Education are so 
close and so cordial that expressions of appreciation to Mr. 
Gideon would be almost superfluous. 

The fruit of this special activity last summer has been a 
request to the Board of Education to inaugurate physical exam- 
inations as a regular part of the work of the Bureau of Com- 
pulsory Education and Division of School Medical Inspection. 
It is earnestly hoped that this will be passed upon favorably 
by the Board of Education. The extra cost would be between 
$4000 and $4500 per annum. 

In conclusion, it is well to point out that if physically defi- 
cient children intending to apply for employment certificates 
were to realize that no certificates would be granted, a power- 
ful agent looking toward the correction of physical defects 
would be at hand. 


THE EXAMINATION OF PROSPECTIVE SCHOOL JANITORS 


This division has continued to make physical examinations of 
prospective school janitors at the request of the superintendent 
of school buildings. During the past year 18 applicants were 
examined, of whom 17 were recommended for acceptance and 
1 recommended for rejection. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS 


The medical inspection of high school students has been ex- 
tended to all but two annexes of the high schools and trade 
schools. 
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It is impossible with the present force of inspectors to exam- 
ine all the high school students every year as the school code 
provides. An endeavor has been made, however, to examine 
every student every two years. 

The results obtained in the correction of defects in “the high 
schools have been most gratifying. In the report for next year, 
a special statistical study will be presented. 

The special physical record card used in the high schools has 
proven of value. By providing for answers by the students of 
certain questions salient to the personal hygiene, the students 
have been awakened to a trend of thought suggesting to them 
the value of good health. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION OF HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS COMPETING 
IN ATHLETIC SPORTS 


In accordance with the rule of the Board of Education that no 
student in the boys’ high schools shall compete in athletic sports 
without previous examination by a physician and certification 
by the physician that the student is in good physical condition, 
210 students were examined this year. This does not represent 
the entire number of high school boys examined, as those at the 
Central High School were examined by Dr. O’Brien of the High 
School faculty and are not included in this list. 

Many high school students in all the high schools presented 
certificates signed by the family physicians. Several cases of 
hernia and heart disease were discovered and the certificates 
were thereupon refused. 

The moral effect, as well as the direct protection exerted by 
these certificates, is undoubted. They call the attention of the 
students to the relation of good health to life activities; and 
even the general knowledge and disappointment of the student 
body, when some boy prominent in athletics is denied a certifi- 
cate because of poor physical condition, is compensated by the 
lesson taught to the general student body. 
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EXHIBITS, OTHER EDUCATIONAL ACTIVITIVES, CO-OPERATIVE 
INVESTIGATION 


The educational exhibit of this division, consisting of some sixty 
charts covering the fields of hygiene and medical inspection, has 
been used twice during the last year—at the Safety First Car- 
nival held in the Philadelphia Convention Hall and the City 
Welfare Exhibit held in the pavilion of the City Hall court 
yard. 

In June a series of lectures on “The Care of the Baby in Hot 
Weather” was given in 30 schools by the school medical in- 
spectors, assisted by the school nurses. 

Unfortunately, the arrangements were made on rather short 
notice and the lectures were then necessarily given two days 
after compulsory school attendance had ceased; the resulting 
attendance was in the majority of cases disappointing. It 
demonstrated that arrangements must be made to secure a 
proper audience as well as to furnish an interesting lecture. 

As the inspectors and nurses illustrated their lectures by the 
use of doll babies, and in some cases actual babies, the general 
result was interesting to the pupils. 

It is hoped next summer to repeat these lectures and to have 
them given in the month of May before actual warm weather 
begins. 

During the next year there is a possibility that a large number 
of lectures by the division chiefs of the Bureau of Health and 
their assistants will be given to the pupils in the schools. Such 
an offer has been made by the former parties, and such lectures 
would include information by specialists on “The Care of the 
Baby”, “The Care of Milk’, “The Hygiene of the Mouth”, the 
commoner and more dangerous contagious diseases, the essen- 
tials of hygienic living, etc. There is, at the present time, an 
offer before the superintendent of public schools from another 
public agency to furnish a series of lectures on “The Preven- 
tion of Accidents and Industrial Safety”. There is quite a pos- 
sibility that formal provision will be made in the curriculum 
for practical health topics. 

In the course of the last year, this division has furnished to 
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the superintendent of schools an extensive statistical study 
regarding the floor space and proper school desk accommodation 
in the schools of the 3d and 6th districts, these districts em- 
bracing the congested and mostly foreign speaking section of 
the city. The ability to make this statistical study was due to 
the existence of the present system of sanitary inspection, the 
records of each school furnishing a wealth of information on 
all of the major sanitary items. 

An investigation of the physical condition of children apply- 
ing for employment certificates has been given consideration in 
a special section (see page 255). 


SCHOOL NURSES’ WORK 


The school nurses have continued to work toward the correction 
of physical defects found by medical inspectors, and have, at 
the same time, by their personal contact with parents and 
children, imparted to thousands of these a life knowledge of the 
results of neglecting physical defects and proper standards of 
hygienic living. 

During the year the nurses handled 90,148 physical defects 
and diseases, necessitating 269,549 advisements and local treat- 
ments to the children, and 35,299 home and dispensary visits. 

As a whole the nurses have done most remarkable work, dis- 
tinguished by conscientious and intense interest. 

A great effort has been made during the last year to concen- 
trate the work of the nurses on the correction of the more 
important defects, and to discourage attention to odds and ends 
which appear for treatment in large numbers if the nurse appears 
easy-going and without clear perception of the best ends to be 
obtained. There are many children who, if they learn that the 
nurse stands ready to devote ten or fifteen minutes to the treat- 
ment of anything, fall into the habit of asking to see the nurse, 
so that there is danger of neurasthenics and frauds habitually 
wasting the nurse’s time. 

The better results obtained during the last year (the propor- 
tion of defects corrected—increasing from 41.5 per cent. to 
48.2 per cent.) was due to the strict instruction to the nurses

to give their attention to the defects which actually menace 
the child’s present safety or his future general health, and to 
more certainly secure the correction of chronic physical defects 
by increasing the number of home visits. An adjustment, with 
some saving of time to the nurses, has been made in the matter 
of convoying children to the municipal dental dispensaries and. 
it is hoped that the general improvement due to better system 
and longer experience will make the next year even more suc- 
cessful than the one that has just passed. 

The reader who is interested in the proportion of physical 
defects corrected in the schools enjoying nurses, compared to 
the proportion of defects corrected in the schools not enjoying 
school nurse services, will find the same in a statistical summary 
viven in section 11—corrections in physical defects, page 235.

SOCIAL ASPECTS OF MEDICAL INSPECTION 
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This section is a reprint with modifications of an article printed 
in the monthly bulletin of the Bureau of Health, August, 1914. 
The principal modification is the addition of a second statistical 
table showing the relative use of the private physicians and free 
dispensaries covering the period January to June, 1914, and in- 
cluding a study of 83,000 cases. | 
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Public health work to-day is being benefited by the increasing pub- 
lic interest in all matters relating to promoting the national welfare, 
and school medical inspection, which is an important part of public 
health work, is receiving assistance from this increasing interest. Our 
citizens are demanding that good public health and other purchasable 
public benefactions shall be procured by the public servants they em- 
ploy. Under these circumstances results must be obtained by the 
health authorities, and school medical inspection cannot consist 
simply of physical examinations without interest in, or cognizance of, 
a subsequent effect in the public health. If these results are satis- 
factory, it is interesting to note the actual degree of public health 
improvement obtained. If the results of school inspection are not 
satisfactory, the question arises whether the public, the school 
authorities, the health authorities, the practicing medical and dental 
profession, or the authorities governing our hospitals, are at fault. 


NUMBER OF PHYSICAL DEFECTS AND CONTAGIOUS DISEASES REPORTED 
BY SCHOOL INSPECTORS 


During the calendar year of 1913, there were issued by the school in- 
spectors 158,974 notices to parents concerning physical defects found 
in the 180,000 children in the public schools of Philadelphia. About 
two-fifths (64,238) of these notices, however, were issued because of 
carious teeth, with need of treatment by dentists rather than physi- 
cians. The remainder (84,736), were mostly defects which required 
treatment by physicians, although a certain proportion, less than 
10,000, were of a minor nature curable by parents and school nurses, 
for example, pediculosis. During this period also the school inspec- 
tors reported almost 3000 reportable contagious diseases and 14,000 
parasitic diseases. The former almost all subsequently came under 
the care of family physicians. The latter were mostly treated at 
home and by the school nurses. During the year there were also 
5639 vaccinations performed by the school inspectors. 

The nature of the physical defects recommended for treatment was

From the above list it is evident that the work of physical better- 
ment, in which school medical inspection plays a part, results in a 
demand for the services of many physicians and particularly for the 
services of physicians treating eye strain, physicians treating nose 
and throat diseases, and dentists, 
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PROPORTION OF DEFECTS CORRECTED 


The records of the Division of School Medical Inspection show the 
defects which have been corrected and those which have failed of 
correction. A study of the first seven months (January 1 to Septem- 
ber 30) of 1913 showed that 47,887 defects had been corrected sub- 
sequent to the issuance of notices for 111,628 physical defects. This 
is a proportion of 43 per cent. While the absolute figures, almost 
50,000, justify the time and money expended by the community, it is 
our feeling that the number should be considerably higher. If 80 
per cent. of the physical defects found by the inspectors were corrected 
the benefit to the community would be practically twice as great. 

The proportion of defects corrected classified according to the 
nature of defect was found to be as follows:

It is evident from these figures that the poorest response on the 
part of parents has been in the matter of the treatment of carious 
teeth. The treatment of nose and throat cases has been but little 
better according to the figures and in reality has been not so good, 
since many of the cases treated without operation consisted only in 
the application of some mild antiseptic solution. Without being radi- 
cal in the matter of operative treatment, it is evident that more than 
one-fifth of the cases of adenoid nasal obstruction require positive 
measures for their correction. 

The proportion of eye-strain cases treated was only 36 per cent., and 
of orthopedic defects treated the proportion was only 37.8 per cent. 

Concerning the above figures, it is our belief that the reasons for 
the low proportion of dental cases treated are manifold, including 
ignorance on the part of the parents concerning the effects of dental 
decay and also the lack of free dental service for the poor. The low 
proportion of response in the matter of eye-strain cases is due largely 
to the fact that the average parent has no choice between the services 
of a private physician, with consequent expense equal to a month’s 
rent, and a free dispensary. There are comparatively few physicians 
in general practice who refract eyes with professional charge not 
severely felt by the parent earning $15.00 per week. ‘The same is true 
of the treatment of defects of the nose and throat. Orthopedic 
defects consist principally of ordinary flat chest and stoop shoulders, 
and lateral curvature, and these are seldom noticed by parents and 
seldom energetically treated by family physicians. Family practice 
at the present time appears to deal more with acute cases than with 
chronic cases. 
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USE OF FREE DISPENSARIES BY SCHOOL CHILDREN 


The extent to which school children, or, more properly, their 
parents, have patronized private physicians and dentists, and free 
medical and dental dispensaries, respectively, is a most important 
matter. It is essential that clear knowledge be had of prevailing 
practice, since there exists in the medical profession a feeling, already 
officially recognized by the County Medical Society, that there is a 
certain amount of dispensary abuse on the part of people able to pay 
for medical service. An investigation was therefore made by the 
Division of School Medical Inspection covering 265 schools for the 
months of January, February and March, 1913. The number of 
children investigated totaled 15,210. These figures, it should be 
borne in mind, represent only the children who actually secured the 
correction of defects; the children who neglected to secure treatment 
not being considered in this study. In the table following, for the 
sake of economy of space, only the percentage figures are given: 
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PRESENT SOCIAL AND PROFESSIONAL POLICY OF THE HEALTH AND 
SCHOOL AUTHORITIES 


The policy of the Bureau of Health has been to endeavor to secure 
the co-operation of the practicing profession in the work of school 
inspection. The printed form used in the notification to parents that 
physical defects exist was formulated by the bureau after a conference 
with a committee of the Philadelphia County Medical Society. The 
parent is urged to consult his physician and is only urged to consult 
a free dispensary when he is unable to procure a private physician. 
The school nurses, who verbally notify parents concerning the medical 
inspectors’ recommendations, have been instructed absolutely not to 
recommend a free dispensary unless the family is evidently unable to 
pay a private physician. It is evident, therefore, that if any abuse of 
free dispensaries does exist, the responsibility does not rest with the 
health authorities. We are not aware of much abuse in the case of 
school children. This will be discussed further in the next section. 

The authorities have deemed it wise to offer free vaccination to all 
who desire it and to provide free eye glasses and free dental treatment 
for very poor children. The laws of Pennsylvania regarding vaccina- 
tion are properly stringent, but the basic principle that a person must 
be vaccinated for the protection of his neighbor brings with it the 
necessity of offering free vaccination. No parent, however, is urged 
to have the vaccination performed by the school inspectors. Parents 
are given the choice of vaccination by whomsoever they please, and 
no child is vaccinated by a school inspector without a written appli- 
cation from the parent. In the matter of free eye glasses and free 
dental treatment, these measures have been undertaken for the relief 
of a group who otherwise would go absolutely neglected because of 
the absence of such service offered by any other agency in the city. 
The indigent condition of every case is certified by the school nurse or 
school principal. 


DISCUSSION AND CONCLUSION 


1. Some improvement in either public interest, the system of school 
inspection, the co-operation of parents, physicians and teachers, or 
facilities for free treatment, should be secured in order that school 
children will not continue to suffer from over one-half of the defects 
found by the school inspectors. 

2. The poorest response to recommendations for treatment has been 
in the matter of eye strain, nose and throat diseases and dental caries. 
This is a point of practical interest to physicians in private practice 
who find the field of work in which they are now engaged very over- 
crowded. 

3. The use of free dispensaries is common in the children of the 
social grade C, 47 per cent., and fairly common, 28.2 per cent., among 
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children of social grade B. The children of all social grades, however, 
patronize free dispensaries extensively for the defects of eye strain and 
diseases of the nose and throat. Four-fifths of the children of social 
grade © procure eye treatment and nose and throat treatment through 
free dispensaries. 

4. Responsibility for such dispensary abuse as does exist lies be- 
tween parents, hospital managements and, indirectly, the physicians 
attached to free dispensaries who fail to protest against imposition 
upon them. The Division of School Medical Inspection sends no 
children to free dispensaries except those positively known to be 
unable to pay for medical and dental service. 

5. The system of private medical practice should be strengthened 
by specific attention to the diseases and defects of older children,.a 
field now not covered adequately either by pediatrics or internal 
medicine. 

6. The private practice of medicine should include a permanent and 
constant supervision by the physician of the persons under his care, 
and this is particularly true in the case of children in whom original 
defects are liable to lead to subsequent defects of other organs, and 
possibly in more serious degree. 
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CHILD HYGIENE 
MUNICIPAL NURSING FOR INFANTS 


The efforts of the department to secure an adequate organiza- 
tion for the needs of this city for the work of reducing the pre- 
vailing high rates of infant mortality have been continued during 
the year, and we are hopeful that early in the coming year an 
appropriation will be made which will enable this bureau to be 
fully equipped for this very important work.

That the corps of nurses provided in 1914 is inadequate to 
deal with the cases requiring their attention in a city whose 
estimated population is 1,657,810, is manifest upon a moment’s 
consideration. To make the best use of the services of the eight 
nurses provided, they were assigned, as in former years, to the 
most congested wards, each nurse having a definite boundary 
for her activities; thus two were assigned to the 30th ward, two 
to the 26th, two to the Ist, one to the 11th and one to the 12th. 
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The Mothers’ Club of Philadelphia paid the salary of an extra 
nurse during the months of July and August, who was placed in 
the 2d ward, doing much to alleviate and, we believe, prevent 
sickness. 

The corps of nurses was increased to 18 on November 1, 1914, 
by the authorization of 10 additional nurses and the work was 
expanded accordingly to other congested districts. At that time 
two nurses were assigned to the 3d ward, two to the 2d, two to 
the 36th, two to the 39th, one to the 16th, and one to the office 
for special duties and emergency calls. 

The aid of the nurses is given not. only in the instruction of 
mothers in the care of their babies, but also in bettering the sani- 
tary conditions and releving cases of destitution and illness by 
referring such conditions and needs to divisions and agencies 
having direct supervision over the requirements of cases coming 
to their attention. 

The high mortality rates prevailing among infants during the 
first week of life points definitely to the urgency of pre-natal 
work and experience has shown the importance of careful super- 
vision of the mother and her manner of living during the period 
of gestation. Careful attention is therefore given to this field 
for the prevention of infant mortality, and each nurse averages 
about twenty expectant mother cases on her list, each one of 
which is visited on an average of every ten days. 

Through the co-operation of several social service agencies, 
baby clinics were started in June and have been successfully 
conducted with increasing interest to the neighborhoods they 
serve. These clinics are conducted at the Friends’ Neighbor- 
hood House, 4th and Green Streets, the Community House, 1530 
‘South 2nd Street, and at the Southwark Neighborhood House, 
101 Ellsworth Street. Lectures have been given by physicians 
connected with the bureau and by many others interested in the 
work of the division, to mothers and to expectant mothers, on the 
welfare of babies and the care of themselves.

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Through the assistance of persons and agencies interested in 
the prevention of infant mortality, the Babies’ Welfare Associa- 
tion co-operated to develop and extend the usefulness of the 
division of child hygiene, and Miss Gertrude B. Rhoads, !xecu- 
tive Secretary, rendered efficient service at the central office in 
furtherance of the work which the fully organized division should 
eventually carry on. 

The Recreation Pier Camp and the Race Street Hospital Pier 
were open again from June 15 to September 1. The Recrea- 
tion Pier cared for 871 well babies and transferred to Race Street 
Hospital 117 sick babies; 2689 mothers were instructed by 
demonstration. ‘The Race Street Hospital was under the charge 
of Dr. Joseph C. Doan of the Philadelphia General Hospital; 
248 sick babies were cared for during the season. 

The department gives no financial or material aid. Anyone 
requiring help of this nature is referred to the proper agency. 
Free milk and ice are given, however, in cases where the well- 
being of mother or child is dependent upon it. During the year 
the following amount of milk was dispensed:

The division also licenses and supervises baby farms and 
private maternity hospitals. It has not been possible, with our 
limited force, to do this adequately. While we can give to the 
sanitary and housing conditions our supervision, we have as yet 
no method of compelling a proper care of the babies or of pre- 
venting the entrance among them of insidious disease. 

The following table shows the conditions which should be 
controlled by the work of the division of child hygiene. The 
labor situation has made our problem this year a discouraging 
one, as during the year many of the wage earners have been out 
of employment for consecutive months, making it impossible for 
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the child or mother to secure nourishment they require to enable 
them to resist disease.

Twenty hundred eighty-two pairs of spectacles were furnished 
free to children whose parents were unable to buy them. Out of 
4277 new cases, 3386 or 79 per cent. were from the public schools; 
891 or 21 per cent. were from the parochial schools. 

Nineteen cases of trachoma were diagnosed during the year. 
Of the cases reported, 10 occurred in adults; 4 in public school 
children and 5 in parochial school children.

J. Ryan has continued to render efficient service with- 
out compensation, on a permanent footing; also to establish other 
branch dispensaries at points remote from City Hall, and to 
provide salaries for the assistant ophthalmologists.

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DENTAL DISPENSARY | 


The central dental dispensary at City Hall with the three branch 
dispensaries located in pubile school buildings, under the super- 
vision of P. B. McCullough, D.D.S., with 12 assistant dentists, 
rendered dental service to 5409 patients during the year. 

The number of patients treated was less but the operations 
performed were greater than in the previous year, owing to the 
development of an order of assignment and a follow-up system 
whereby each case coming to the dispensaries for treatment is 
required to return until it may be discharged. The service should 
be still further developed by providing the necessary clerical 
assistance, which would permit dentists and the single attendant 
now provided to give their entire attention to operative work. 

It has, as yet, been found impracticable to maintain service 
at the branch dispensaries in the school buildings during the 
summer vacation, owing to the cessation of the service of school 
nurses at the close of the school year. The central dispensary, 
however, maintained a supply of cases by appointments made 
during the school term, and the dentists, thus released from 
schools, made it possible to continue the three chairs at City 
Hall in full service during the depletion of the staff by vacations. 

An appropriation for equipping a fourth branch dispensary in 
the Baldwin School was made in November; this will be opened 
for service early in 1915. Still other branch dispensaries are 
needed to render timely dental treatment to school children who 
are in schools too remote from established dispensaries, as well 
as because the number exceeds capacity of the present service. 

During the year Dr. McCullough has regularly examined the 
mouths of patients presented for examination for discharge after 
treatment at the Philadelphia Hospital for Contagious Diseases, 
and has also rendered treatment to patients in the wards where 
dental services were required. A forecast of his report on the 
examinations made indicates that a dental operator on the hos- 
pital staff would be a valuable adjunct to the hospital service. 

On page 280 is given the report of operations performed. 
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PHILADELPHIA HOSPITAL FOR CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASES 


During the year 3037 patients were treated in the Hospital for 
Contagious Diseases with a mortality rate of 7.04 per cent., 
which was 613 less than were treated in 1918, when the mortality 
rate was 6.55 per cent. The total expenditure for maintenance 
of patients was $257,616.41 at a per diem rate of $2.23 per 
patient. The total number of cases of scarlet fever and diph- 
theria reported to the Board of Health was 4554, of which 
number 2716 or 59.6 per cent. were admitted to the hospital for 
treatment, as compared to a 51.5 per cent. admission of reported 
cases in 1913. 

Arrangements were made during the year for the appoint- 
ment of a visiting staff, and on October 12 the following physi- 
clans assumed staff duties, marking a decided forward step in 
the hospital organization.

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SCARLET FEVER 


Two hundred seventeen cases of scarlet fever were in the hos- 
pital on January 1, 1915, and 1165 cases were admitted during 
the year, making a total of 13892 cases treated, with 86 deaths, 
giving a mortality rate of 6.21 per cent. The number of cases 
treated fell considerably below those of the preceding years, 
when 2134 and 2064 cases were cared for; there was then greater 
prevalence of the disease in the city. During the latter half of 
the year the admissions were but 333 in number, and the census 
reached but 44 cases in this department on several occasions. 
The type of the disease during the latter part of the year was 
very mild in character. 

Early in the year dental attention for the patients was pro- 
vided, and examination of the teeth for any ulcerated condition 
of the mouth is now a part of the routine examination for dis- 
charge. This procedure was instituted as a part of a programme 
for study of return cases, and will be further reported upon at a 
subsequent date. 


DIPHTHERIA 


One hundred two cases of diphtheria were in the hospital on Jan- 
uary 1, 1915, and 1529 cases were admitted during the year, 
making a total of 1631 cases treated, with a rate of 7.67 per cent., 
the lowest recorded for this hospital. The two new ward build- 
ings for the diphtheria group of the main hospital, first occupied 
in the latter part of 1913, were of very material aid in caring 
for the patients, and there is great need for the erection of the 
other buildings of this group, as provided for in the general plan. 
Contracts for the nurses’ building and for the observation ward 
are in the process of letting, and construction will be doubtless 
begun early in 1915. Additional appropriation should be secured 
and the other buildings required should be erected at the earliest 
practicable date. 


SMALL POX AND OTHER CONTAGIOUS DISEASES 


While the hospital treats only scarlet fever and diphtheria in 
its main departments, yet other contagious diseases are treated 


— 
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in special isolation buildings. ‘Thirteen cases of small pox were 
thus cared for with no mortality; 29 small pox contacts were also 
isolated during the incubation period and one developed the 
disease. Attention is again respectfully directed to the absence 
of adequate facilities for caring for small pox cases, and to the 
need of a special hospital for this disease. 


Six cases of anthrax were received from workers among hides 
and wool, two of which proved fatal. The case of leprosy ad- 
mitted November 16, 1911, still remains at the hospital. Another 
case was admitted on September 11, 1914, but being a resident 
of Wilkesbarre, was returned to his home on September 14. 
It is recommended that arrangements be made whereby cases of 
leprosy found in this city may be cared for in either state or 
national institutions for the treatment of the disease. 


Owing to the restricted line of work in the hospital, it was 
decided to discontinue the training school for nurses, and to 
receive no further pupil nurses pending the time that satisfactory 
affiliations can be made with training schools of general hospitals 
for giving their pupils a course of from four to six months in 
nursing acute contagious diseases. In lieu of the pupil nurses 
a corps of graduate nurses, desirous of experience in a contagious 
disease hospital, has been employed with satisfactory results in 
nursing care for patients. 


In February the mortuary and chapel in the new laboratory 
building was occupied, and funerals may now be held in the 
chapel under conditions free from the danger of spreading 
infection. 


The painting of the hospital has been carried forward as 
rapidly as exigencies and facilities permit. Standardization of 
paints and colors has been effected, greatly improving the quality 
and appearance of the work. Repairs to the buildings, equip- 
ment and machinery have been made during the year, notably 
in the laundry and steam-heating system. The highways by 
which the hospital grounds are approached were resurfaced by 
the Bureau of Highways, and the accessibility of the institution 
has been greatly improved thereby. 


Plans have been prepared for the nurses’ building and for the 
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observation ward of the diphtheria department of the main hos- 
pital group of buildings; also, for opening Front Street through 
the grounds of the institution. Contracts for execution of the 
work will be let early in 1915. The opening of Front Street 
will be closely followed with a street car line to the hospital 
gates, thus removing the great handicap that has existed through 
inadequate transportation facilities for employees and visitors. 
The securing of appropriation for construction required by the 
general building plan for the institution is earnestly recom- 
mended. 

On March 10, 1914, Dr. William H. Walsh, Superintendent, 
was made acting chief resident physician to the Philadelphia 
General Hospital, and from that date until June 1, when he 
returned to active duty as superintendent, Miss Roberta M. 
West, Supervising Nurse, was Acting Superintendent. Dr. 
Walsh resigned October 1st to become medical superintendent 
of the Children’s Hospital of Philadelphia. Dr. J. EK. B. Bucken- 
ham was first appointed as acting superintendent vice Dr. Walsh, 
and later on, Noverber 11, 1914, as superintendent. 

The grateful expression of indebtedness is here made to the 
ladies of St. Paul’s Church, Chestnut Hill, for their kindly in- 
terest in the institution in forwarding a phonograph, a victrola, 
and, books, toys and games, for the benefit of the children at 
the hospital; to the pupils of the William Penn High School for 
their substantial contribution for the Christmas entertainment 
of the patients; and to the many friends of the institution who 
shared the Christmas spirit with the hospital by sending gifts 
and toys to the children who were patients at that time.

BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


The bacteriological laboratory of the Bureau of Health, which 
is conducted under the supervision of Dr. C. Y. White, Chief 
Bacteriologist, moved to the new laboratory building in the 
grounds of the Philadelphia Hospital for Contagious Diseases in 
December, 1913, and thus had the advantage of the enlarged 
laboratory facilities during the entire year, expanding its work 
far beyond the limits of regular hours of employment for the 
staff. The enthusiasm of the staff has caused its members to 
give a most generous response to the demands for their services, 
which are rapidly increasing as the laboratory is developed, to 
render all classes of examinations which are of value in public 
health work. In the conduct of bacteriological examinations, 
night brings a decrease of work, but the laboratory, like sickness 
and death, which it labors to prevent, knows no holiday or inter- 
mission. Laboratory routine when established inexorably calls 
for continuous processes. It is hoped that the requests for appro- 
priation for the necessary increase of the staff will be granted 
at an early date, not only for equalizing the hours of labor, but 
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also to continue the service that has been established, without 
which the bureau would be seriously handicapped, and the nature 
of which is set forth in the following pages. 

During the year an equivalent increase of 29,732 microscopic 
examinations over those made in 1913 occurred. These resulted 
not only from increased volume in lines of established work, but 
also from examinations not hitherto performed as routine pro- 
cedure. The added lines of work were examinations for malaria, 
cerebro-spinal fluid, pus, ophthalmia, intestinal parasites, 
Vincent’s angina, rats for plague, venereal diseases, such as 
gonorrhea, syphilis and vulvo-vaginitis, and the manufacture of 
typhoid vaccine. It has taken several months of patient labor 
to establish these lines of service with the medical profession, and 
by arranging a system of reports by telephone for all examina- 
tions, except venereal cases, a system has been developed which 
saves much time to practising physicians, and has been generally 
appreciated by the medical profession. 

Another forward step for the laboratory work was made by 
opening the position of fourth assistant bacteriologist to college 
eraduates who have taken special laboratory training in biology, 
zoology, chemistry or bacteriology, which has brought to the 
laboratory staff graduates of women’s colleges, who have had 
this special training and who have not only shown aptitude for 
the work but rapidly develop into capable and reliable workers. 
Opportunity for workers with such preliminary training also 
offers in the position of technical assistant, and affords a train- 
ing which equips such assistants for performing the duties of 
fourth assistant bacteriologist. 


DIPHTHERIA 


During the year 6931 more cultures were examined than in 1918, 
and 17,222 more microscopic examinations made on diphtheria 
work than in the previous year; in all, 80,605 microscopic exam- 
inations were made on diphtheria cultures submitted. The 
greatest increase in this work occurred in the last four months 
of the year, when numerous cases of diphtheria were reported 
and vigorous measures were instituted to detect carriers in the 
schools and among contacts. 
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AN TITOXIN—DIPHTHERIA 


During the summer the equipment for making antitoxin was 
moved from Liddonfield to the main laboratory at Second and 
Luzerne Streets, where complete facilities are now established 
for antitoxin work. The rearrangement of the laboratory caused 
a decided interruption in production, during which it was neces- 
sary to purchase antitoxin, and the greater portion of the year’s 
supply was bought from the New York Health Department. 
The combination of the laboratory work has already shown a 
decided administrative advantage and the manufacture of anti- 
toxin should now proceed without further interruption. The 
horses used in this work have been kept at Byberry farms since 
the stable used for this purpose at the House of Correction, 
Holmesburg, was burned in November, 1913. 

During the year 1914 112,733,635 units of antitoxin were dis- 
pensed, which was a decrease of 12,290,365 units from the amount 
dispensed in 19138. 


TYPHOID 


Examinations were made of 2350 specimens for the Widal 
reaction. Of these 409 gave positive and 1941 negative results. 
The examination of these specimens involved 9848 separate 
microscopic examinations under the system of checking and con- 
trolling the work. During the year 172 examinations of urine 
and feces were made for purposes of typhoid release. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Twenty-four hundred ninety-five specimens of sputum were sub- 
mitted for examination, or an increase of 24.8 per cent. over the 
number examined during the previous year. Of these 750 gave 
positive and 1745 gave negative results. Negative results are 
given only after the examination of three separate specimens of 
sputum has demonstrated the absence of tubercle bacilli, since 
In many cases of tuberculosis but few bacilli are found in the 
sputum during the early stages of the disease and most thorough 
examination is necessary, which is not always possible from one 
specimen. | 
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The bureau again calls attention of the medical profession and 
of the public in general to the facilities of this laboratory for 
diagnostic purposes, and urges the submission of specimens of 
sputum for examination, especially from suspected cases, since 
tuberculosis is a curable disease and an early diagnosis will in- 
sure the prompt application of remedial measures. 


MILK 


Examinations of milk during the year totaled 5833 specimens 
examined under the methods recommended by the laboratory 
section of the American Public Health Association. Specimens 
are also centrifuged and examined for bacteria, dirt and leu- 
cocytes. 

TESTING DISINFECTANTS 


Sixteen samples of disinfectants were examined by the method 
recommended by the Public Health Service to determine their 
phenol co-efficients. This work was in the main part on speci- 
mens for the Department of Supplies. Seven samples of disin- 
fectants used for gaseous disinfection were examined to deter- 
mine their germicidal powers. 


WATER 


Six hundred fifty-four samples of water, or an increase of 140 
over those submitted in 1913 were examined. Up to November 
the standard methods of water analysis recommended by the 
American Public Health Association were followed, after which 
time the method was changed to that adopted by the Public 
Health Service. All colon cultures found are kept in parafined 
agar tubes for future reference if necessary. Such, in fact, is the 
general method of the laboratory, since all specimens giving 
positive determinations are preserved from 30 days upwards for 
any re-examinations required. 


WASSERMAN REACTION 


The Wasserman tests begun in 1913 increased greatly over those 
made in the previous year, and physicians are invited to use the 
facilities of the laboratory fully for this purpose; 572 specimens 
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of blood were submitted or an increase of 505 over the preced- 
ing year. This increase was largely due to specimens submitted 
by practising physicians. 


VENEREAL INFECTIONS 


The laboratory is prepared to make, and requests that its facil- 
ities be called upon more generally for, examination to diagnose 
venereal infections. During the year 50 smears for ophthalmia, 
57 smears for vulvo-vaginitis and 41 specimens of gonorrhea pus 
were submitted. 


EXAMINATION OF RATS 


Examination of rats to detect the presence of bubonic plague, 
if it were present, was resumed in August after having been dis- 
continued in July, 1913; 5294 rats examined were entirely neg- 
ative for plague infection. A group of rats infected with rat 
leprosy was found and special examinations are being carried on 
for study of this disease. 


MISCELLANEOUS WORK 


Thirty-six specimens for malaria, three specimens for cerebro- 
spinal fluid and four specimens for anthrax were submitted for 
examination. Also, 138 specimens of antitoxin were examined 
for sterility, while typhoid vaccine was made in sufficient quan- 
tity to meet the demand, which was small. 

The present usefulness of the laboratory is capable of almost 
unlimited expansion for service in assisting to control infectious 
diseases in this city. Expenditures for its support and extension 
give returns not capable of expression in terms of money value, 
but in directing the processes of the bureau for placing or releas- 
ing quarantines, and in determining the presence or absence of 
infection, its service is of the highest when measured in terms of 
health and freedom from danger.

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CHEMICAL LABORATORY 


The total number of specimens examined by Dr. W. C. Robinson, 
chemist of the bureau, during the year, was 1535. Of this number 
679 (44 per cent.) were received from the Bureau of Health; 
759 (49 per cent.) from the Bureau of Police, and 93 (7 per 
cent.) were received from other departments of the city service.

Since many of the examinations made by the chemist are for 
the purpose of securing evidence for court cases, a considerable 
amount of his time is required in attendance at court, where he 
appeared in trials of 69 cases, requiring 47 days of his service. 
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FOOD INSPECTION 


The improvement of the food inspection service of the bureau, 
begun in 1913 by re-adjustments whereby the meat inspectors 
gave their entire time to the inspection of the slaughtering and 
preparing plants, while the inspection of retail meat stores is 
performed by the milk inspectors in their respective districts, 
has been maintained during the year. The milk inspection serv- 
ice was conducted under the supervision of Allen J. Hankele; the 
meat inspection service was conducted under the supervision 
of Dr. David McKibben. One direct result of this change 
was to increase the meat licenses from 8750 in 1913 to 
10,146 issued for 1914. Although this service has been improved, 
yet it is not adequate in numbers to completely perform the 
task imposed upon it; especially is this apparent in the lack of 
clerical help without which thorough office control of field work 
cannot be obtained. 

The most noteworthy advance for the improvement of the 
city’s milk supply was putting into operation, on July Ist, the 
revised rules and regulations governing the sale of milk and its 
fluid derivatives, whereby the notice, given over one’ year in 
advance, that raw milk, except that which was graded as 
inspected and certified, should be pasteurized. A preliminary 
injunction to restrain the Board of Health from enforcing its 
revised regulations in regard to pasteurization requirements was 
applied for in the Court of Common Pleas No. 2, but was denied 
and the rules became operative at the time appointed. Since 
July 1st such dealers as had not equipped their plants with 
pasteurizing machinery speedily provided for pasteurization, and 
the quality of the city’s milk supply is steadily improving as the 
inspection service carries the regulations into operation. 

The readjustment of the inspection service has permitted closer 
supervision of those places where live poultry is kept and 
slaughtered. The keeping and slaughtering of poultry has come 
to be quite an important factor in the food supply of the city, 
and the insanitary conditions under which many of the places 
were found to be operating required that they be brought under 
regulations. Progress has been made with this problem and at 
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the close of the year 18 places had been approved and licensed 
to kill poultry, while about twice as many more were in the 
process of alteration. 

Through co-operation with the federal authorities, and as 
special agents of the State Live Stock Sanitary Board and of the 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner, effective work has been 
done in those instances where the powers of federal and state 
authorities are required to correct violations of the laws. For 
infraction of the laws the licenses of four establishments were 
revoked during the year. 

Slaughter houses under federal inspection, of which there are 
12, are seldom visited by the city inspectors, who devote all their 
time to those plants not engaged in interstate trade. The fol- 
lowing table shows the number of establishments under local 
inspection from 1911 to the close of 1914.

Licenses issued during the year numbered 10,148, as compared 
to 8758 in 1913. 

The total condemnations of meat, poultry, fish, game, etc., 
condemned as unfit for food and ordered tanked, amounted to 
1,136,614 pounds, an increase of 68,554 pounds over the total for 
1913. 

The recommendation for municipal abattoirs and receiving 
stations for both live and dressed meat, which are essential for 
the proper supervision of the city’s meat supply, made in pre- 
ceding years, is respectfully repeated, as is also the reeommenda- 
tion to place the salaries of the underpaid meat inspectors on a 
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footing equal to that paid for similar service performed under 
the state and federal authorities. 

The milk inspectors assigned to inspection of pasteurization 
plants require especial skill and they should be compensated in 
accordance with service rendered, in addition to having trans- 
portation provided to carry them quickly at the irregular times 
their services are demanded. 

Acknowledgment of indebtedness is here made for co-operation

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SANITARY INSPECTION 

The sanitary inspection service of the bureau was conducted 
under the supervision of Mr. John Molitor, appointed January 1, 
1914, as chief of the Division of Housing and Sanitation called 
for by the act of assembly of June 22, 1913, from the first of the 
year up to May 23, when in accordance with the decision of 
the courts that the division could not be created until its organ- 
ization had been provided for by city Councils, work under the 
new act was stopped, and the sanitary inspection service was 
carried on from that date under the supervision of Mr. James 
F. McCrudden in accordance with legislation other than the 
Housing and Sanitation Act of 1913. 

The combination of the former separate Divisions of 
Nuisance Inspection and of House Drainage Inspection effected 
in 1913 was advanced during the year with increasing better- 
ments to the service. Chief among the reorganization plans 
carried into operation were the rearrangement of the offices, the 
adaptation of modern office procedures and methods to the 
requirements of sanitary inspections, and the organization of a 
school of sanitary inspection which meets twice each month for 
the purpose of keeping the staff of the division fully informed 
in modern sanitary requirements. Speakers of prominence 
address the school upon subjects of interest and the members 
of the school are encouraged to enter into discussion of the 
subjects presented, among which have been: 


“Modern sanitary practice.” 

‘‘Disinfectants—their use by sanitary inspectors.” 

“Typhoid fever—the responsibility of the sanitary inspector.” 
“Plumbing and plumbing inspection and its relation to sanitation.” 
“Housing conditions and modern housing laws.” 

“Legal aspects of sanitary inspection.” 

“Ventilation.” 

“Preventive medicine and hygiene.” 

‘“‘Obnoxious trades and their influence on sanitation.” 

‘‘Methods and importance of proper collection of water samples.” 
“Stream pollution and sewage disposal.’”’ 


To supplement the work of the school of instruction a library 
has been established in which the best books and periodicals on 
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sanitation and allied subjects, and the health bulletins of states 
and cities are being collected for circulation among the members 
of the staff. 

During the year there has been an increasing demand for 
speakers from the division to address various charitable and 
social service organizations, business men’s associations, local 
improvement leagues, etc., on subjects related to sanitation, 
mainly calling for time during evenings, which is cheerfully 
and gladly given to this very essential part of work for the 
public health. 

A steady effort is being made to change the designation 
“nuisance inspector” to “sanitary inspector’, in order to broaden 
the work by applying not only corrective but preventive measures 
as well. Thorough sanitary work cannot wait ‘citizens’ com- 
plaints” and be devoid of initiative, hence inspectors are encour- 
aged to make original inspections and not to await the receipt 
of a complaint before action is begun to correct insanitary 
conditions. | 7

POULTRY KILLING 


The Division of Sanitary Inspection, acting jointly with the 
Division of Food Inspection, made especial effort to correct the 
gross insanitary conditions which existed in many of the places 
where poultry is kept, killed and dressed. A thorough canvas 
of this industry was made, conferences with the dealers were 
held, rules and regulations for the conduct of this business 
adopted, and an especial endeavor to develop a cooperative spirit 
was cordially responded to. Some cases, however, required 
prosecution and for these convictions resulted. There was a total 
of 1196 inspections made, and 29 prosecutions for violations of 
rules and regulations. As a result, 101 plans have been filed 
for alterations and improvements, and places are being licensed 
in accordance with law. 
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PREVENTION OF BUBONIC PLAGUE AND THE EXTERMINATION OF 
THE RAT 


In August, 1914, the director of the department appointed and 
assigned to this division ten special inspectors for the work of 
plague prevention by reason of the appearance of plague in 
. ports from which shipping is received in the City of Phila- 
delphia and the importance of preventive measures against 
bubonic plague. )

The campaign of education for the extermination of mosquitoes 
was carried on through the press, by circulars and by lectures, 
in addition to work on private property, of which the following 
is a summary in the matter of eliminating ponds and oiling 
those which cannot be eliminated at this time.

This division experimented with the use of dynamite for the 
blasting of ponds to establish down drainage where ditching or 
oiling was considered to be too costly. In all cases the experi- 
ments proved successful. 


EXTERMINATION OF THE FLY AND ELIMINATION OF FLY BREEDING 
PLACES 


Rules and regulations in accordance with the act of assembly 
of June 25, 1913, were adopted by the Board of Health to 
regulate stables and places where manure is stored, and pro- 
cedures in accordance therewith were begun. Seventeen arrests 
were made between May 1 and December 31, 1914, convictions 
being secured in every case. There are approximately 9000 
stables which will be affected by this act, the inspection of 
which is a task of considerable magnitude. 


INSUFFICIENT WATER SUPPLY TO DWELLINGS 


After the passage of the act of June 7, 1911, providing for a 
separate and independent water supply for dwelling houses, 
the records of the division show that there were approximately 
1500 properties without water supply. At the present time 
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there are only 40 known violations remaining. By agreement 
a great number of these cases will be eliminated as soon as the 
weather conditions permit, and prosecutions instituted in the 
remaining cases. 


PIGGERIES 


The removal of pigs from prohibited zones, and court cases 
pending, have prevented the beginning of new proceedings per- 
taining to the keeping of pigs within the limits of the city. 
However, a very careful watch and survey has been made from 
time to time to keep these places in a sanitary condition, and 
the pig nuisance has been reduced. 


OBNOXIOUS ODORS 


A campaign has been conducted against those establishments 
which permit obnoxious odors to escape to the atmosphere, and 
an indictment against one of the offenders is now pending in 
court. A number of plants are installing appliances to correct 
the nuisances they have been causing. 


VENTILATION OF MOTION PICTURE HOUSES, THEATRES AND OTHER 
PUBLIC PLACES 


A study preparatory to the drafting of rules and regulations 
pertaining to ventilation of motion picture houses, theatres and 
other public places of meeting is in progress. 


PRIVATE COLLECTION OF GARBAGE 


Special attention has been given to the 210 private garbage 
collectors who now operate in the city; 161 collectors of garbage 
operate without permits.

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CITY AND PRIVATE DUMPS 


All city and private dumps are under the supervision of this 
division. After careful inspection as to location, permission is 
given by the Bureau of Health to operate such dumps, provided 
that no nuisance shall be created, and that their maintenance 
shall be in accordance with the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Health. 


POUDRETTE PITS 


Stringent regulations have been enforced in the maintenance of 
poudrette pits. Until some better means are provided for the 
disposal of the filth from privy wells and until the recom- 
mendation of the Board of Health pertaining to the construc- 
tion of a disposal plant is acted upon, we are forced to 
maintain these pits in order to fully accomplish the work as 
outlined in the act of assembly of 1911, pertaining to the 
abandoning of privy wells. 


PRIVY WELLS 


The number of privy wells abandoned during 1914 is 7971, as 
compared with 7691 for the year 1913.

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NIGHT SOIL 


Under date of May 20, 1913, the Legislature passed an act 
forbidding the use of night soil as a fertilizer on ground to be 
used for the growing of vegetables which are eaten uncooked. 
A draft suggesting rules and regulations in accordance with the 
provisions of the act has been prepared for submission to the 
state commissioner of health. 


PREVENTION OF GLANDERS 


In accordance with a resolution of the Board of Health, all of 
the horse troughs in the city of Philadelphia were served with 
a notice to discontinue on account of the prevalence of glanders 
in this locality during the summer and fall. It was considered 
that these troughs acted as an agency in the spread of this 
disease. Sanitary drinking fountains and individual buckets 
are recommended. 


DUAL WATER CONNECTIONS 


Action has been taken against all known dual water connec- 
tions which were a contributing factor to the prevalence of 
typhoid fever in 1913. Investigations are being carried on in 
further study of the problem arising in the occurrence of inter- 
mittent contamination of the city water mains during that year. 


INSPECTION OF THE WATER SHEDS OF THE POQUESSING AND 
BYBERRY CREEKS 


A complete inspection of the water sheds mentioned above was 
made in the early summer months, and it is gratifying that 
much improvement in the sanitary conditions existing therein 
has been noted. The Sandy Run water course was given special 
attention and the abatement of the nuisances will, no doubt, 
afford protection to the people of the 35th and 41st wards. A 
summary of the work done on the water sheds is as follows:

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It will be seen from the cost given above as the average cost 
per property for doing work in the whole, that the work of this 
division has been done at a very reasonable cost to the prop- 
erties, and as a general rule there is no objection upon the part 
of the property owner to the cost of the work and the work- 
manship. All alleys are inspected by the inspectors of this 
division and of the Highway Bureau. 


COLLECTION OF WATER SAMPLES 


Much care has been exercised in the collection of water samples 
during the year 1914, and an endeavor will be made to have 
the samples during the year 1915 collected by one authorized 
person or collector. By this method, we hope to keep the pos- 
sibilities of contamination to the sample at a minimum, and 
furthermore to obtain more satisfactory information relative to 
the surroundings or possible sources of pollution of the water. 


OFFICE EQUIPMENT 


An endeavor has been made to bring the office procedure within 
the scope of the most efficient practices of large corporations. 
Modern filing systems have been installed, together with a 
complete follow-up system. The discarded furniture has been 
replaced by modern and sanitary fixtures. The common drink- 
ing cup has been abolished, as well as the common towel. In 
their places have been installed the individual drinking cup and 
the sanitary paper towel. 

An effort is being made to ventilate the offices by mechanical 
means and to maintain the proper amount of humidity to the 
temperature. |

For the work coming directly in contact with the Division 
of Sanitation the most pressing needs are for: 

1. Sewers to be constructed in the built-up sections of the 
city in all streets now without sewers. 

2. An increase in both the field and clerical force commen- 
surate with the needs for sanitary inspections required. 

3. A small corps of laborers, which would enable the prompt 
abatement of many nuisances requiring but a small amount of 
work for which it is difficult to get bidders. 
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Adequate appropriation, particularly for abatement of 
nuisances by paving private alleys, mosquito prevention, rat 
extermination, abandonment of privy wells, and for the trans- 
portation of inspectors, whose services could be materially in- 
creased by allowance for carfares while in pursuit of duty for 
the city. 


TENEMENT HOUSE INSPECTION 


For the period from January 1 to May 23, the Division of 
Tenement House Inspection, which formerly operated in accord- 
ance with the act of June 7, 1907, was merged into a Division 
of Housing and Sanitation and conducted under the supervision 
of Mr. John Molitor, Chief of the Division, until May 238, when 
in pursuance of the decisions of the courts, work was resumed 
under the Tenement House Act of 1907, with Mr. A. E. Buch- 
holz, Chief Inspector of Tenement Houses, in charge. 

The changes above referred to caused modification in pro- 
cedures which did not permit a full year’s operation under the 
new act and reduced the work performed under the old act. 
During the year there were 3270 and 107 applications respect- 
ively for tenement and lodging house licenses, concerning 
which the routine procedures were carried on and in addition 
thereto data were collected on special subjects relating to tene- 
ments, as set forth in the following pages quoted from the 
report of Mr. Buchholz. 


INQUIRY INTO THE HEIGHT (IN STORIES ) OF BUILDINGS USED FOR 
TENEMENT PURPOSES

So much housing literature is based on the current opinion 
that all tenements are the towering, dark structures of the 
New York streets that it is interesting to find the bulk of Phila- 
delphia’s houses only three stories high; even those listed as 
four stories high being usually but three stories and an attic. 
All of the houses over five stories high are modern apartments 
of the better class not usually regarded as tenements. 

Our comparatively high standard should be taken into 
account when legislation is considered, especially in regard to 
fire protection. Under the present act, no license can be granted 
to any three-story tenement house which has no fire-escape, ~ 
although it may be smaller and occupied by fewer people than 
a private home. This provision is a source of much expense 
and annoyance to the owners of small houses. In some cases 
it actually furthers insanitary conditions to the following 
extent: a house is rented to two families, but because of the 
fire-escape requirement, the third family is not admitted, 
although the owner would be willing to make a tenement house 
application and comply with the other demands. In the mean-— 
time the two-family house escapes all supervision, and unless 
the premises become an obvious nuisance, the tenants may be 
as disorderly and dirty as they choose. In this respect the new 
act of July 22, 1913, was an improvement, providing, as it did, 
that all three-story tenements with less than six rooms on the 
third floor required no fire-escape. 


RESIDENCE OF TENEMENT HOUSE OWNERS AND CONDUCTORS 


What is the proportion of tenement house conductors who live 
in the buildings from whose rents they profit? The absentee 
landlord is held responsible for so many of the evils of bad 
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housing that the results of this enumeration were surprising. 
Twenty-five hundred ninety-four tenements were studied for 
this purpose, representing more than four-fifths of the total 
number of houses listed in 1914. In 1411, or over 50 per cent. 
of the cases, the applicants for licenses were living on the 
premises. In these houses the health authorities have a right’ 
to expect certain conditions which would be more difficult to 
require in houses where no responsible person was living. In 
over half of our tenements we are justified in demanding clean- 
liness and order in the public halls and stairways, the cellars 
and the yards, because the person who derives financial benefit 
from their occupancy as a tenement is actually living on the 
premises. He may be an immigrant providing a free shelter 
for his family by renting a large house and letting out rooms, 
or he may be an American of failing fortune who sublets a 
part of his once private house. In either case we should expect 
a personal supervision of the property. The fact that these 
houses are generally the best cared for, brings up the question 
of the advisability of demanding the presence of a janitor or 
some authorized caretaker in every house coming within the 
scope of the law. Apart from the matter of general cleanliness, 
much of the time consumed by visits of re-inspection to locked 
rooms would be saved if this person could hold the pass key to 
all apartments. 


Pursuing our figures still further, we find that of the 1411 
tenement house conductors who live in the houses they manage, 
702 are also the owners of properties. This fact means that the 
orders involved in making one-quarter of our listed houses 
comply with the rules of the Bureau of Health do not have to 
be passed about and commented upon by a number of persons, 
but go directly to the most interested person. It also means 
that as occupant and owner the conductor of the house will per- 
sonally benefit from all the expenses to which he is put. In 
other words, it is the fault of our follow-up system if 25 per 
cent. of the houses are not speedily put, and thereafter main- 
tained, in good condition. 
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LOCATION OF PHILADELPHIA TENEMENTS 


For some time there has been much interest shown by the 
public in the number and location of tenements in Philadelphia, 
so that this year a map was secured which by means of pins 
shows the location of our listed houses. The most surprising 
fact that this map brought to notice was the wide extent of the 
tenement house territory, embracing as the term does the 
modern housekeeping apartment as well as the poorer class 
of houses. The boundaries of our field range from Frankford 
Avenue and Solly Street, Holmesburg, in the extreme northeast 
of the city; Oak Lane and Chestnut Hill on the north; through 
Manayunk; across to 63d Street and Overbrook Avenue; and 
in the far southwest to 78th Street and Island Road, in what 
used to be known as Paschallville. ‘These locations are not 
usually thought of as congested neighborhoods—in fact, at 
present they are not, but the presence of multiple dwellings so 
far from the central part of, the city shows that already land 
values and rents are rising, and that it will not be long before 
these sections are closely populated. Between the extreme of 
the northeast and southwest tenement houses there is a distance 
of over 16 miles in an air line, and of about 5 hours in ordinary 
street car transit time. These figures strongly emphasize the 
need of a larger force of inspectors than the five now employed 
in the division. It is physically impossible for the present 
number adequately to inspect and reinspect the cellars, yards 
and roofs as well as the regular living rooms of the more than 
3100 houses listed as tenements within these widely extended 
confines. If the force were increased so that it would be pos- 
sible to do block canvassing, it is safe to say that the number 
of listed tenements could be doubled. As it is, we have more 
than we can do to investigate definite complaints and to <eop 
former houses on our books. 

The other prominent fact shown by the pin map is the loca- 
tion of the most congested districts. As will be seen by the 
accompanying map, there are two distinct tenement house 
regions almost equidistant north and south from the median 
line of Market Street. These include the 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th and 
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7th and the 11th, 12th, 18th, 14th and 20th wards, and represent 
the neighborhoods which were formerly the homes of wealthy 
business men of the city. With the exodus of these owners to 
the suburbs, the houses which had been fitted for the occupancy 
of but one family came to shelter five or six. Of the applica- 
tions filed for tenement houses in 1914, the highest number for 
any one ward was 368 in the 13th ward, bounded by Vine and 
Poplar, Sixth and Tenth Streets. After this, in regular order 
come the 2d, 3d, 4th and 5th wards with 344, 261, 248 and 248 
tenements respectively. We do not mean to say that these 
figures represent the total number of tenement houses in those 
wards; as indicated above, it would probably be possible to find 
almost as many again if we had the force to do systematic 
block canvassing. We have on our books only those houses 
against which there has at some time been a complaint, and 
which, on investigation, were found to be tenements. It is 
interesting to note the increase in the number of Americans 
living in apartments as evidenced by the comparatively high 
number of tenement houses recorded in the 15th and 46th 
wards. This fact was further borne out by our report of last 
year that of the total tenement-house population 48 per cent. 
were native Americans. In the 13th ward, where the tenements 
are most thickly centered, they make up only 14 per cent. of 
the total number of dwellings in the ward, while in the next 
most congested tenement neighborhood, the 2d ward, the tene- 
ments amount to but 6 per cent. of all the dwellings. 


DISEASE CHART OF 670 TYPICAL TENEMENTS 


The present emphasis of sanitary and medical science upon 
disease prevention as a financial asset of a community has 
centered much attention upon the living conditions of people. 
Boards of health and investigating commissions everywhere are 
looking to the improvement of these conditions for the reduc- 
tion of the mortality and morbidity rates. The more scientific 
of these investigators realize that adequate health laws can be 
enacted only after a persistent inquiry into the causes of 
disease. As a first step toward checking the value of our 
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present regulations, the division has gathered some statistics, 
only available through the city records, of the diseases reported 
over a period of four years from some 670 tenements. ‘These 
houses were chosen at random from the 2d, 3d, 4th and 5th; 
lith, 12th, 13th and 14th wards; that is, in a southern district 
bounded by Spruce and Wharton Streets, Broad Street and the 
Delaware River, and in a northern district bounded by Vine 
and Poplar Streets, Broad Street and the Delaware River. 
These two areas are shown by our pin map to be by far the 
most congested in the city—they are popularly considered to be 
the only tenement neighborhoods. The buildings ranged from 
the large barracks housing 40 families to the small six-room 
house of three young couples, and from sanitary conditions of 
the most approved order to those condemned even by their 
owners. The nationality of their occupants were, in the order 
of their preponderance—Jewish, Italian, lower type of Amer- 
ican, negro and Polish. The diseases studied are those which 
are required to be reported to the Bureau of Health, that is, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, tuberculosis, typhoid fever and pneu- 
monia. We realize that there are many other kinds of illness 
which weaken bodily vigor, make for poor physical develop- 
ment of the next generation, and destroy temporarily and per- 
haps permanently the earning powers of the tenant; but of 
these—rheumatism, venereal diseases, tonsilitis, etec.—there are 
no reliable statistics available. 


In the following table are given the results of our research.

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From these figures it is seen that the houses occupied by the 
Jewish immigrants have decidedly the highest morbidity rate, 
and those occupied by the Polish people decidedly the lowest, 
with the Italians, native Americans and negroes grouped to- 
gether closely about in the- middle. Many inductive and 
deductive statements might be based on these figures. If we 
look into the home conditions of each race, we find the two 
with the most widely separated morbidity rates have also the 
most diverse standard of living. The Polish houses are bare of 
superfluous furniture or hangings, they are colder than the 
rooms of any other race, and also, they are cleaner. A certain 
odor of scrubbed woodwork is almost characteristic of a Polish 
home., They eat sparingly, for remnants of meals are seldom 
seen about the kitchen. Also, the men are usually engaged in 
heavy out-of-door labor, a point most at variance with the 
Jewish men, whose occupations are almost always of an indoor 
mercantile nature. The Jewish homes—we speak now in gener- 
alities, not of many particular instances to the contrary—are 
cluttered and dirty; refuse and prepared food are scattered 
about the living room; heaps of dust and dirt are found behind 
the doors and in the halls; the windows are usually tightly 
closed and the rooms overheated; in proportion as finances per- 
mit upholstered furniture and curtains are visible. Another 
interesting fact in this connection is shown by a comparison of 
the northern and southern Jewish reports; a higher percentage 
of disease comes from the southern district, where, even with 
the same general type of tenants, the houses are dirtier, the 
block, as well as the room ventilation poorer. When it is also 
remembered that the homes of the three intermediate races 
show a correspondingly intermediate condition of cleanliness, 
one conclusion is forced upon us. We seem to have found a 
basic consideration of sanitary regulations in the cleanliness of 
the premises in which people live. Some will say that this is 
no new discovery, that such an axiomatic statement scarcely 
needed proof by figures. How many of these critics, however, 
would admit that it is a matter most emphasized and _ best 
enforced by the authorities? If, in the rush of our work, we 
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are as Officials inclined to pass over a clean-up order as too 
indefinite, too hard to enforce, we have in this table of figures 
our judge and our guide for the future. If the health of the 
community, rather than the compliance with a certain number 
of violations, be the aim of the inspectors, it seems that educa- 
tion, precept, example, and, in the end, some system of small 
fines must be the method of civic sanitation. Teaching the 
tenement dwellers means dealing’ with 31 nationalities, all 
having different customs, superstitions and languages. With 
many people, especially those recently come to this country, 
education in the use of strange plumbing fixtures is really a 
necessity. With other careless individuals continual oversight 
is necessary to insure cleanliness of air, food and body, of 
rooms, utensils and clothing; right removal of all dirt and dust, 
especially the care of garbage; the dangers of defective plumb- 
ing; symptoms of declining health, etc. With each family the 
situation differs. If it were possible to exact from offenders 
the payment of a small fine without a tedious legal process, 
the triumph of this method would be complete. Yet, with the 
amount of work now confronting them, our inspectors cannot 
spend a half an hour with each family needing such instruction. 
The settlements, nurses, charity workers and others are begin- 
ning to see that it is a part of their work to help remove the 
causes of the distress which it has always been their duty to 
alleviate. New organizations are taking up the newer aspects 
of the work and others are showing a ready willingness to 
cooperate. Many officials feeling the same impulse, are either 
strengthening their present machinery or devising new machin- 
ery to do their part. How long will it take the city to discover 
the financial saving incident to the employment of a few 
sanitary instructors to visit those houses whose condition and 
the corresponding liability to sickness of its occupants is a 
matter of public record? 

We have not had time to compare the disease statistics of 
tenements with those of presumably more sanitary neighbor- 
hoods, but a comparison is herewith submitted between the 
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death and birth rates for 1913 of the five wards with the high- 
est and the five with the lowest recorded number of tenements.

There are two interesting points to be noticed here. First, 
that in the upper list of neighborhoods, including the most rural 
districts within the city limits, the death rate is higher than 
the average death rate for the entire city, which is 15.7 per cent. 
The second fact is that while the death rate of the most thickly 
populated wards is higher than the average or than the rural 
wards, there is in neither case a difference of as much as one 
person per thousand. The menace in actual mortality of the 
Philadelphia slums seems less than has often been feared. 


PLANS FOR THE COMING YEAR 
Volunteer Educational Work 


1. As an advance trial of the benefit wrought by such hous- 
ing visitors as those suggested in an earlier paragraph, we are 
expecting to have a few volunteers working with the division 
during the coming year. They will visit certain tenements 
weekly, gradually gaining the confidence of the tenants, until 
they are able to get at the cause of disorder and suggest better 
ways of housekeeping. We hope we are not too optimistic in 
feeling that this effort may result in better co-operation between 
the public and the health department, as well as in an improved 
disease record. 
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Public Lectures 


2. Along somewhat the same line is the plan to have a few 
informal lectures prepared by the division to be given before 
Settlement House Mothers’ Clubs, lodge meetings, and other 
gatherings of people who live in poorer neighborhoods. ‘These 
talks, made as interesting as possible by pictures and small 
models of modern plumbing appliances, would deal with home 
plumbing, garbage disposal, ventilation, and other topics effect- 
ing the health of tenement house occupants. Such efforts should 
be supplemented by the distribution of cards or pamphlets 
giving simply and clearly what the law requires, the duties of 
the tenants and the duties of the landlords. An explanation of 
the rules of the Bureau of Health and the cause of their being 
would help to some extent in making people obey them. 

As a further development of this educational method we 
would recommend the establishment of demonstration apart- 
ments where girls, young women and mothers could be taught 
how to maintain proper standards with given conditions typical 
of those in neighborhoods in which they live. The rooms would 
be cheaply but tastefully furnished in a strictly sanitary 
fashion, with furniture and materials obtainable in near-by 
shops. In these apartments provision could be made for 
classes, lectures and practice work. Housekeepers’ clubs or 
tenants’ leagues might be formed, the secretary receiving com- 
plaints of violations of the tenement house law, and the mem- 
bers uniting to improve the premises and reduce living expenses 
by cooperative buying. 


Curb Markets 


3. Another matter brought to the notice of the division 
during this year has-been the increase in the number of curb 
markets permitted by the city. As these popular markets are 
usually located in tenement neighborhoods, they have been 
thought worthy of a study. We will try during 1915 to learn 
what we can of their history and condition as well as their 
influence on nearby property. 
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CO-OPERATION WITH OTHER DEPARTMENTS 


Throughout the past year we have received frequent lists of 
houses visited by the fire prevention staff of the fire marshal’s 
office, and reported by them to be other than private families. 
These addresses, made up as regular complaints, have done 
much to guide our inspectors in the direction of looking for 
tenements, and we hereby wish to acknowledge the interest 
taken by the fire marshal in the extension of our work. 

We, on our part, have supplied the sanitation division with 
the addresses of all houses found by our inspectors to contain 
new plumbing for which no plans have been filed. Although 
this exchange has only been in operation a few months in the 
latter half of the year, we discovered a number of violations of 
the plumbing code, and expect to continue to be active in this 
respect. ; 

At the safety carnival, held under the auspices of the Home 
and School League, our division supplied a booth of pictures 
illustrative of our work. Four of the pictures are now hung in 
the “Know Your City Better Exhibition” in the City Hall 
courtyard. 


PHOTOGRAPHIC REPORT 


During the year we have added to our collection of photographs 
until now we have forty pictures, 17 by 13 inches in size, taken 
in the regular course of our inspectors’ activity, not intended to 
show extremes of good or bad housing. They form an interest- 
ing exhibit which can be borrowed by schools or societies inter- 
ested in improving housing conditions. Some of these pictures 
are shown in this report. They were chosen to illustrate a 
comparison between the responsibility of the landlord and the 
tenant. In those cases where fixtures are out of order, or the 
building needing repair, it is the part of the conductor of the 
house, whether he be resident or owner or not, to see that such 
repairs are made. The pictures of accumulation of rubbish 
and garbage show the evil results of having no sanitary in- 
structors to educate and then follow up an uncleanly tenant. 
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Two of the photographs illustrate the possibilities of clean- 
liness in a one-room home. The woman living there had two 
small children to make it even more difficult to be orderly, yet 
the picture was taken one morning when she was not expecting 
visitors. ‘The contrasting pictures show the cellar home of an 
old couple, one of whom died a short time after the house was 
reported to us. 

The popularity of such a pictorial representation of our work 
is evident wherever it has been tried.

PROSECUTIONS 


The legal work for 1914 has held a very uneven course. In the 
early part of the year much time was spent on finishing the 
hearings of the year before, so that we show double the number 
of cases coming up for court trial as compared with the number 
shown for 19138. On the other hand, the regular inspections and 
other routine work of the division were so interrupted during 
the first five months of 1914 that there could be but little time 
given to instituting proceedings for prosecutions for the current 
year. This fact explains the decrease in magistrates’ and grand 
jury hearings as compared with 1913.

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Of the 86 cases in which proceedings have been started the 
greater majority have been owing to the conductor’s failure to 
apply for a license even after he had been notified that such 
action was necessary. The lesser number indicates those 
violators of the law who had applied for a license but failed 
to do the work necessary to put their houses in sanitary condi- 
tion. The following table gives the exact numbers:

The first step in the court work is the issuing of a warrant 
and the hearing of the case before a magistrate. The disposi- 
tion made in these hearings shown above can be seen in the next 
table:

The magistrate usually allows the defendant to sign his own 
bail bond, although often he only rents the house which he is 
conducting and therefore has little or no property to substan- 
tiate his bail. Frequently, before the actual trial takes place, 
he will have closed the house and moved out of the jurisdiction 
of the court. 

After the magistrate’s hearing the case comes up before the 
grand jury where again we find a lower record than in 1913:

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The final appearance of the cases has been in other years 
before the Court of Quarter Sessions, but with the institution 
of the Municipal Court, our legal work has naturally fallen 
under its jurisdiction. In general the change has been of bene- 
fit to us, as the city judges have usually been better acquainted 
with the difficultfes and menaces in tenement living than those 
from out of town who frequently presided in the Court of 
Quarter Sessions. Our cases would be even better understood 
if it would be possible for the judges to visit some of the neigh- 
borhoods which so often are brought to their notice. The dis- 
position of the 292 cases coming up in 1914 was as follows:

The high number of bills submitted is largely due to the fact, 
mentioned in another paragraph, that many violators of the 
law move out of the jurisdiction of the court before the case 
comes to trial. In such cases the court has ordered the bill to 
be submitted.

As a matter of interest, we have looked further into the court 
records of these fines, and have discovered that eight of those

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whose sentence was suspended provided they paid costs of the 
trial, ultimately had these costs remitted by an order of the 
trial judge; four of those fined $50 and costs were later 
exempted from the fines in the same manner; and in two other 
cases, one where the fine was $25 and one where it was $15, the 
fines were also remitted. 

With a larger force available for court work, it could be much 
more fairly proportioned. It is on the face of things impossible 
to believe that the 86 magistrates’ hearings, the 162 findings 
of the grand jury, and the 292 Municipal Court cases which 
comprise our legal work for 1914 represent all of the violators 
of the tenement house law; but they do represent all whom we 
have had the time to reach this year. 


COMPLAINTS 


The co-operation of the fire marshal, of the Housing Commis- 
sion and interested private individuals with our division, is 
especially noticeable in the complaint docket. In 1914 we 
received three times the number recorded for 19138, and as those 
pending on January 1, 1915, are fewer in proportion than the 
corresponding number on January 1, 1914, it can be seen that 
much time was spent on this branch of the work.

This total of 3319 represents the number of complaints about 
definite addresses where the tenement house law was _ being 
violated. In addition to these were 657 complaints about cer- 
tain conditions found at these addresses. This makes the total 
of complaints received 3976. 

A large proportion of the complaints received were “without 
cause”; that is, were found on inspection not to be legal tene- 
ment houses, or, on the other hand, were houses already on our 
list.

LODGING HOUSES 


In connection with our lodging-house work, we wish briefly to 
call attention to the “shelters”, which are conducted for men 
by “Rescue Missions” in different parts of the city. We present 
herewith two pictures of such a “shelter” and wish to say that 
thus far these “shelters” have not been required to be licensed 
under the common Lodging House Act of July 2, 1895. There 
is no charge made for lodging, but there is a charge of five 
cents for a cup of coffee and bread, with the privilege of sleep- 
ing in a wooden bunk or on the floor. The Lodging House Act 
reads as follows: ‘lodged for a price, for a single night, of 
twenty-five cents or less for each person”, and as they are not 
run as a business the Police Bureau has not required them to 
be licensed; hence, there is no supervision by the health 
authorities. 

These “shelters” are similar to the type of lodging houses 
commonly called the “flop”. This is the lowest form of herding 
men together and is not allowed in our licensed lodging houses. 
The only difference between the “flop” and the “shelter” is that 
no coffee is served in the “flop” and it is run as a business. In 
these “shelters” the men sleep with all their street clothing on, 
including shoes, and have no protection whatever except news- 
paper. In some cases a coat is used for a pillow and an over- 
coat for a cover. At times these “shelters” are crowded and 
the men are arranged in rows upon the floor with no space 
between them. 
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The men who come to these houses comprise a part of the 
floating population of the city and include a large part of our 
social parasites. There is little ambition and foresight among 
them. Many never know where their “banher”, the price of 
their lodging, is coming from for the next night. 

Some of these men are irregularly employed, working at odd 
jobs, carrying signs, washing dishes, etc. Some work for a week 
and rest for a week. The professional beggar and professional 
criminal also visit these places. The young fellow who has had 
trouble at home, the boy who wants to see the world, the 
business man who has failed in middle age and lost out, the 
tramp—all find place in the ranks. An important thing to know 
about the average lodger in these “shelters” is that he has no 
family life, no ties whatsoever to give stability to his scheme 
for existence. He lives for himself. 

In seeking to raise the standard of these places, which, if left 
to themselves, will breed vice, crime, poverty, sickness and 
death, we first turn to their conductors. We take it that the 
community has the right to demand a fixed minimum of clean- 
liness, sanitation, toilet facilities and air space per lodger; but 
in the case of these “shelters” they do not always get it. 

The question opens up a complex number of problems. It 
is bound up with many other evils of the day. Its influence is 
far-reaching and at present the net result of that influence is 
undermining to society at large. 


MUNICIPAL LODGING HOUSES 


In this age we do not treat symptoms. We must try to find 
out what is the matter with the patient before we can cure 
him. If the municipality has a lodging house, in charge of a 
man, with the proper social point of view, responsible to the 
health authorities, many important facts with relation to this 
problem would be discovered. 

The municipal lodging house we have in mind would not 
require the wayfarer to do a “stint” of work in the morning 
before he is given an opportunity to go out and look for a job; 
this is merely an encouragement to the shiftless, who are satis- 
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fied to insure shelter for themselves with an hour or two of 
industry. To this type, the problem of obtaining food is neither 
intricate nor annoying. 

The inmate of a free lodging house should be treated, the 
first time he appears, exactly as if he were within his rights. 
He should be given shelter and awakened the following day and 
told to look for work until noon. If unsuccessful by that hour, 
he should be privileged to return and, after a free and sub- 
stantial mid-day meal, he should be made to accomplish some 
task within his physical ability. He should not be treated as 
a pauper, but as a disabled social unit whom society, for its 
own sake, seeks to restore. The employment bureau, operated 
in connection with such a municipal lodging house, would enable 
the managers to differentiate between the chronic loafer and 
the citizen who only needs encouragement to make him a pro- 
ducer. The chronic loafer should be sent elsewhere, as a 
vagrant. We take it that no community can make a better in- 
vestment than an investment in men, and, after all, the work 
of rehabilitation is not so difficult as a superficial study of the 
subject seems to indicate. 

A municipal lodging house would save many from disgrace 
and turn to right living those who otherwise might drift into 
lives of crime. It would reunite husbands to their families and 
return wayward young men to their mothers. Such an insti- 
tution would take care of all nationalities, trades, professions, 
religions, ages and natures. All would be washed, fed, given 
beds and sent on their way with lighter hearts and more courage 
to fight the strenuous battles of everyday life. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT 


The financial statement, which is given on pages 370 to 373, 
shows a gross expenditure by the bureau of $420,765.40. The 
Department of Supplies furnished materials to the amount of 
$163,227.72, making a total gross expenditure of $583,993,12. — 
Deducting from the gross expenditure the sum of $1800 which 
was expended for construction, the gross cost of maintenance 
was $582,193.12 or a per capita expenditure of 35.2 cents. The 
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receipts of the bureau were $74,677.02, which, deducted from 
the gross cost of maintenance, leaves the net cost of main- 
tenance as $507,516.10, or a net cost of 30.6 cents per capita.

I have the honor to submit to you the following report of the 
Bureau of Charities for the year ending December 31, 1914: 

In the Bureau of Charities, comprising the Philadelphia Gen- 
eral Hospital, the Philadelphia Hospital for the Insane, the 
Home for Indigent, with its four sub-divisions—Men’s Out- 
wards, Women’s Outwards, Home for the Male Indigent at 
Holmesburg, Home for the Female Indigent at Brown Farm— 
and the City Farms, Byberry, the year 1914 has been one of 
great activity. 

Many changes, all leading to the better care of patients and 
inmates have been made. The improvements and the enlarge- 
ment of the plant, have, however, not kept up with the increase 
in the number to be cared for, so that all departments are still 
in an overcrowded condition. This is specially true of the 
General Hospital and the Women’s Outwards. 


CENSUS 


The admissions and births numbered 23,071, an increase of 7426. 
Those who died, eloped, were discharged, or deported, totaled 
16,554, leaving a population of 6517; an increase of 725 over 
December 31, 1913. 


NEW STRUCTURES AND STRUCTURAL CHANGES 


An open pavilion, formerly used as a storage shed, has been 
converted into a cozy dining room for the hospital orderlies. 
The one-story building, formerly used as an orderlies’ dining 
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room, has been plastered, painted, had a new floor laid, and 
divided into three rooms; a kitchen with tile floor, equipped with 
« modern hotel gas range and broiler, steam soup kettle and vege- 
table steamer, tables, dish washing troughs, etc.; a serving 
room in which has been placed a new steam table and plate 
warmer, china closet, dessert and tray tables; and a large dining 
room in which two hundred nurses can have their meals served 
under pleasant surroundings. <A scullery has also been equipped 
in the basement. 

Two large wards in the administration building were re- 
modeled, repainted, and thoroughly equipped as wards for the 
care of male and female psychopathic patients. 

The brick tubercular building where advanced cases of tuber- 
culosis are cared for, was thoroughly remodeled, repainted 
throughout, and equipped with a laryngical ward. 

Annex Nos. 1 and 2, isolation buildings, were remodeled, re- 
painted, and electric hghting fixtures substituted in place of gas. 

The nurses’ home has been remodeled, repainted inside and 
outside, had new and attractive electrical fixtures installed, and 
considerable new furniture placed therein. 

The water tower and tank was completed and has been con- 
nected with several of the large buildings. 

A new and large gate house at the hospital entrance was built 
and furnished and is now used by the social service division. 

Two new iron stairways have replaced the wooden ones at 
each end of the men’s nervous building. 

The drug store has been remodeled, repainted, and modern 
electric fixtures installed, so that we have now one of the finest 
institutional drug stores in the state. 

The reception room of the house agent’s office has been re- 
modeled and repainted, and the main corridor on the lower floor 
has been beautified and electrically lighted. 

In the insane department a splendid new tile, terrazzo and 
cement floor was laid in place of the old wooden floor in the 
congregate dining room. New and large heat ducts and ducts 
for steam, sewage, water, and electrical lines were constructed 
before the floor was laid. 
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A number of toilet and bath rooms have been equipped with 

modern fixtures and white tile floors laid therein, until, at the 
present time we have but three toilet rooms in which the noisome 
latrines remain. ‘These will be remodeled in 1915. 

At the Brown Farm the old’ coach house has been remodeled 
into a dormitory, dining room, and enclosed sun parlor, where 
early in the spring of 1915, we will be able to house eighty more 
inmates of the Home for the Female Indigents. An additional 
boiler was placed in the boiler house and when the steam lines 
are run and steam fixtures installed, the coach house will be 
ready for occupancy. 

At Byberry the new dormitory for the tubercular insane was 
completed and occupied early in the year. 

The alterations to the old farm house, known as the Housing- 
ton House were completed and two large one-story wings added. 
In this building one hundred male insane patients are now 
housed and cared for. The exteriors of the Baker House, Buck- 
man House, and Colony No. 1 were whitewashed and the 
woodwork was repainted. 

Hundreds of feet of sewers have been laid, terminating at the 
point where it is proposed to place a sewage disposal plant. 

New brooder houses and chicken coops have been constructed 
and a piggery erected on the edge of the woods near the Hous- 
ington House. Here, all the pigs formerly kept near several 
dormitories, have been concentrated. 

A new bake house was built and a portable bake oven in- 
stalled which has proven a most valuable and convenient addi- 
tion to the equipment to the farms. 

Water from the city mains has been introduced into Colony 
No. 2 and pipes are being laid to bring the water to the central 
plant where there has been a scarcity of water in the artesian 
well. 

On the Worthington tract, north of Bensalem Pike, two large 
dormitories, a dining room building, laundry building, and a 
cottage for idiots have been under construction and are nearing 
completion. 

At Holmesburg, the new. buildings for the male indigent were 
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completed by the contractors and after a temporary heating and 
lighting plant was installed, five hundred male indigents were 
transferred from Blockley and now occupy these modern build- 
ings. As soon as the permanent power and heating plant is 
erected and equipped, all the male indigents can be taken from 
Blockley. The new buildings will accommodate fifteen hundred 
without overcrowding. The grounds have been enclosed with a 
neat wooden fence and a gate house has been erected by the 
bureau’s mechanics and inmates of the House of Correction, 
whose services were given the bureau by the Superintendent of 
that institution. 


NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS 


I respectfully recommend the following improvements: 

1. The purchase of the farms projecting into the city farms 
at Byberry, so that the property may be a compact tract of 
land. 

2. The constructing of a railroad siding ah, the Py Gale 
tracks to the site on which a power house is to be erected. 

3. The erection of a sufficient number of plain-fireproof build- 
ings at Byberry, suitable for the care of all the patients now 
in our insane department, until such time as the state makes 
provision for their care; the erection at once of a sewage disposal 
plant, and the completion of the drainage system. 

4. The erection of a home for the female indigent at Spring 
Hill (Brown Farm), Lyddonfield Station, and a separate build- 
ing for indigent old couples. 

5. The erection and equipment of one unit of the proposed 
power, heating and lighting plant at Byberry, that the build- 
ings for the feebleminded may be occupied as soon as com- 
pleted, and that all the other buildings, now in use, may be 
lighted with electricity, thereby lessening the danger of fire. 

6. The construction of a siding from the P. B. & W. railroad, 
so that coal can be received direct from the mines, the erection 
of a power house, buildings for the mechanical departments and 
a bakery, on the triangular plot of ground, south of the Com- 
mercial Museum building at Blockley. 
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7. A new building as an addition to the nurses’ home at 
Blockley. 


COOPERATION OF CITIZENS 


Many kind friends have given of their time and money that 
entertainments might be provided throughout the year, and 
some of the luxuries of life given the inmates at Christmas time. 
These entertainments and gifts have made life more Joyous for 
those to whom the hospitals and the outwards is home. 

The usual Christmas Day entertainment was held in the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital and Santa Claus distributed great quantities 
of toys and other gifts to the children. 

Inmates and patients in all the institutions of the bureau were 
given candy and gifts at Christmas time. 

The men of the Home for the Indigent were, through the 
generosity of friends, again given a turkey dinner and entertain- 
ment on New Year’s Day. 


DRUG STORE 


Value of drugs, medicines and liquors on hand, January 1, 
1914, $2,859.97; received during the year, $18,101.50; total 
$20,961.47.

Tickets distributed by district physicians and nurses for 41,059 
quarts of milk at 8 cents per quart cost $3,284.72 and 5510 tickets 
for 12 pounds of ice at 5 cents each cost $275.50; a total for milk 
and ice of $3,560.22. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The chief engineer reports that the men of his department have 
installed at Byberry one new vertical 45 h. p. tubular boiler at 
the main boiler house, also one 2200 ft. Mercer heating boiler in 
the basement of the dining room building of the Home for Feeble 
Minded; one new 30 h. p. tubular boiler at Brown Farm, and 
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they have equipped the stable, kitchen and new dormitory 
with electric lights. 

At the Philadelphia General Hospital they have succeeded in 
bringing 85 per cent. of the condensation from all steam heating 
lines and hot water generators back to a hot well, where it is 
returned to the boiler at a high temperature, thereby saving in 
water consumption about 85 gallons per minute. 

They have torn out all antiquated heating mains under the 
insane department, renewing the same with new pipe and fittings 
with up-to-date methods, hooking up to the old riser lines with 
two-inch outlets from the mains. They have also thoroughly 
overhauled the entire main header system on top of the boilers 
in the main boiler house and constructed a four inch main steam 
line direct through the new duct to the insane boiler room. These 
changes have balanced the heating system and give to each in- 
dividual section a pressure of 15 pounds to the inch in all heating 
lines and radiators. ‘This pressure, although seemingly high, 
is absolutely necessary to give the required amount of heat with 
the small amount of radiation surface exposed in the wards. 

Nearly 2000 feet of extra radiation surface has been put in 
service. Over 9000 lineal feet of pipe from 5 in. to 34 in. 
inclusive, with fittings, and valve bodies, has been covered with 
80 per cent. magnesia covering. 

The electricians have completely eliminated all old com- 
bination gas and electric fixtures in the Nurses’ Home and in- 
stalled in their place holophane shades and globes which add to 
the beauty of the home. 

Electric switches and fixtures in place of gas have been in- 
stalled in the isolation department and annexes. 

These improvements give to the hospital only a part of the 
comforts and conveniences that such an institution deserves.

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There were 18,825 admissions to the hospital in all its de- 
partments which, with the 1,920 patients remaining January 1, 
1914, brought the grand total of cases treated to 20,745. This, 
it will be noted by comparison with the report for 1913, is an 
increase of 1,488 in the former and 1,741 in the latter, or 7.5 
per cent. in excess of the respective totals for the previous year. 
There were 11,016 discharges, 4,348 transfers, 616 elopements and 
2,513 deaths. 

Two thousand two hundred fifty-seven patients remained in 
the hospital on January 1, 1915. The death rate was 12.11 per 
cent. an increase of 1.04 per cent. over 1913 but not dispro- 
portionate with the increase in hospital population. The aver- 
age daily number of patients treated was 1995 with an average 
stay of 35.1 days. The total hospital days were 728,278.

NEW PSYCHOPATHIC WARDS 


Early in the year a notable change in the handling of mental 
cases was instituted. The second floor of the southeast wing 
of the hospital building was vacated by the Insane Department 
and after kitchen and bath were provided these wards were re- 
painted and utilized for the reception and study of male patients 
supposed to be insane, preparatory to commitment to the Phila- 
delphia Hospital for the Insane. At the east end of this same 
floor and building two wards previously used for nervous patients 
were renovated and used for the same purpose for female mental 
cases. 

On January 1, 1915, there were 178 patients in these wards. 
There is, however, a continual state of congestion here as the 
admissions far outnumber the commitments. 
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IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED 


1. The establishment of a call system in order that resident 
physicians and other officers may be more easily located about 
the institution. | 

2. The remodeling of the first floor of the women’s nervous 
building and its use as general hospital offices. 

3. The furnishing of the second floor of this building as an 
annex dormitory for nurses. 

4. The establishment in the old dining room for nurses, hos- 
pital building, of a central linen room. 

5. The placing of an office for the house agent at the receiv- 
ing ward gate so that all patients can be admitted here. 


NEEDED IMPROVEMENTS AND ADDITIONS. 


1. The construction of adequate buildings away from the 
Philadelphia General Hospital for the isolation and care of the 
acute exanthemata and the removal of such cases from these 
‘congested grounds. If this can not be done the construction of 
a modern isolation building on these or adjoining premises. 

2. The installation of a sterilizing and locker room beneath 
the receiving ward to properly care for the patient’s clothing on 
admission. 

3. Elevators in the men’s and women’s medical buildings. 

4. Enlargement of the pathological laboratory and the con- 
struction of a suitable animal house. 

5. The removal of all tuberculous cases from these grounds 
to adequate buildings, preferably in the country. 

6. The construction of a wing to the children’s hospital suit- 
able for the care of surgical, eye, skin and other diseases of 
children. 

7. Enlarged quarters for the Resident Physicians and the 
complete refurnishing of quarters now used. 
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GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


The above report is significant as it shows the steady in- 
crease in population of this hospital and the urgent need of 
increased facilities for their care. |

APPRECIATIONS 


Classes and lectures have continued throughout the schoo! 
year and we would express our appreciation to all the physicians, 
surgeons and other professional friends, who have so willingly 
cooperated with the training school in its efforts to educate the 
nurse and to maintain the health of the student body. 

We cannot close this report without some expression of thanks 
to our co-workers, the head nurses and the student nurses for 
their continued support and loyalty. We would also take this 
opportunity to express our great appreciation of the improved 
living condition of our nurses home, through the efforts of 
Dr. Richard H. Harte, former Director of the Department of 
Public Health and Charities, Mr. Daniel W. Seltzer, Superin- 
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tendent of the Bureau, and Dr. Joseph C. Doane, Chief Resident 
Physician. 

In addition to the improvements that have been made we 
wish to call attention to the following improvements and changes 
which are necessary, before the school of nursing can reach the 
desired standard of efficiency. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND CHANGES 


1. Increased housing capacity for nurses, to accommodate 
150 more than their present quarters now permit. This would 
relieve the fresent unhygienic condition due to overcrowding 
and make room for an increased number of post graduates and 
affihated students. 

2. Allowing the entire pay roll of the student nurses to be 
placed to the credit of the training school, thereby making it 
possible to keep the allowed number of nurses on duty at all 
times. 

3. The appointment of a graduate dietitian in charge of the 
nurses’ kitchen and dining room, in order that proper supervision 
be maintained regarding selection of foods as to season and 
work required, efficient cooking and attractive serving of same. 

4. Shorter hours of duty for pupil nurses. For the efficient 
care of patients, satisfaction of physicians, and health of 
nurses, they should not remain on duty longer than eight hours 
«a day under proper working conditions. 

5. A cooking laboratory, equipped for individual class in- 
struction of student nurses and placed in charge of the dietitian, 
would, after the initial cost, be cheaper to maintain and of more 
service to the training school and hospital, than the present 
method of instruction. 

6. Better quarters for the housing of sick nurses. 

7. That the head nurse staff be placed upon a basis of pro- 
motion with an ascending scale of salaries. This would be 
productive of greater satisfaction and therefore more efficient 
supervision for the departments. 
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PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


The grand total of over 37,000 examinations made of various 
specimens, including 227 autopsies performed by the patholo- 
gists, is the largest number of examinations since the establish- 
ment of the laboratory. 

The work during the year has been greatly augmented and 
facilitated by the appointment of a skilled technician and ser- 
ologist. 

Besides performing the Wasserman tests, the total of which 
is 1,475, the technician makes the culture media, carries tissues 
through for histologic study, makes up the various stains, pre- 
pares vaccines, besides examining many of the routine speci- 
mens. To facilitate the handling of specimens and fixing the 
responsibility especially, slips have been made out and a chart 
made denoting how various specimens and tissues are to be sent 
to the laboratory and the hours they should arrive. 

Another valuable addition to the laboratory staff would be 
in the form of a resident pathologist who would be appointed 
for one year.

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PHILADELPHIA HOSPITAL FOR INSANE 


Three hundred eighty-four patients were admitted during the 
vear. The total number receiving treatment was 2626 a decrease 
of 373 as compared with 19138. 

There were 164 deaths during the year; this is 6.2 per cent. of 
the number of patients under treatment. 

The number discharged during the year was 194; of this 
number 82 were transferred by the order of the Committee on 
Lunacy to other institutions in the state. 

The number of male patients at Byberry City Farms on 
December 31st, 1914, was 487. They are the mild chronic in- 
sane and tuberculosis cases. 


ADMISSIONS, DEATHS AND DISCHARGES 


Since January Ist, 1904, 9777 patients were admitted; 4479 
patients have been discharged. There were admitted to the hos- 
pital this year 384; 180 male and 204 female patients, which 
was a decided decrease over former years. This number or 
even less should represent the annual admission. 
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The great error in transferring a group of fifteen or twenty 
patients to the department at a time has been corrected. The 
number should not exceed five. The medical and nursing staff 
can properly handle this number without difficulty; a larger 
number of acute cases than this at one transfer, places too great 
a responsibility on the nursing staff. 

The admission of harmless ambulatory and bed ridden senile 
dements has been restricted. This group of cases are housed to 
a great extent elsewhere. However, our over-crowding still con- 
tinues and is most marked in the female department. 

The accompanying tables show the nativity, age of the patient 
at the onset, with psychosis, etc. They also show the number 
of recoveries, restored and various psychosis as well as the 
cause of death of the patients who died during the year. 


RECREATION 


The Mary Shields Legacy Fund provides for the weekly enter- 
tainment for the insane patients, bi-monthly entertainments at 
the Byberry City Farms and the combined dance and enter- 
tainment held each month. It has also been used for transpor- 
tation to and from the picnic grounds, Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas dinners, magazines, athletic goods. 

The Ladies’ Association for the Employment of the Insane 
took charge of the monthly entertainments, procured the services 
of a number of people for them. To the association and those 
who contributed to the amusements of the patients we are indeed 
erateful. 

Further efforts has been made to improve and beautify the 
grounds, that the recreation hours be more comfortable and 
attractive. Unfortunately our recreation grounds are too re- 
stricted for the number of patients treated and too much same- 
ness still exists to be of much therapeutic value, other than 
the usual exercise of walking. 


EMPLOYMENT 


At the present time 779 patients or 34 per cent. of the total num- 
ber of patients are employed. This employment usually con- 
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sists of manual labor. Owing to the limited number of physi- 
cians at the farms, the many routine duties of the assistant 
physicians at 34th and Pine Streets, we are unable to give the 
amount of study necessary to know each patient’s mental make- 
up, his adaptability to certain work, or the therapeutic value of 
the work assigned. A special teacher assigned to this work would 
be useful. 

Results obtained in the embroidering, sewing and music classes 
are very gratifying. Those employed in the male work 
shops (tailor and mattress) are apparently happy and contented. 
We hope with added facilities and with increased appropria- 
tions, to extend this work in the future. 

Owing to the over-crowded conditions, lack of suitable grounds 
and buildings, we are unable to establish arts and craft schools 
and re-educational schools, gymnastic, etc. The instituution at 
34th and Pine Streets is best adapted for the treatment of bed- 
ridden and mild semi-refractory cases. 3 


EMPLOYEES 


Efforts have been made to improve the personnel of the depart- 
ment. At the present time the staff of workers is faithful and 
loyal. The medical staff is well qualified; the clerical staff 
faithful and obedient; the nursing staff courteous, careful and 
considerate. 

Particular care was exercised in the selection of attendants. 
The necessary qualifications were age, mental and physical 
health, continuous former employment, honesty, sobriety, per- 
sonality, tact, and judgment. Higher wages and better quarters 
and personal consideration of the employees, have added greatly 
in maintaining this standard. 


RECORD SYSTEM AND SUPPLIES 


From time to time new additions were made to the record sys- 
tem as necessities arose. This system is apparently complete 
with the exception of the dental records. In order to keep up the 
excellent work instituted by the dental internes, Drs. Jackson 
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and White, we should have a dental laboratory with a salaried 
dentist. | 

The system of handling supplies which was instituted in past 
years has proved efficient, and we have experienced less trouble 
in providing for the patients than heretofore. 


MANUFACTURING DEPARTMENT 


Many of the discarded and used materials from the wards were 
repaired in the sewing room, tailor shop, and mattress shop 
and made into useful articles. In the sewing room 18,296 arti- 
cles were made; the tailor shop made and repaired 26,404 
articles; in the mattress shop 2509 mattresses and 1216 pillows 
were made. 

Two thousand, nine hundred eighteen pieces were painted in 
the paint shop. 


HOUSING, SANITATION AND VENTILATION 


Considering the old buildings with their archituural defects, we 
house our patients in sanitary and fairly well ventilated wards. 

During the summer months many of the windows were re- 
arranged, and electric fans installed, which improved the system 
of ventilation. We also found the fans of use in ventilating dur- 
ing the winter months. During the winter months it requires 
tact and skill to ventilate and at the same time retain the proper 
temperature of the wards. Fundamentally this is due to ancient 
system of ventilation, and the lack of sufficient number of heat 
radiating surfaces in the extreme cold weather. 

Sanitary conditions were decidedly improved during the past 
year by remodeling many of the antiquated toilets, the plac- 
ing of new flooring in the dining room, linoleum in many of the 
wards as well as the free use of paint. 


MEDICAL ADMINISTRATION 


The following assistant physicians after faithful service in 
this department resigned: Drs. Edward A. Leonard, I. W. 
Knight, J. 8. Goldstein, Leonard Rafferty. Dr. J. O. Jackson 
resigned. 
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The following assistant physicians were appointed and they — 
are rendering faithful and efficient service: Drs. J. Leo Dona- 
hue, Ruth A. McKellar, Max Gabrio, Abraham Halprin and P. 
K. Haskett. 

The staff meetings are held twice a week for the study of 
recent admissions, cases for parole, as well as for discharge. 
At the present time we are making a review of the psychosis 
of the patients who have been in the institution for a long period. 
This work brings each member of the staff more or less in con- 
tact with the patients of both departments. 

During the past year, as in former years we have endeavored 
to reduce restraints, but we are unable to abolish mechanical 
restraint completely, on account of the defects of the buildings 
and the over-crowding of the wards as well as the limited 
space for recreation. Chemical restraint is seldom used. 

The rearranging of the wards in 1913 enabled us to use 
more efficiently the hydrotherapy plant. The continuous baths, 
showers and sprays have greatly benefited the patients and we 
feel that our efforts have been well repaid. Histories of new 
patients admitted, obtained through the Social Service Depart- 
ment of the Bureau of Charities have been a great help to the 
medical staff in studying the cases. This department has ren- 
dered efficient service, as well as our volunteer worker, in the 
after care of the patients, who were paroled or discharged from 
the institution. 

A course of lectures were delivered to the female department 
during the year. A training school should be inaugurated. 
Until such time as this is done, we are endeavoring to have each 
head attendant and first assistant attend the lectures in order 
that they learn to care for the patients properly. 

New grounds and buildings properly equipped are needed for 
the best care and treatment of the patients. In the interim the 
admission of patients should be restricted and further segregation 
of the women tubercular patients made. A new sewing room 
and tailor shop should be added. The mattress shop should be 
remodeled. 

At the present writing it is difficult to determine whether the 
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state or county in the future will care for Philadelphia’s insane. 
The subject in all its phases has been discussed within the past 
few years. ‘The consensus of opinion is, that there should be 
more state hospitals for the insane in Pennsylvania, regardless 
of whether state care is adopted or the present system is retained. 

At a meeting of the Association of Trustees and Superin- 
tendents of the Incorporated Hospitals of Pennsylvania, the 
chief resident physician in a discussion on the ‘Needs of More 
State Hospitals for the Insane,” he called attention to the over- 
crowded conditions of the State Hospital for the Insane in the 
southeastern district, as well as the Philadelphia Hospital for the 
Insane. He showed how the over-crowded conditions of hos- 
pitals hamper the proper treatment of the acute cases of ansanity. 
He advocated state psychopathic hospitals for the reception and 
treatment of acute cases, as well as separate institutions for 
the dotage type of patients; patients who require more super- 
vision than the ordinary almshouse cases but are too mild a type 
to be cared for in hospitals for the insane. Such an institution 
would reduce the cost per capita for maintenance of this group 
of cases. He suggested that each hospital establish farm colo- 
nies for the care of the mild chronic insane. Such colonies have 
been found satisfactory at Byberry City Farms, Philadelphia, 
and Gardner, Mass. The colony treatment gives to the patients 
exercise, employment, recreation and freedom of movement, 
which is so essential to restore a mentally deranged man. He 
advocated state care of the insane and enumerated briefly the 
many advantages of the treatment offered by state hospitals, 
which county hospitals cannot give. He also suggested the 
erection of a state hospital in the southeastern district located 
at Philadelphia, as well as the enlargement of Fairview, Wer- 
nersville and Rittersville Hospitals. If this could be accom- 
plished it would relieve the situation not only in Philadelphia, 
but throughout the state as well. This should be done only as 
a temporary measure, however, and should not affect any plans 
of ultimate state care. 
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INSTRUCTION IN MASSAGE 


The report of Miss Susan P. Reaney shows that twenty-three 
women and sixteen men have received instructions during the 
year; but two women and three men left before completing their 
course; and one woman and two men were unable to pass the 
examination. The standard of work done by the women this 
year has been exceptionally good. The average attendance of 
the men was better than ever before, and the results were a 
great Improvement over previous years. 

Thorough instruction has been provided for each individual 
attendant upon the course; and considerable time has been de- 
voted to demonstration. Every Saturday a lecture and quiz 
are given; and the latter part of the term each attendant has 
his or her own case to demonstrate upon. 

Dr. 8. Weir Mitchell’s course in massage is used, together with 
a few lectures on physical culture and anatomy.

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SOCIAL SERVICE DIVISION 


The medical social work for patients in the Philadelphia General 
Hospital must be placed first, among the activities of the social 
service division. The director has appointed a committee of 
members to the staff to advise the social service division and to 
keep the staff of visiting chiefs and assistants in touch with 
the work. The members of the committee are Dr. Howard C. 
Carpenter, chairman; Dr. Ward Brinton; Dr. D. J. McCarthy; 
Dr. Jay R. Shamberg. The meetings of this committee have 
been most helpful in determining the policy of the division, and 
in giving it the medical leadership which has made its work 
more effective. 

Measured by the first year’s work, the record for the second 
year shows a growth both in the number of cases handled and 
in general efficiency of the division; but measured by the work 
that needs to be done for patients in this hospital, it seems very 
inadequate. The total number of cases handled during the year 
was 2063, and was divided among the various departments as 
follows:

Compare these figures with the total number of admissions. 
In the psychopathic department there were 1483, in the D. O. W., 
447, while the surgical cases are hardly touched; of the total 
admissions numbering 2144, only 94 were known to the division. 
Some allowance should be made for the fact that the hospital 
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counts readmissions as new cases, while the social service does 
not count a patient more than once during the year. 

Four workers in the division are paid by the city, while two 
were supplied by funds from the German American Charity Ball. 
A total of 8245 calls was made while 1540 interviews with 
patients took place in the hospital. 


WORK OF THE MEDICAL INSPECTORS 


To visit the home of every patient admitted to the hospital with 
a reportable disease, proved too big a task for the small staff of 
the social service division. A plan has therefore been in opera- 
tion during the year by which the name and address of each 
patient admitted to the hospital with a reportable disease, such 
as tuberculosis, pneumonia, measles, whooping cough, etc., is 
referred, first to the medical inspectors of the Bureau of Health, 
who make the preliminary home inspection. A report is then 
returned to the social service division, giving a complete census 
of the household, with the age, occupation, and health of each 
member. In addition, home conditions needing attention, such 
as overcrowding, health nuisances, extreme poverty, and the need 
of medical attention for other members of the family, are noted. 

During the year, 977 reports were receivevd from medical 
inspectors. Since the inspectors are physicians, their reports on 
the health of other members of the household, are invaluable. 
In addition to that they have uncovered shocking conditions of 
overcrowding and unusual poverty and neglect of children, which 
would have escaped notice but for this method of inspection. A 
short account of this work appeared in the “Survey” magazine 
for April 18, 1914. 


CHILDREN 


Owing to the large accommodations which this hospital affords 
for children with communicable diseases, such as measles, 
whooping cough, and venereal diseases, our work among children 
is chiefly with such cases. The focus of infection must be found 
in each case in order to protect our patients from re-infection 
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upon leaving the hospital, and to prevent other cases arising 
from the same source. 

An attractive Italian boy, five years old, with gonorrheal 
ophthalmia, was found to come from a household where, in addi- 
tion to his own six brothers and sisters, the god-mother and her 
six children were living together, with five men boarders, all in 
eight rooms. It was difficult to find the focus of infection here, 
but it is a task which the social worker takes up eagerly, as it 
involves more than the eyesight of our small boy. 

In cases of vaginitis among young children, we have found 
the source of infection to be, in large measure, due to other 
members of the family, but in some cases it is due to conditions 
in hospitals, day nurseries, schools and homes for children. 

The part which bad housing plays in infant mortality is 
shown by the conditions of the homes of the 22 babies from the 
Race Street Pier. Only two of the homes could be considered 
fairly desirable. Four faced on dark courts and ten had bad 
drainage with water in the cellar and yards. 


WET NURSING 


Foundlings and deserted children have been placed by us to wet 
nurse through the Children’s Aid Society for the past two years 
with a marked reduction in the mortality of these infants. 

This service has now been extended to sick babies in the hos- 
pital. Since last summer we have had four different wet nurses, 
either living in the hospital or coming by the day, at least two 
being on duty all the time. The nurse in addition to nursing two 
infants assists with the ward work and well earns the dollar 
a day which is paid. 


PSYCHOPATHIC CASES 


One worker devotes all her time to follow up work with the 
patients from the psychopathic wards. There is an average of 
200 new cases a month admitted to these wards, so it is neces- 
sary to select these patients in order that our energy shall be 
spent on the most urgent cases. We therefore have divided them 
into groups as follows: 
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Group 1. The cases which represent an emergency, such as 
small children at home to be cared for, or home surroundings 
to which a nervous patient cannot be returned. 

Group 2. Includes cases from the nervous dispensaries of 
other hospitals, usually the Orthopedic Hospital and the Uni- 
versity Hospital. When such a patient is discharged from this 
hospital, beyond seeing that the patient returns for treatment 
to the doctor who originally had the case, or notifying the social 
department of the other hospital, we do not attempt to keep 
the case under supervision. 

Group 3. Often the family of a patient is sufficiently intelli- 
gent and cooperative to be able to carry out suggestions for 
institutional or other care without supervision. 

Group 4. These cases are not handled by the social service 
division in any way beyond obtaining the history on admission. 
We regret to say that these are largely habit cases, alcoholics and 
drug users, who could be helped if the division had a large 
enough staff to give them special attention. 


YOUNG WOMEN 

To the D. O. W. Department come many delinquent girls and 
unmarried mothers, greatly in need of special care. It is a dis- 
puted question whether it 1s the function of a hospital social 
service department to follow such cases for long periods after 
they leave the hospital, but until the work of the various 
agencies of the community interested in such women is better 
co-ordinated, there will be many cases for which the social 
service must be responsible.

The increase in the number of deaths which was 41, as com- 
pared with 23 in 1913, is difficult to account for. Twenty-three 
were foundlings or deserted children who never left the hos- 
pital; 13 had been boarding out, 12 in care of the Children’s 
Aid Society, and 1 with St. Vincent’s Home; while 5 had been 
returned to the hospital for treatment. 

The Juvenile Court has adopted the policy of committing de- 
fective children to the department and we find it difficult to 
care for them properly. Of the 38 children committed by the 
court, 30 were defective. In addition we accepted 438 feeble 
minded children without insisting upon court action. 

In order to keep these children outside of the hospital and 
almshouse, we have used every available institution, including 
the special cottage for border line and high grade feeble minded 
bovs opened by the Seybert Institution, and have placed some 
children in special boarding homes. 

As in previous years the Children’s Aid Society of Pennsyl- 
vania has acted as the agent of the department in finding homes 
for and supervising our children. Fifty-two children were sent 
there during the year. 

The Children’s Bureau has been especially helpful in finding 
temporary homes for hospital children on short notice. 
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COOPERATION WITH OTHER AGENCIES 


A large part of the work of the social service division consists 
in referring discharged patients to another social agency de- 
signed to meet their special needs. The extent to which the 
division has made use of other agencies is shown by the fact 
that we called upon 47 different agencies in 311 cases. There 
is not space to enumerate them all. 

We are specially indebted to the Registration Bureau for the 
Confidential Exchange of Information, which gives us free ser- 
vice, although all the private agencies and many of the public 
pay a pro-rata for its use; to the Society for Organizing Charity 
for handling family problems, and to the various convalescent 
homes; St. Francis Country: House alone having taken 72 
patients from the hospital during the year. 

We consider the failure to use an agency which can help in 
carrying out the treatment of a patient discharged from this hos- 
pital as serious an oversight as if our physicians had failed to 
use any of the hospital facilities, such as the laboratory, for 
the cure of the patient. 

That we in turn do our share of the cooperating, is indicated 
by the sources from which cases have been referred.

MISCELLANEOUS WORK 


Under this heading may be grouped the special investigations 
which require much time and study, such as the 98 reports 
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made to the State Institution for the Feeble Minded and Epi- 
leptic at Spring City as to the legal settlement and financial 
standing of applicants for admission, or the selection of 75 famil- 
ies to whom the mayor’s allotment of the City Trust coal orders 
should be given, out of 300 applicants; or the transportation of 
non-residents. At a cost of $162.04 thirty-one persons were 
returned to their homes outside the state. Transportation within 
the state is handled by the house agent in cooperation with the 
overseers of the various poor districts. 


EXTENSION OF THE WORK 


The necessity for enlarging the work may be based on the sav- 
ing of money to the city, as can readily be demonstrated, but it 
should be based on the responsibility which a city hospital has, 
not merely to enable a patient to reach the point where he can 
stagger out of the hospital, but to restore him to his former 
ability. Although the division can never hope to know every 
patient in the hospital, a social worker should be at the admis- 
sion desk ready to take up any case needing attention. 

The success of the social service division has depended, in no 
small degree, upon the co-operation of the doctors and nurses 
in the hospital, and only with their assistance can it be extended. 
We shall always be dependent upon the vigilance of the doctor 
to discover and to refer to us all patients who need follow-up 
care upon leaving the hospital. At the present time more vigi- 
lence on the part of the doctors would give the division an 
amount of work that the staff of four could not handle. We 
should like to see the nurses of the training school gain their 
insight into the significance of hospital social work by working 
directly in the division. 

Not until it is no longer necessary for us to choose one most 
‘urgent case out of three needy ones and leave the other two 
untouched, will the social work in the hospital be satisfactory or 
fair to the patients.

Dear Mayor:—In obedience to your request, I take pleasure in 
submitting the twelfth annual report of the Department of 
Supplies, it being the third annual report of my tenure of office. 

I have endeavored to give you, in this report, a brief but com- 
prehensive business statement without elaboration, of how this 
department has been brought to a high standard of efficiency 
during the past three years, thus enabling us to show the great 
savings of the taxpayers’ monies, the concrete evidence of which 
permeates this report. 

The total amount expended for supplies purchased by this 
department during 1914 was $2,826,803.69, as compared with 
$2,824,158.80 in 1913, an increase of only $2,644.89. This is a 
most remarkable showing in the face of the fact that the average 
daily population in the different city institutions was greatly 
increased during 1914, which is shown by the following comparison:

The above figures prove that 545 more people were cared for 
in the Bureau of Charities and the House of Correction during 
each of the 365 days of 1914 than were cared for during the year 
1913. 
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Business conditions, as well as the war in Europe, had much 
to do in regulating unit prices for merchandise purchased during 
the past year, the war causing a considerable advance in prices 
for many articles, and, in some instances, goods requisitioned for 
were not obtainable. In spite of these adverse conditions, the 
high efficiency obtained by the department enabled me to purchase 
scheduled goods in many instances at a lower price than that 
paid by the United States Government, even though its purchases 
are made in much larger quantities. I have appended a few prices 
of commodities used every day for comparison, which may prove 
interesting and instructive at this time.

During the year continued efforts have been made to expedite 
the business of the department, and the results are shown by the 
promptness with which supplies are delivered to the different 
bureaus after receipt of requisitions. Also the prompt issuance 
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of warrants in payment of bills, whenever the money was available 
has created a feeling of general satisfaction among those doing 
business with the department. 

Never has competition been as keen for city business as it is 
at the present time. Business men fully realize the important 
fact that they are getting a ‘“‘square deal’”’. During the past three 
months, over 300 new requests to be placed on our bidding list, 
have been received from various concerns, making a total of 
over 2300 names now upon our mailing list. 

The number of requisitions received during the year from 
the different bureaus covered 197,402 items. Some idea of the 
magnitude of detail work involved in placing all of this business 
and seeing that goods were delivered as per specifications, etc., 
may be imagined. 

The question of handling the increased volume of business in 
our present cramped quarters is daily becoming more serious, and 
I therefore feel justified in again calling attention to the urgent 
need of this department for more room. ‘The records show that 
while the business has increased over 50 per cent. the space 
allotted is the same as when the department was first installed. 
It is not alone a question of efficiency, but it is a matter that 
concerns the health and well-being of the employees, which is of 
more importance. 


COAL 


The largest expenditure made by this department for a single 
commodity is for the purchase of coal. The unsettled condition 
of the coal market occasioned by the passage of an act in 1913 
placing a tax of 214% cents on each ton mined, caused a slight 
increase in the price paid per ton; nevertheless, owing to the 
continued strict inspection as to quality and weight, and the 
hearty co-operation of the other departments, the tonnage pur- 
chased was reduced 32,778 tons, as compared to 1913, thus saving 
to the tax payers the sum of $120,670.18. Asa further illustration 
of what has been accomplished in connection with the purchase of 
coal during the Blankenburg administration, would call your 
attention to the fact that during 1911 the city paid for 279,427 
tons, while in 1914, the total tonnage purchased was 223,316, 
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showing a decrease of 56,111 tons when compared with 1911. 
This decrease in tonnage was made without in any way affecting 
operation and, in spite of the continued general growth of the city. 


PACKING 


The system adopted in the purchase of this commodity during 
my first year in office continues to show good results, as only 
$9199.90 was expended in 1914 as against $15,360.03 during 1911, 
showing a saving of over $6000. 


LUMBER 


Keen competition and an increase in the number of bidders 
occasioned by the adoption, upon my assuming office, of new 
purchasing methods, continue to show good results as the following 
comparisons will show: 1911, $74,617.64; 1912, $45,476.28; 
1913, $39,782.22; 1914, $36,427.20. New specifications adopted, 
strict inspection, and many new bidders are responsible for saving 
more than 50 per cent. over and above the amount expended in 
1911. 


WHITE LEAD AND PAINTS 


The practical revision of this schedule after several conferences 
with paint experts, was proven to be fair and equitable, as I was 
able to maintain during 1914, the same average price paid in 1913, 
the first year of the revision. 


REFINED LEAD 


During 1914 the price paid was $4.35 per hundred pounds as 
against $5.18 per hundred pounds in 1913, showing a saving 
of 78 cents per hundred pounds. 


IRON WATER PIPE 


One dollar and eight cents per hundred pounds was paid for 
pipe during 1913, while during the past year the price was but 
$1.02 per hundred pounds. Considering that the quantity 
purchased amounted to 6,758,442 pounds, the actual saving 
was $4055.06. 
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MILK AND CREAM 
The following figures will show the quantity of milk purchased, 


average price paid per quart, and total cost for the years 
mentioned.

During the past three years, owing to the increased population 
of the different charitable institutions of the city, it was necessary 
to purchase during these three years, 444,388 quarts of milk in 
excess of the quantity purchased in 1911. If the 1911 price per 
quart had prevailed for the quantities purchased in 1914, the cost 
of the same would have been $96,667.09, as against an actual 
expenditure of $72,891.78, a difference in favor of the city. of 
$23,775.31. Many new bidders, honest competition, and the 
hearty co-operation on the part of the officials of the various 
municipal institutions enabled me to bring about the above 
results. 


FLOUR 


In spite of the extraordinary increase in the price of this com- 
modity, I was still able to purchase the same during 1914 
for one dollar less per barrel than the price paid in 1911, about 
ten cents less per barrel than paid in 1912, and at an increase of 
only 26 cents per barrel over the 1913 price. This is a very 
favorable showing as the price of 1914 is 28 cents lower than that 
paid by the United States Government, even though it purchases 
in much larger quantities. 


BEEF AND FISH 


The war in Europe materially affected the price of beef; still, the 
average price of previous years has almost been maintained up 
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to the present time. The price of fish remained almost the same 
as last year. 


DRUGS 


At the outbreak of the European war, the different institutions 
which require drugs were requested to send in requisitions far 
in excess of their immediate needs. In this way a large stock was 
laid in whenever possible, before the general advance in prices 
became effective. In some instances over 500 per cent. was saved 
on drugs, etc., by this method. 


The Department of Supplies is subdivided into three divisions, 
and to give some idea of the volume of detailed work required in 
taking care of the requirements of the departments, I shall en- 
deavor to give a synopsis of how the purchasing department of 
this great city is conducted. 


REQUISITION DIVISION 


The system of recording requisitions which was inaugurated at 
the beginning of my term of office has proven indispensable and 
has exceeded all expectations. 

Any bureau issuing a requisition can obtain information at a 
moment’s notice concerning the name of the contractor, time of 
delivery, and the complete history of the travel of the requisition 
after its receipt by this department. 

During the year 1914, this division received 13,392 requisitions, 
necessitating the issuance of 18,950 orders, covering about 197,402 
articles; as compared to 11,879 requisitions and 17,163 orders, 
covering a total of 180,000 articles, during the year 1913. 

As explained in the preceding year’s report, where articles 
are not regularly scheduled, special bids are asked for. During 
the year a total of 9000 special bids were requested, involving 
the handling of from 90,000 to 100,000 different bid blanks, as 
against 8327 special bids and about 80,000 different blanks in 
1913, despite the fact that we had in operation several schedules 
which had not previously been adopted. 
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The time of the life of a requisition has been considerably 
shortened by the installation of up-to-date mailing devices, 
uniformity in requisition blanks, etc.; in fact, except when 
unforeseen technicalities arise, or the execution of a contract is 
necessary, orders are issued in about a week’s time from the 
receipt of the requisition in this department when special bids 
are required; while on regularly scheduled articles, an order is 
issued in from one to three days. 


INSPECTION DIVISION 


This division is one of the most important in the department. 
The inspectors have become very proficient in their respective 
lines and have qualified themselves as experts in many cases. 
The attention and interest they have manifested in their duties 
have much to do with the city being guaranteed a superior quality 
of supplies and full weights and measures, when same are 
delivered. 

The proof of the above statement is the fact that we have had 
fewer rejections during the past year than we had in the two 
previous years. 

The work of revising specifications and the standardization of 
articles to meet the requirements of the different departments is a 
very extensive and difficult task. 

The coal specifications for 1915 have been revised to meet the 
approval of the chiefs of the different bureaus in such a manner 
that coal may be purchased on an economical basis and subjected 
to a chemical analysis, etc., thus insuring the proper quality and 
quantity for which we have contracted. 

After a thorough study and investigation with the chief engineers 
at the various city plants and consumers of rubber, etc., we have 
compiled the schedule for packings, rubber hose, and miscellaneous 
rubber goods of all description, which schedule will be printed and 
put on our varied lists for supplies for 1915. 

The inspection division of this department is gaining a wide and 
undisputed reputation in this and other cities for its successful 
experimental tests. | 

In many instances we have been requested for information as 
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to our methods, from different cities throughout the United States. 

In the past year, the fire hose was given the most rigid test 
ever known in the purchase of this article. In the editorials 
appearing in’a number of out-of-town magazines, as well as all 
the Philadelphia press, it was cited as the most extensive and 
fairest test on record. } 

A new system has been inaugurated by this division in the 
notification of rejections, for which printed sheets are used. The 
original is sent to the contractor who delivered the article; the 
second sheet is sent to the receiver of the goods, notifying him 
not to use the rejected article until same is replaced in accordance 
with specifications; the third is forwarded to the auditor, notifying 
him to withhold payment of this particular order; the fourth sheet 
remains as a record in the inspection division. 

Monthly and full detailed reports are forwarded to the director. 

In many instances the requisitions for articles are forwarded to 
the inspection division for the sole purpose of adding required 
specifications that are necessary for the contractor to bid intelli- 
gently on the articles requested. 

Many bids are forwarded to the inspectors after the openings 
for their opinion as to the quality and price, and in all cases, the 
price, quality, and the needs of the bureau are considered before 
a recommendation is made to the director. 

The inspection division has been greatly handicapped in its line 
of duty by the poor and inaccurate quality of scales throughout 
the city. In many cases we have had to resort to the use of private 
seales in railroads, coalyards, etc. This particularly applies to 
wagon scales. 


AUDITING DIVISION 


The new system of accounting and reporting installed during the 
year 1913, which necessitated an entire rearrangement of the 
clerical force in this important branch of the department, has 
shown its merit by the promptness with which all business was 
transacted pertaining to the payment of invoices, the keeping of 
accurate records, and the systematic performance of all of the 
functions which are essential to the success of this division. If 
the proper allotment of space could be given this division in which 
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to perform its duties, the time now required to accomplish all 
detail work could be lessened considerably. 

As an instance of the manner in which the force of this branch 
is divided, about 40 per cent. are located in the main office, while 
the other 60 per cent. are accommodated in a room used for the 
storage of the records of the department, some 200 feet distant. 
This lack of adequate office room seriously interferes with the 


maintenance of proper discipline, and the transaction of the 


greatly increasing volume of business, and could not be tolerated 
by any business house or corporation without increasing the cost 
of operation materially. | 

Statistics compiled during the year, show that the business of 
this division increased fully 10 per cent. over that of 1918. Some 
idea of the volume of business handled may be formed by careful 
consideration of the following data: 

During the year, 1413 different concerns did business with the 
department, which necessitated the keeping of 4015 separate 
accounts, covering purchases amounting to $2,826,803.69. In 
addition to this, 253 appropriation and 1587 contract accounts 
were kept, an increase of 146 over the previous year. Of the 1587 
contracts executed, 309 were for amounts of $1000 and over, and 
involved the sum of $2,157,719.66; the remaining 1278 contracts 
were in amounts under $1000, and totaled $372,518.13, or an 
average of $291.48 each. These small contracts entailed the same 
amount of detail work and attention as those for the larger 
amounts. 

Warrants to the number of 18,286 were drawn on the city 
controller, and covered the issuance of 18,950 orders, upon which 
approximately 22,000 invoices were received. 

The ‘follow up” system inaugurated in 1913, whereby all 
bureaus receiving supplies ordered through this department, are 
required to furnish in detail, information at stated intervals, why 
approved invoices are not forwarded when the time for delivery 
has expired, has produced splendid results. 

Should the information given show that delivery has not been 
made, the contractor is asked to explain his failure to comply with 
the conditions of his bid. The prediction made a year ago that 
by this system the time elapsing between the delivery of supplies, 
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and the payment of bills, if Councils appropriated sufficient money 
without delay, would be reduced to the minimum, is shown by 
the fact that at the end of the present year, the deficiency was 
only $30,865.49, as compared to $196,673.62 at the expiration of 
1918, $62,865.98 at the expiration of 1912, and $703,221.03 at 
the expiration of 1911, which latter sum we inherited upon assum- 
ing office. 

Although Councils still adhere to the piecemeal method of 
making appropriations, they appropriated a much larger sum to 
this department at the beginning of the year, than heretofore, 
thus enabling contracts to be entered into for larger amounts and 
covering longer periods than formerly, and at lower prices, also 
enabling us to take advantage of many cash discounts. 

The following is a statement of appropriations made by 
Councils to this department during the year 1914.

Dear Sir:—In compliance with the act of Assembly approved 
the first day of June, A. D. 1885, I have the honor to transmit 
the report of the Department of Law for the year 1914. 

All the varied litigation to which the city and its officials were 
parties, together with the detailed and itemized statements of 
the business transacted in all its various divisions, are herein- 
after set forth; but for the purpose of enabling you, Councils, 
and the general public quickly to grasp the character, extent 
and manner of the conduct of the city solicitor’s office, I present 
the following summary: 


MANDAMUSES 


During 1914, the amount certified for payment was $800,593.99, 
as compared with $1,468,925.90 in the preceding vear—a decrease 
of $668,331.91. Included in this sum was the payment for land 
damages, which amounted to $642,765.59, as compared with 
$1 293,730.62, the sum paid in 1913. 





ROAD BUREAU 


In the many proceedings heard before the road juries and the 
Board of Viewers, the total damages claimed amounted to 
$1,607 ,989.54, but the total amount of the awards was $847,- 
119.88, and many of these awards have been appealed to the 
Courts of Common Pleas. 

During the year there have been tried in the Courts of Com- 
mon Pleas 60 appeals from awards for land damages, change of 
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grade, etc., as compared with 44 such appeals tried during the 
year 1913, and the results in the 60 jury trials fully vindicate 
the wisdom of the appeals. 


TAX LIENS 


During the year 1914 there were filed 14,943 lens for unpaid 
taxes, 9267 of these being for the taxes for the year 1912 and 
5667 being taxes for the year 1913. The aggregate of these 
liens was $568,877. During this year 11,550 tax liens were satis- 
fied of record, and there was paid in satisfaction of these to the 
delinquent tax office $487,823. 


ACTIONS FOR PERSONAL INJURIES 


In actions against the city for personal injuries 125 jury trials 
were had. There was paid in damages in such cases during the 
year $53,117.49. 

These actions for personal injuries were almost entirely due 
to the defective conditions of the highways. 


CONVEYANCING DEPARTMENT 


During the year 23 properties were purchased by the city for 
the Parkway, all of the purchases being for that section thereof 
west of Logan Square to Fairmount Park, the consideration 
being $125,555. All of these properties (excepting three, which 
were taken under condemnation proceedings) were purchased 
at the uniform price of the assessment of 1909 plus ten per cent. 
Eight other properties were purchased by the city, in accordance 
with ordinances so directing, the consideration thereof being 
$71,195. Two hundred thirty-six deeds of dedication and re- 
leases by abutting owners for damages for the opening of streets 
were examined and approved. Thirty-six leases were prepared. 


BONDS AND CONTRACTS 


Six thousand three hundred seventy-one proposal bonds were 
prepared and filed; 2886 contracts, 1439 contract bonds, 893 
penal bonds and 233 bonds and agreements of a miscellaneous 
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character were prepared and executed; the fees received there- 
from amounting to $40,282—as compared with $33,834 received 
in 1913, an increase of $6448. 


COLLECTIONS 


The total amount received directly by the cashier’s office of the 
Law Department, and paid by it in accordance with law to 
the city treasurer, amounted to $382,686.71, an increase of 
$151,290.54 over the same character of collections for the year 
1913. 


BUILDING INSPECTION 


During the year 1914 there were 437 violations of the building 
laws reported to the Law Department for action; 19 bills in 
equity were filed and numerous actions for penalties brought 
before magistrates. Many of the violations were disposed of 
without the necessity of bringing suit—the parties being noti- 
fied that proceedings would be commenced against them unless 
the law were complied with. Effective action has been taken in 
every case reported. 


FIRE ESCAPES 


In the matter of the violation of the laws relating to fire escapes, 
there were 112 complaints, and in each case a summons was 
issued after the defendants had been notified several times to 
obey the law. These defendants have all been fined, and the 
law has since been fully complied with. 


MAGISTRATES’ CASES—VIOLATIONS OF ORDINANCES 


During the year there were reported in this department by the 
various bureaus 470 cases of violations of various ordinances 
and acts of Assembly. These included failure to comply with 
the regulations of the Department of Health, such as the main- 
tenance of pigs within the prohibited city ilmits, illegal sewer 
connections, failure to report contagious diseases, non-register- 
ing by plumbers, unlawful erection of water fixtures for tene- 
ment houses, obstructing the highways, illegal signs, violations

of the smoke ordinance, the selling of diseased meats, violations 
of house-drainage and tenement house rules, etc. Proper action 
has been taken in every case. 


SALARIES 


The total sum paid out for the salaries of the city solicitor, his 
assistants, clerks, and all other employees amounted to $136,- 
096.57—a decrease, as compared with the year 1913, of $3428.22. 

This summary therefore discloses increased receipts, greater 
volume of business, smaller mandamus payments and decreased 
cost for the carrying on of the office.

During the year 1914, 996 claims were returned for lien by the 
various bureaus and departments of the city. 

During the same period 90 claims were paid at this depart- 
ment before the time for filing liens, 906 were filed as liens in 
the Courts of Common Pleas of Philadelphia County, and the 
remaining claims were withdrawn by the department from which 
they were received, or will be filed in 1915 if not paid or other- 
wise accounted for.

During the year 1914, 14,934 tax hens were prepared, docketed 
and filed in the prothonotary’s office. Of these, 9267 filed during 
the months of January, February, March, April and May com- 
pleted the liening of delinquent taxes for the year 1912; the 
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remainder, 5667, filed during the months of October, November 
and December, liened part of the unpaid taxes for the year 1913, 
upon which the department is now working. The total amount 
of delinquent taxes for which liens were filed in 1914 was 
$568,876.26. 


Ten-Day Notices Served 


Ten-day notices of intention to issue writs of scire facias upon 
tax claims or file suggestions of default therein were served 
upon delinquent owners of properties liened in 3971 cases. 


Writs of Scire Facias Issued 


There were 3354 writs of scire facias issued during 1914. Of 
these 1084 were writs of scire facias sur claim to obtain original 
judgments upon tax liens, and 1396 were writs of scire facias 
to revive judgments previously obtained upon such lens. In 
such proceedings to revive there were also issued 874 writs of 
alias scire facias. 


Amicable Writs of Scire Facias 


Amicable writs of scire facias, either sur claim or of revival, 
were filed by agreement in 367 cases, thus lessening costs and 
obviating defects of service. 


Judgments Obtained 


Tax lien judgments were entered in favor of the city in 2108 
cases; 832 of these were original judgments, and 1276 were 
judgments of revival. These judgments amounted in all to 
$118,280.96, the original judgments amounting to $37,745.47 and 
the judgments of revival to $80,535.49. 


Revival by Suggestion of Default 


There were 3476 liens revived by filing suggestions of default, 
under the act of April 24, 1908, P. L. 194, and its amendments. 


Law Department 519 


Of these 1573 were filed in original cases upon the claim itself, 
and 1903 in cases where judgments had been previously obtained 
and needed reviving. This method of reviving is used to save 
costs in small liens. 


Rules Absolute 


No rules to strike off lens for defects of record were made ab- 
solute during 1914. A number of liens, however, were com- 
promised and settled upon payment of taxes and part of the 
interest and costs, because of defects of record, chiefly viola- 
tions in very old liens of the ruling in City vs. Heister, 142 Pa. 
39, or of discharge by sheriff sale.

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Tax Sales 


In 1914, 283 properties were prepared for tax sale. 

Of these 33 were prepared at the request of intending purchas- 
ers who deposited sufficient money to pay the cost of the sale 
and agreed to bid at the sale an amount sufficient to pay all 
taxes, costs and claims. All of the properties so prepared were 
actually sold. 

Two hundred fifty properties were prepared for sale under 
the ordinance of Councils appropriating $3000 for sheriff’s costs 
in cases where no sufficient bid was made at the sale. In 192 
cases owners of the properties, or of encumbrances thereon, paid 
the taxes and costs, thus staying the sales. Of the remaining 
58 properties actually exposed to sale, sufficient bids were 
received in 38 cases and the properties were sold. In 20 cases 
it was necessary to look to Councils’ appropriation to pay the 
sheriff’s costs for lack of satisfactory bidders. 

The amount of taxes and costs collected as a result of these 
sales, either to stay the sale and save the property, or by pay- 
ment to the sheriff in settlement of the purchase price, was 
$97,762.09. 

Of the properties so sold, 29 were cases of compromise under 
the ordinance of June 18, 1906, there being more city claims 
against the properties than they were valued at. In 21 other 
cases owners of properties came in and cleared them up under 
this ordinance. All of the properties thus cleared up under the 
ordinance of June 18, 1906, were unimproved vacant lots. 


Lien Costs Collected 
Tax hen costs amounting to $11,235.08 were collected in 1914. 
Of this $10,346.62 was collected from the prothonotary and 
$888.46 from the sheriff as judgment costs on tax sales. 


Inens Satisfied 
During 1914, 11,550 tax lens were satisfied of record by orders 
filed with the prothonotary. On account of these liens being 
kept alive and revived by this department, and many of them 
collected by our tax sales, there was received by the delinquent 
tax office the sum of $487,823.

There were examined at Orphans Court audits 2410 accounts 
and searches made for taxes and water rents. It was not found 
necessary to present a single claim for delinquent taxes or water 
rents at Orphans Courts audits. 

In addition to the collection made as above, there was paid 
into the tax office direct, in order to effect quick settlement in 
matters in which this office had presented claims to the sheriff, 
48 orders being issued by this department withdrawing said 
claims, $5472.82. 


BUILDING INSPECTION 


During the year ending December 31, 1914, there were 437 vio- 
lations of the building laws referred to the Law Department for 
action, many of which were disposed of without the necessity 
of bringing suit. The parties interested were notified that pro- 
ceedings would be commenced against them unless the law were 
complied with, and in many cases an agreement was reached by 
which they agreed to obey the orders of the building inspectors. 

Nineteen bills in equity were filed during the year and 
numerous actions for penalties provided by ordinances and the 
act of May 5, 1899, were brought before magistrates. A ma- 
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jority of these cases were to compel the removal of kitchens, 
sheds, bulk windows, out-houses and other structures composed 
of wood, erected and constructed in violation of the ordinance 
of March 28, 1894. Only those cases were referred to the depart- 
ment for action in which the owners neglected or refused to obey 
the orders of the building inspectors to make the buildings con- 
form to the building laws and the ordinances of Councils, and 
in almost every case the proceedings were successful. 

A number of bills in equity were filed and actions brought to 
compel owners to remove dangerous structures, and in many 
instances fines were collected for the violation of the various 
acts of Assembly and city ordinances. 

The most important cases were: 


City of Philadelphia vs. Emelia Lowande, C. P. No. 5, March Term 
1914, No. 3537. This was an action to compel the removal of a 
dangerous building situate 1654 Foulkrod Street. Building Inspector 
William S. Cox inspected the said building and found it in a dangerous 
condition and liable to collapse at any time. The Chief of the Bureau 
of Building Inspection ordered the building taken down. Notice was 
served upon Emelia Lowande to remove said building within five days, 
in accordance with the provisions of the act of May 5, 1899. No 
attention was paid to the order of the inspector. A petition was filed 
on the 21st day of April, 1914, praying the court to make an order 
commanding the said Emelia Lowande to take down, or cause to be 
taken down, the said dangerous building complained of within five 
days, or show cause why the same should not be done. The order of 
the court not being complied with, a further petition was presented 
asking for an order directing the sheriff to remove the said building. 
under the supervision of the building inspector in charge of the district. 


The following proceedings presented almost the same features 
as the proceedings above set forth, and in each instance the 
sheriff was required to remove the dangerous structure under 
the supervision of the building inspector in charge of the district.

FIRE MARSHAL 


During the year there were 112 violations of the laws relating 
to fire escapes and in each case a summons under the provisions 
of the ordinance of February 24, 1911, was issued. At the hear- 
ings of the cases, costs were imposed in all of them, and the fire 
escapes erected or the use of the building so changed as to 
obviate the necessity of the fire escapes. 


MAGISTRATES’ CASES 
VIOLATION OF ORDINANCES, ETC. 


During the year there were reported to this department for 
prosecution 470 cases of violations of the various ordinances and 
acts of Assembly, as follows: 

Illegal plumbing carried on by non-registered plumbers, 17 
cases, in which the penalty and costs were imposed in each case. 

There were five pigsties outside of the limits prescribed by 
the ordinance, and all were removed. 

Violation of the smoke ordinances, 45. In the majority of the 
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cases the nuisance was abated. In 12 cases the costs and 
penalty were imposed and the cases appealed still pending. 

Dangerous areaways, five, in which the areaways were cov- 
ered up and the nuisance abated. 

One claim for $24 for wharfage at the municipal pier. Judg- 
ment was obtained, executions issued and returned nulla bona. 

Allowing dirt to run from vacant lot on to the sidewalk, one 
case. The nuisance was abated by fencing in the lot. 

Violation of the act of Assembly in cleaning wells without a 
license, one case, a suit on a bond for failure to take out the 
necessary permits for cleaning cesspools. ‘The amount of the 
bond of $205 was recovered. 

There were three violations of the act prohibiting the selling 
of diseased meats, and the defendants were held under bail for 
court and the penalty imposed. 

Obstructing the highways with barrels, boxes, etc., 54 cases, 
and the penalty and costs imposed in each case. 

There were 20 delinquent boiler inspection bills sent to this 
department for collection, and the sum of $109.05 collected. 

There were three claims of the Water Bureau for work and 
labor and materials furnished, amounting to $341.20, and this 
sum was collected. 

There were 60 prosecutions brought for violation of the snow 
ordinance, and the sum of $300 collected. 

Violation of the rules of health pertaining to the maintain- 
ance of manure pits, one case, and the penalty of $20 costs 
imposed. | 

There was one case of mixing mortar in the street without the 
proper precautions, and a penalty of $20 and costs imposed. 

There were 17 violations of building material permits, and 
costs and penalty imposed in each case. 

There was one case of selling milk without a license, and 
penalty and costs imposed. 

Failure to repair sidewalk, one case. Upon notification from 
this department sidewalk was repaired. 

Illegal stands on the sidewalks, 35 cases. All were removed 
without the necessity of bringing suit. 

There were three violations of the rules of the Bureau of 
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Health in not reporting contagious diseases, and a penalty and 
costs imposed in each case. 

A claim for $101.26 for cleaning cesspools was sent to this 
department and collected. 

Illegal awnings, 20 cases, all of which were removed without 
the necessity of bringing suit. 

Dangerous cellar doors, seven cases, all of which were repaired 
without the necessity of bringing suit. 

There were four cases of violation of the house drainage rules, 
and the penalty and costs in each case imposed. 

Slaughtering chickens without a license, six cases. The 
defendants were held in $3800 bail each for court and subse- 
quently fined. 

There were 11 cases of illegal signs, seven of which were 
removed and four cases are now pending in the courts. 

Operating boiler without a license, two cases. Both defend- 
ants were held under $500 bail for court, still pending. 

There was one case of illegal foot scrapers, which were 
removed on notice from this Department. 

Failure to repair water boxes on the highways, 13. All re- 
paired on notice from this department. 

There were six cases to replace vent box tops, and all replaced 
upon notice from this department. 

There were 40 cases for failure to install the necessary water 
supply prescribed by the act of June 7, 1911, and upon notice 
from this department the necessary fixtures were installed in 
each case. 

There were 79 cases of violating the rules of the tenement 
house division in carrying on a tenement house without being 
licensed, and defendants all held under bail for court. 


ACCIDENT CASES 


There have been received from the Department of Public Safety 
2385 police reports of accidents during the year 1914, which 
are transmitted daily to this department. They are noted and 
filed away, and all those having any possible bearing upon the 
city’s rights are indexed and accessible at all times for the pur- 
pose of this department. In the great majority of these reports 
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of accidents there is no ensuing litigation, as the reports cover, 
in many cases, the most trivial accidents, which are not deemed 
of any importance by the injured person. 

There have been 132 writs of trespass issued against the city 
during the current year, in which cases correspondence has been 
had with the various departments and bureaus which have cog- 
nizance of the facts necessary In preparing a defence. 

During the current year a large proportion of these cases has 
been taken away from the Common Pleas Courts by reason of 
the institution of the Municipal Court, which means that the 
‘aggregate amount of claims arising out of accidents is per- 
ceptibly less than in anv former year, and the amounts recovered 
are less.

On June 29, 1912, Daniel McFadden, then 
employed as a laborer by the City of Philadelphia at the Queen Lane 
Pumping Station, was killed by reason of alleged defects in the 
elevator at the aforesaid pumping station. Damages claimed 
$20,000. February 9, 1914, jury called; February 10, 1914, verdict 
for plaintiff $5000. Motions for a new trial and judgment n. o. v. 
were argued and dismissed. An appeal is now pending in the 
Supreme Court as of January Term 1914, No. 140. 


Eleanor McClain vs. City, C. P. No. 1, June Term 1912, No. 857. 


Trespass for personal injuries sustained by Eleanor McClain on 
September 9, 1911, by falling in a hole on the east side of EKighth

called; verdict for husband $50, for wife $65. Verdicts paid and 
judgments satisfied March 19, 1914.

Trespass for personal injuries sustained by plaintiff on July 20, 1908, 
by stepping into hole in the highway at the northeast corner Fifty- 
second and Market Streets.

Verdict paid and 
judgment satisfied March 11, 1914.

Trespass for personal injuries to Bertha Meyerwitz sustained 
February 12, 1912, by falling on icy pavement at 2364 Germantown 
Avenue. Damages claimed $11,000. March 6, 1914, jury called;

Trespass by plaintiff for the killing of his horse on June 1, 1912, 
when the horse fell in hole at Front and Girard Avenue. Damages 
claimed $350.

Jane McCarthy vs. City, C. P. No. 1, December Term 1911,

Trespass for death of John J. McCarthy, husband of plaintiff,

Plaintiff claimed $6000 damages for the deposits, etc., emptied on his 
land. On November 19, 1913, verdict for plaintiff $500. Plaintiff 
moved for a new trial, and the defendant moved for judgment n.o.v. 
The court dismissed defendant’s motion for judgment n.o.v. and 
discharged plaintiff’s rule for a new trial. Judgment was entered on 
the verdict.

On November 26, 1913, verdict for plaintiff 
$250. Plaintiff moved for a new trial, and the defendant moved 
for judgment n. o. v. The court dismissed defendant’s motion for 
judgment n. o. v. and discharged plaintiff’s rule for a new trial.

The city moved for a new trial and for 
judgment n. o. v., and the court in bane entered judgment in favor of 
the city upon the ground that the car in which the plaintiff was riding, 
although being driven by another person, was violating the park rule 
and the act of 1868, which prohibited riding or driving in the park at 
a speed greater than seven miles an hour. From this judgment the 
plaintiff has appealed to the Supreme Court, as of January Term 
1914, No. 349. This appeal has not yet been argued. 


Catharine Mallady vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1913, No.

This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for 
personal injuries sustained by plaintiff stepping into a hole at the 
intersection of Braddock and Huntingdon Streets on May 29, 1912, 
and sustaining injuries to various parts of her body. At the trial 
of this case on January 13, 1914, a verdict was rendered in favor 
of the plaintiff in the sum of $350; which was paid. 


Frederick Kauffman vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 
1912, No. 4682. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $500 for injuries to 
a horse and wagon belonging to plaintiff, by reason of same going into 
a hole in the highway of Girard Avenue west of Thirty-first Street on 
June 5, 1912. At the trial of this case on January 13, 1914, a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff was rendered for $125, which sum was paid. 


Julia Rush vs. City, C. P. No.2, June Term 19138, No. 1837. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $500 for personal 
injuries sustained by plaintiff falling into’ a hole at the intersection 
of Twenty-fourth and Catharine Streets on May 12, 1913. She 
suffered painful injuries. At the trial of this case on January 16, 
1914, a verdict was rendered in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of 
$225, which verdict was paid. 
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Margaret Fitzgerald vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1913, 
No. 3697. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for in- 
juries sustained by plaintiff by falling in a defective hole in the 
pavement at Swanson Street and Grays Ferry Road, at the inter- 
section of Bainbridge Street on September 27, 1911, thereby sustain- 
ing serious and permanent injuries to her body. At the trial of this 
case on January 22, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff was 
rendered in the sum of $500; which amount was paid. 


Anna Muhlbach vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1912, 
No. 748. 
This was an action brought to recover the sum of $20,000 for the 
death of plaintiff's husband, Charles G. Muhlbach, who was killed 
by falling from an electric pole upon which he was working under the 
supervision of the Electrical Bureau at Broad and Clearfield Streets, 
on June 22, 1912. At the trial of this case on January 22, 1914, a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff was rendered in the sum of $5000, 
which, after motion for a new trial had been dismissed, was paid. 


Clawson Coles vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1912, 
No, 3192. 


In this case a judgment of Non Pros was taken on January 24, 1914, 
by reason of the plaintiff’s failure to file a Statement. 


Daniel O. Hitner, Sr., vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 
1912, No. 1186. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for 
personal injuries sustained by plaintiff slipping on ice in front of 
premises 32 East Walnut Lane on January 29, 1911, causing serious 
and painful injuries. At the trial of this case on January 19, 1914, a 
verdict in favor of the defendant was rendered. 


Frank Reich vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1912, No. 
3102. 


On January 24, 1914, judgment of Non Pros was entered. 
Sergeant P. Martin vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 1913, 
No. 3731. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $100 for injuries 
to plaintiff’s automobile on Cottman Street near Bustleton Pike on 
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November 16, 1912. At the trial of this case on February 24, 1914, 
a verdict in the sum of $150 was rendered for the plaintiff; which ver- 
dict was paid. 


Anna Farnwalt vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 1913, 
No. 3678. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $5000 for personal 
injuries received by plaintiff while crossing at the intersection of 
Girard Avenue and Parkside Avenue on July 25, 1913, causing serious 
and painful injuries. At the trial of this case on February 25, 1914, a 
verdict in the sum of $650 was rendered in favor of the plaintiff; 
which verdict was paid. 


Harry B. Thompson et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 
1908, No. 586. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $35,000 for 
injuries sustained by Myrtle Thompson, wife of the plaintiff, by 
reason of falling in a hole in the sidewalk of Melville Street at the 
intersection of Linmore Avenue on November 14, 1906. At the trial 
of this case on February 16, 1914, a verdict in favor of the defendant 
was rendered. 


Teresa K. Arnold vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 1912, 
No. 4610. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $5000 for personal injuries 
sustained by plaintiff falling into a hole in the sidewalk in front of 
premises 142 South Fifty-third Street on October 19, 1912. At the 
trial of this case on February 25, 1914, the jury disagreed. 


Haroutune M. Shahinian vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 
ISIS Nomis s2m 


This was an action to recover the sum of $7150 for personal injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff on George’s Hill, Fairmount Park, caused by 
the collapse of a pavilion on August 10, 19138. At the trial of this 
case on March 12, 1913, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum 
of two hundred dollars ($200) was rendered; which was paid. 


John J. Shankland vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1913, No. 
5631. 


This action was brought to recover the sum of $15,000 for personal 
injuries sustained by the plaintiff by reason of being thrown from a 
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wagon on Twenty-fifth Street north of Diamond Street on June 27, 
1913. At the trial of this case, on March 31, 1914, a verdict in favor 
of the plaintiff in the sum of $550 was rendered, which was paid. 


Mildred L. O’Drain vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1913, 
No. 3448. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $15,000 for per- 
sonal injuries sustained by the plaintiff on September 27, 1911, by 
reason of falling into a hole at the approach of a bridge over the 
Pennsylvania Railroad tracks at Sixty-second Street and Woodland 
Avenue, causing painful and serious injuries. At the trial of this 
ease on April 13, 1914, a verdict in the sum of $6000 was rendered in 
favor of the plaintiff. A motion for a new trial was taken by the 
defendant. The court refused the motion but reduced the verdict 
to $5000, and the verdict was then paid. 


John F. Lex vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 1895, No. 716. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $3000 for injuries 
to property belonging to plaintiff at No. 418 North Twenty-second 
Street, caused by defendant blasting and excavating for sewer 
trenches in September, 1894. On April 21, 1914, a non-suit was 
entered by the court. 


David H. C. Warren vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1910, 
No. 5455. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $25,000 for injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff arising out of the fall of a building at 
Eleventh and Market Streets on the fifteenth day of July, 1909. It 
is alleged that some of the falling debris struck the plaintiff and 
caused serious and painful permanent injuries. At the trial of this 
case, on April 28, 1914, a verdict in the sum of $50 was rendered in 
favor of the plaintiff; which sum was paid. 


Albert Schwartz et al vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1908, 
No. 4305. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $12,000 for injuries 
sustained by plaintiff, caused by tripping over a hole in front of 
premises 881 North Darien Street on July 15, 1908, causing severe 
injuries to various parts of the body. At the trial of this case, on 
May 11, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff was rendered in the 
sum of $360; which verdict was paid. 
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William Schwartz vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1918, 
No. 1494. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $5000 for injuries 
sustained by plaintiff being thrown from a wagon, caused by a hole 
in the highway at the intersection of Twenty-fifth and Aspen Streets, 
on November 3, 1913. He sustained a fractured leg and foot and 
other injuries. The case was tried on May 11, 1914, and resulted in 
a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $200, which was paid. 


Mary Kilkenny vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1908, 
No. 1971. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $500 for injuries 
sustained by plaintiff. The case was settled for $30.00. 


William Tracy vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1905, 
No. 2451. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $15,000 for injuries 
sustained by plaintiff caused by falling over an iron pipe at the inter- 
section of Vincent Street and State Road on the 22d day of December, 
1905. At the trial of this case on May 11, 1914, a non-suit was 
granted. 


James Mealey vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1912, 
No. 5060. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for per- 
sonal injuries to plaintiff, by reason of plaintiff being thrown from a 
truck caused by a hole in the highway of Clearfield Street at the 
intersection of Thirteenth, on January 20, 1913. It is alleged that 
the plaintiff suffered a broken hip and injuries to his back, legs and 
stomach. At the trial on May 11, 1914, a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff was rendered in the sum of $300; which amount was paid. 


Agnes Black vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1913, No. 1530. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $25,000 for the 
death of her husband, William Black, caused by a hole in the highway 
at the intersection of Second and Walnut Streets into which a wagon 
driven by the plaintiff fell, throwing him to the ground and the 
wheels of the wagon passing over him, crushing him to death. At 
the trial of this case on May 12, 1914, a verdict in the sum of $9000 
was rendered in favor of the plaintiff. A motion for a new trial was 
filed by the defendant, which motion the court refused but reduced 
the verdict of $9000 to $6000, and this amount was paid. 
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John Gillies vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1913, No. 3442. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $430 for injuries 
to a horse owned by plaintiff, by reason of said horse stepping into a 
large hole in the roadbed of Germantown Avenue near Willow Grove 
Avenue, on February 10, 1912, causing the plaintiff the loss of the 
services of his horse for several weeks. A verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff in the sum of $150 was rendered, which amount was paid. 


Julius Haustein et al vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1914, 
No. 381. 


This was a suit to recover the sum of $150 for injuries to 
plaintiff’s horse caused by said horse stepping into a hole at the in- 
tersection of Twelfth and Poplar Streets on February 23, 1912, 
causing injuries to said horse which resulted in his death. At the 
trial of this case on May 13, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff 
in the sum of $100 was rendered, which was paid. 


William J. Steutz vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1913, 
No. 5134. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for per- 
sonal injuries sustained by plaintiff tripping and falling over a cable 
at Coral and Amber Streets on January 7, 1914, causing plaintiff to 
be bruised about his hips and legs. On May 14, 1914, the jury 
rendered a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for $400, and this verdict 
was paid. 


Charles Bradley vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1912, No. 
4621. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $8000 for personal 
injuries sustained by plaintiff, caused by a hole in the sidewalk in 
front of premises No. 3132 Richmond Street on November 24, 1911, 
by reason of which accident plaintiff suffered and will continue to 
suffer severe and painful injuries to his body. At the trial of this case 
on May 21, 1914, the jury rendered a verdict in favor of the plaintiff 
in the sum of $250, which verdict was paid. 


Harry B. Shafer and Mary Shafer, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 2, 
March Term 1913, No. 3447. 


This was an action brought to recover $20,000 damages by reason of 
personal injuries to the said Mary Shafer when she fell upon a cement 
automobile driveway at Thirty-fifth and Mt. Vernon Streets on 
November 12, 1912, whereby she sustained a severe fracture of her 
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left feg at or above the knee and was otherwise greatly bruised, in- 
jured and disabled. This case was tried twice. At the first trial, on 
October 20, 1913, the court granted a non-suit which it subsequently 
took off and granted a new trial to plaintiff. At the retrial of this 
case on June 22, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of 
$725 was rendered. From this verdict, the defendant, the City of 
Philadelphia, appealed to the Superior Court. The case has been 
argued and is still pending. 


Mary Rafferty vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 1913, 
No. 3865. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $10,000 for personal 
injuries alleged to have been sustained by the plaintiff who fell into 
a hole in front of premises 1301 North Fiftieth Street, and sustained 
contusions of the right shoulder, chest and abdomen and a sprain of 
the right ankle. At the trial of this case on June 17, 1914, a verdict 
of $850 was rendered in favor of the plaintiff; which sum was paid. 


Emilie K. Lehman vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1914, No. 
2205. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $1550 for injuries to an 
automobile owned by plaintiff occasioned by said automobile going 
into a hole on Sixty-third Street near Nassau on August 18, 1912. 
This case was tried on June 22, 1914, and a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff in the sum of $387.50 was rendered; which verdict was paid. 


Charles J. Ditlew vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1912, 
No. 4414. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $10,000 for personal 
injuries sustained by reason of a taxicab in which the plaintiff was 
riding with two other occupants striking a large pile of stones and 
building material which had been permitted to remain upon the 
highway of Walnut Street near Sixtieth Street, without any signal 
lights. The case of Harry Diehl vs. City, in which a verdict of 
$1600 was rendered in favor of the plaintiff, arose out of the same 
accident. The negligence of the city having been proven in the Diehl 
case, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff, Charles J. Ditlew, in the sum 
of $500 was taken by agreement of counsel. 


Cornelius J. Mohan vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1912, 
No. 4415. 


This case is similar to the cases of Diehl and Ditlew vs. City, and 
arises out of the same accident. The damages claimed in this case 
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were $10,000, and the plaintiff alleges that he received severe injuries 
to various parts of his body. This case was settled by agreement of 
counsel by a verdict of $1250 being taken in favor of the plaintiff, 
Cornelius J. Mohan, on July 1, 1914. 


Annie Edwards vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 1908, 
No. 1775. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $5000 for injuries 
sustained by plaintiff by reason of a hole in the pavement at the 
northwest corner of Third and Wolf Streets, into which plaintiff fell 
on October 8, 1907, causing severe injuries to the leg and back. At 
the trial of this case on October 18, 1918, a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff in the sum of $450 was rendered, which was paid. 


Sophia Rockman vs. City, C. P. No. 3, March Term 1907, 
No. 2068. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $800 for damages 
done to property owned by the plaintiff on Lehigh Avenue west of 
Twenty-eighth Street, by reason of a water main bursting on Decem- 
ber 24, 1906. At the trial of this case on October 6, 1914, a verdict in, 
favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $350 was taken by agreement. 


Merchant and Evans Company vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March 
Term 1914, No. 346. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $929.51, for 
damages to an auto truck belonging to the plaintiff company, caused 
by the caving in of a sewer on Thompson Street west of Eighth Street 
on September 18, 1913. The plaintiff having proven the damages 
sustained and the city being liable a verdict of $700 was entered by 
agreement. 


Joseph P. Earnest vs. City, C. P. No. 2, December Term 1913, 
No. 4071. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $5000 for injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff caused by a hole in the highway at the 
southeast corner of Twelfth and Lombard Streets on January 14, 
1914, into which he stepped causing injuries to his body. At the trial 
of this case, on October 28, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in, 
the sum of $50 was rendered. 
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William H. Cooper vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1910, 
No. 4850. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $500 for injuries 
sustained by plaintiff’s horse caused by said horse stepping into a hole 
in the highway of Fourth Street near Gaskill Street, by reason whereof 
the horse had to be killed. A verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the 
sum of $150 was entered on October 29, 1914. 


Winifred Duffy vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1914, No. 2556. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $5000 for injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff when he fell into a hole in the sidewalk on 
the south side of ‘‘B”’ Street near Gurney Street, causing plaintiff to 
suffer a fractured wrist and left arm. At the trial of this case on 
November 9, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of 
$325 was rendered. A motion for a new trial on behalf of the plaintiff 
was taken, which motion was dismissed and by order of Court the 
verdict was increased to $600. 


Jane Campbell vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1914, No. 2095. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $500 for injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff, caused by her stepping into a hole in the 
highway of Front Street north of Lehigh Avenue on December 19, 
1912, causing injuries to her right knee and arm. At the trial 
of this case on November 12, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff- 
in the sum of $350 was rendered. 


Joseph J. Schlosbon vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1914, 
No. 2253. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $500 for damage 
sustained to the plaintiff’s auto truck caused by a defective highway 
on Rising Sun- Avenue north of Tabor Road on January 30, 1914. 
At the trial of this case on November 19, 1914, a verdict in the sum of 
$300 in favor of the plaintiff was rendered, and the verdict paid. 


Ellen McNamee vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1914, No. 2715. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for 
injuries sustained by the plaintiff caused by a fall upon a slippery 
sidewalk on Poplar Street between Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth on 

* January 7, 1914, whereby plaintiff sustained broken limbs and other 
injuries to her body. This case was tried on November 17, 1914, 
and a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $800 was rendered. 
A motion for judgment n. 0. v. was taken, which motion is still pending. 
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Thomas Montgomery and Elsie, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 2, 
June Term 1914, No. 2261. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for in- 
juries sustained by the plaintiff’s wife caused by the giving way of a 
cellar door in front of premises 3937 Lancaster Avenue on December 
6, 1912. This case was listed for trial on November 16, 1914, at 
which time the plaintiffs asked for a discontinuance. of the suit. 


Fanny H. Coleman vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1907, 
No. 2518. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $500 for damage 
done to the plaintiff’s property situated on Lehigh Avenue east of 
Twenty-ninth Street, caused by the bursting of a water main on 
December 25, 1906. <A verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of 
$200 was taken on November 19, 1914, and the amount of the verdict 
paid. 


William McKnight and Laura Mabel, his wife, vs. City, C. P. 
No. 2, June Term 1909, No. 1036. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $15,000 for in- 
juries sustained by Mabel McKnight caused by stepping into a hole 
in the highway of Penrose Ferry Road at the intersection of Magazine 
or Beggartown Lane, while alighting from a trolley car on October 17, 
1908. She received severe injuries to her leg, ankle and hips. This 
case was listed for trial on December 15, 1914, and at the request 
of counsel for the plaintiff the suit was marked discontinuted. 


James Brown vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1913, No. 1551. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $10,000 for in- 
juries sustained by the plaintiff, caused by plaintiff being thrown from 
a wagon on Lombard Street west of Thirteenth, which passed over his 
body breaking his left leg. At the trial of this case on December 16, 
1914, a verdict was rendered in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $500. 
A motion for a new trial on behalf of the defendant was filed and is 
still pending. 


Pietro Gianvantorio vs. City, C. P. No. 2, June Term. 1912, 
No. 54386. 
This was an action brought to recover the sum of $25,000 for in- 


juries sustained by the plaintiff being thrown from a wagon which he 
was driving on the highway in front of premises 429 Montrose Street, 
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by reason of a rut in the street, on August 15, 1912. He sustained 
permanent injuries to his body. This case was listed for trial on 
December 17, 1914, and at the request of the attorney for the plaintiff 
was discontinued. 


Alice McKenna vs. City, C. P. No. 2, September Term 1911, 
No. 4275. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $5000 for in- 
juries sustained by plaintiff, caused by tripping over a wire which the 
city had permitted to lay across sidewalk on Parkside Avenue between 
Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth Streets, on August 11, 1911. At the 
trial of this case on December 17, 1914, a verdict in the sum of $50 
was rendered for the plaintiff; which verdict was paid. 


Alfred Lewis Ward vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1914, 
No. 266. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $198 for 
damage done to plaintiff’s property caused by a fire in the cellar of 
the plaintiff’s home at 2119 Spruce Street, arising out of the negligence 
of an employee of the Bureau of Water on January 2, 1914. At the 
trial of this case on December 31, 1914, a verdict in the sum of $100 
was rendered in favor of the plaintiff; which verdict was paid. 


Elmer James Edgar, by his father and next friend James Edgar 
and the said James Edgar, in his own right, vs. City, C. P. No. 3, 
December Term 1908, No. 715. 


This was an action brought to recover the sum of $7500 damages 
for injuries sustained by Elmer James Edgar, who was a minor, by a 
fall into a hole that had been dug for the purpose of installing a 
water box at the intersection of Lex and Parrish Streets, on June 2, 
1908. It is alleged that he sustained a broken arm and other serious 
injuries. A verdict for $200 in favor of the plaintiff was taken by 
agreement on January 12, 1914. 


Michael Feenane vs. City, C. P. No. 3, June Term 1910, No. 
4732. 


This was an action brought by Michael Feenane to recover $3000 
damages for injuries sustained by his property by reason of a change 
of grade of Haverford Avenue between Sixty-seventh and Sixty-eighth 
Streets. The case was tried January 14, 1914, and resulted in a non- 
suit which the Court refused to take off. 
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Rosanna Gallagher vs. City, C. P. No. 3, June Term 1910, No. 
5063. 


This was an action similar to that of Michael Feenane, above, and 
resulted in a non-suit on January 14, 1913. 


Reuben Ranson vs. City, C. P. No. 3, December Term 1910, 
No. 2456. 


This was an action brought to recover $5000 damages for injuries 
sustained by the plaintiff by falling on a defective sidewalk in front 
of premises 1311 Olive Steet. The case had been on the list for 
trial a number of times and a non-suit was entered, with the consent 
of plaintiff’s attorney, because of the non-appearance of the plaintiff 
on January 14, 1914. 


Annie Hughes, by her father and next friend John Hughes, and 
John Hughes in his own behalf, vs. City, C. P. No. 3, June Term 
1910, No. 544. 


This was an action to recover $15,000 damages for injuries sustained 
by Annie Hughes, the minor child of John Hughes, who stepped upon 
a defective inlet covering at the intersection of Fifth and .Cantrell 
Streets and received injuries to her leg, knee and thigh, and suffered 
severe internal injuries. A verdict was rendered for Annie Hughes 
in the sum of $25 and for John Hughes in the sum of $24 on 
January 20, 1914. 


Walter Campbell vs. City, C. P. No. 3, March Term 1913, No. 
4303. 


This was an action to recover $10,000 damages for injuries sus- 
tained by plaintiff, while driving along Girard Avenue, the foot of 
his horse went into a hole in the street and the plaintiff was dragged 
from his seat to the ground beneath the horse’s feet and severely 
injured. At the trial of this case on April 13, 1914, a non-suit was 
entered. 


Michael McManus vs. City, C. P. No. 3, September Term 1900, 
No. 444. 


This was an action to recover a balance alleged to be due on the 
contract for constructing the stone bridge over the Wissahickon 
during the year 1896. The case was called for trial on February 2d, 
and a non-suit was entered. 
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Mary Hopkins vs. City, C. P. No. 3, December Term 1911, 
No. 1918. 


This was an action to recover $10,000 damages. Plaintiff alleged 
that while crossing Sansom Street at Seventh on November 28, 1911, 
she stepped into a hole and sustained a fractured knee-cap. The 
case was tried on February 9 and resulted in a verdict for the plaintiff 
in the sum of $1200 which, after motion for new trial had been 
discharged, was paid. 


Annie Finley and James Finley vs. City, C. P. No. 3, June Term, 
No. 2717. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $20,000, because of injuries 
sustained by Annie Finley on a defective pavement at State Road 
near Princeton Avenue. Her left leg was fractured and she was other- 
wise injured. The case was called for trial on March 11 and 12, and 
resulted in a non-suit. 


Louis Siegel vs. City, C. P. No. 3, June Term:-1912, No. 2716. 


Plaintiff brings suit to recover $15,000 damages for injuries alleged 
to have been received on a defective pavement in front of premises 
335 South Fourth Street. His right leg was fractured and he sus- 
tained other injuries. At a former trial of this case a non-suit was 
entered which the court subsequently set aside; and at the trial of 
the case on March 18 and 19 the jury rendered a verdict for the 
defendant. 


City of Philadelphia vs. E. 8. Carlin, C. P. No. 3, June Term 
1911,“No. 3665. 


This was an action brought by the City of Philadelphia against 
E. 8. Carlin, a property owner, to recover the amount of a verdict 
rendered against the city in an action by Alfred B. Tucker for injuries 
sustained on a defective sidewalk in front of the property of E. 8. 
Carlin at the corner of Germantown Avenue and Hunting Park 
Avenue. Mr. Carlin on October 13, 1914, paid $1500 to the city in 
settlement of this action. 


Philip A. Knapp and Helen C. Knapp vs. City, C. P. No. 3, 
March Term 1913, No. 4195. 


This was an action to recover $10,000 damages for injuries received 
by Helen C. Knapp, wife of Philip A. Knapp, by reason of a fall in 
front of premises at the northeast corner Nineteenth and Vineyard 
Streets. . Plaintiffs alleged that she sustained a fractured patella, 
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or knee-cap. At the trial of the case on October 19, a verdict was 
rendered in favor of husband for $38.50 and the wife for $11.50. 
Plaintiffs made a motion for a new trial which was granted. 


Mary A. Dixie vs. City, C. P. No. 3, December Term 1912, 
No. 1467. 


This was an action to recover $10,000 damages for injuries sustained 
by Mary A. Dixie, who fell in a trench in front of premises 6211 Grays 
Avenue, sustaining injuries to her spine, stomach and ankle. At the 
trial of this case on October 22, 1914, a non-suit was entered. 


Elizabeth G. Shelley and Frank Shelley vs. City, C. P. No. 3, 
December Term 1913, No. 1593. 


This was an action to recover $12,500 for damages sustained by 
Elizabeth G. Shelley, wife of Frank Shelley, who fell on a defective 
sidewalk in front of premises 1921 East Clementine Street, by reason 
of which she sustained a chronic synovitis of the knee-joint. On 
November 16, the husband recovered a verdict of $100 and the 
wife $700. 


Charles E. Coffer, in his own right, and Sarah Coffer, his wife, 
vs. City, C. P. No. 3, December Term 1913, No. 3680. 


This was an action to recover $8000 damages for injuries sustained 
by Sarah Coffer, wife of Charles E. Coffer, on a defective pavement 
in front of premises 1155 South Eighteenth Street. Her knee-cap 
was broken and she was otherwise injured. At the trial of the case 
on November 20, a verdict was rendered in favor of the husband in 
the sum of $500 and the wife $250. 


City vs. Louisa Hartman et al., C. P. No. 3, June Term 1913, 
No. 2596. 
This was a suit to recover over against a property owner the amount 
of a verdict, reduced to $2500, paid in the case of Mattie V. Walton 
vs. City of Philadelphia, in Common Pleas No. 4. A verdict was 
taken on March 19, 1914, against the defendants, and in favor of 
the city, by agreement for the sum of $1250. This verdict has 
been collected by the city. 


Wilhelmina Streb and Charles Streb vs. City, C. P. No. 4, | 
December Term 1911, No. 2172. 


The plaintiffs claimed damages for a broken leg and other injuries 
sustained by the female plaintiff on November 7, 1911, because of a 
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defective condition of the foot crossing in the bed of Cherry Street, 
at the intersection of Fifty-eighth Street. The case was tried on 
January 22 and 23, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of 
Wilhelmina Streb of $700 and in favor of Charles Streb for $300. 
A remittitur for $100 was filed by the plaintiffs, and the verdict 
as thus reduced was paid. 


Theodore Waldorf vs. City, C. P. No. 4, March Term 1913, 
No. 4424. 


This was a claim by the plaintiff for injury to his horse caused by a 
defective condition of the bed of Twenty-seventh Street, north of 
Susquehanna Avenue, on August 17, 1912. The case was tried on 
March 12, 1914. The jury returned a verdict in favor of the plaintiff 
for $121. The city filed a motion for a new trial and a motion for 
judgment n. o. v. Both motions were dismissed, and the verdict 
was paid. 


Walsh vs. City, C. P. No. 4, March Term 1913, No. 4846. 


This was a claim by the plaintiffs against the city for $500 for 
damage and injury done to the property of the plaintiffs, No. 34 
South Second Street, because of a leak from a defective city sewer 
in the bed of Strawberry Street in the rear of 34 South Second Street. 
The case was tried on March 17, 1914, and the jury returned a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiffs for $42. This verdict was so small that no 
motions were filed to disturb it. 


Frederick Belli vs. City, C. P. No. 4, June Term 1912, No. 3297. 


The plaintiff here claimed $10,000 for personal injuries sustained 
by him as a result of being thrown from his wagon because of a 
defective condition of the cartway on the north side of Columbia 
Avenue, west of Broad Street, on December 7, 1910. The city had no 
defence as to the defective condition of the street, and, accordingly, 
on March 17, 1914, agreed to a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for the 
sum of $50, which verdict was paid. 


John B. McLoughlin vs. City, C. P. No. 4, March Term 1918, 
No. 4835. 


The plaintiff claimed damages for personal injuries sustained by 
him on April 8, 1912, because, as he claimed, of a defective condition 
of the sidewalk of the north side of York Street, west of Twenty-sixth 
Street. The city was not able to offer any testimony in this case, 
and the same was submitted to the jury on the testimony of the 
plaintiff and his witnesses. The jury returned a verdict in favor of 
the defendant. 
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Tilhe Righter vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 1910, No. 
4522. 


The plaintiff claimed $10,000 damages for a permanent injury to 
her foot which she claimed she sustained on November 28, 1910, 
because of defective condition of the sidewalk on the north side of 
South Street, east of Broad Street. The case was tried on March 20, 
1914, and the jury returned a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for the 
sum of $700. The city filed a motion for judgment n. o. v. and a 
motion for a new trial. Both motions were dismissed and the city 
appealed to the Superior Court. Notice to come in and defend had 
been served on the owner of the property in front of which the 
accident happened. By arrangement between the plaintiff and the 
property owner the verdict against the city was reduced to $200. 
The city discontinued its appeal on payment of the appeal costs by the 
property owner, and the verdict as reduced to $200 was paid to the 
plaintiff without costs. 


City vs. Robert Wilson, C. P. No. 4, March Term 1913, No. 
2323. 


This was a suit brought by the city against Robert Wilson, as 
owner of a lot of ground on the south side of Venango Street, east of 
1014 Venango Street, for reimbursement for a verdict in the case of 
Albert and Celeste B. Cempini, C. P. No. 4, June Term 1910, No. 
1328. Mrs. Cempini had fallen on the ice and snow on the sidewalk 
of Wilson’s property on February 6, 1910. As the result of the fall 
she sustained serious injuries, including a fracture of the leg. Notice 
of the Cempini claim had been served upon Robert Wilson, the 
owner of the property in front of which the accident happened. The 
Cempini case was tried on January 16, 1913, and resulted in a verdict 
for the plaintiffs aggregating $300. This verdict the city paid, and 
then the present suit was brought by the city against Wilson for 
reimbursement. On April 6, 1914, prior to the day of trial, this de- 
partment agreed to accept from Wilson the amount of the verdict, 

— $300, plus $36.90 costs (in all, $336.90), in settlement of the city’s 
claim. That amount was accordingly paid by Wilson to this de- 
partment, and an order to discontinue the suit against Wilson has 
been executed. 


Leiterman vs. City, C. P. No. 4, September Term 1912, No. 
2219. 
This was an action brought by Abraham Leiterman and Fannie, 


his wife, against the city for injuries sustained by the wife on October 
2, 1912, because of an alleged defective condition of the sidewalk in 
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front of premises 720 South Fourth Street. Notice to come in and 
defend was served upon the owner of the property 720 South Fourth 
Street, and also the owner of the property 722 South Fourth Street. 
On April 14 the owner of 720 South Fourth Street made a settle- 
ment directly with the plaintiffs in this case, and as part of the 
agreement of settlement the city secured from plaintiffs’ attorney a 
release executed by the plaintiffs, and also an order to mark the 
present case discontinued, settled and ended. 


John Smith vs. City, C. P. No. 4, June Term 1913, No. 3079. 


This was a claim by the plaintiff for $188.65 for injury to his horse 
and the loss and expenses incident thereto, caused by the horse’s 
having caught his hoof in a hole in the cartway at the intersection 
of Kighth Street and Passyunk Avenue on April 30, 1918. The city 
had no defence to this claim, and on April 17, 1914, agreed to a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff for $75. This verdict was paid. 


Adeline Heritage vs. City, C. P. No. 4, September Term 1912, 
No. 1462. 


This was a claim by Adeline Heritage for injuries sustained by her 
husband, Leroy Heritage, by being thrown out of his wagon on 
September 29, 1911, because of a defective condition of the bed of 
Rising Sun Lane, between Hutchinson Street and Tioga Street. 
The injuries sustained by Heritage on the day in question resulted in 
his death on October 1, 1911. The case was tried on April 20, 1914. 
The city had no defence to the claim as to the roadway defect. At 
the close of plaintiff’s testimony the city offered no evidence, but 
presented a point for binding instructions, which was affirmed by the 
court, and the verdict was accordingly returned in favor of the 
defendant. 


John L. Ott vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 1912, No. 
2020. 


This was a claim by the plaintiff for injury to his horseand damage 
to his harness and vehicle, on February 27, 1912, because of a defective 
condition of the bed of Market Street, west of Twenty-ninth Street. 
The plaintiff’s itemized claim totalled $248.50. The city had no 
defence on the facts and accordingly, on April 22, 1914, agreed to a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff for the sum of $125. This verdict 
has been paid. 
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Matilda Campbell vs. City, C. P. No. 4, September Term 1913. 
No. 1219. 


This was a claim by the plaintiff for personal injuries sustained by 
her on November 19, 1912, because of a defective condition of the 
sidewalk in front of premises 1712 North Front Street. The case 
was tried May 11, 1914. The city had no defence of any kind to the 
claim, and was obliged to submit the case to the jury upon the uncon- 
tradicted testimony of the plaintiff and her witnesses. The jury 
returned a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for $712. The verdict was 
small, and no motion to disturb the same was filed. Notice of the 
pending suit had been served upon the owner of the property in front 
of which the accident happened. After payment of the verdict claim 
for reimbursement was made against the property owner, and on 
May 27, 1914, the property owner paid to this city the sum of $730, 
covering verdict and costs. 


Clarence W. Clothier, Jr., et al. vs. City. 


This suit was a claim by Clarence W. Clothier in his own right and 
on behalf of his six-year-old son, Clarence W. Clothier, Jr., for personal 
injuries sustained by the minor on June 28, 1912. For a long space 
of time prior to the date in question the city had permitted certain 
high-pressure water-mains and manhole covers to le upon the bed of 
East Susquehanna Avenue, near Tulip Street. On the day of the 
accident, the minor plaintiff, while playing on the street within a 
short distance of his home, was injured by having his hand crushed 
between a manhole cover ring and a section of water-main. Part of 
his finger was amputated and his hand was otherwise crushed. The 
injury he sustained was of a permanent character. The city had 
no defence to this claim. On February 13, 1914, the case had been 
called for trial, and on February 16, 1914, the jury returned a ver- 
dict in favor of the minor for $750 and in favor of his father for $18. 
A new trial was granted on motion of the city. 

The case was again called for trial on October 20, 1914, and a verdict 
by agreement was entered in favor of the plaintiffs for $550. Of this 
sum $500 was awarded to the minor and $50 to the father. 


Kathryne A. Orth et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 
1910, No. 4426. 


This was a suit for $15,000 for permanent injuries alleged to have 
been sustained by Kathryne A. Orth, a minor, on July 15, 1909, as 
a result of the collapse of a building at the northeast corner of 
Eleventh and Market Streets. On the day of the accident the minor 
plaintiff was walking southward on the east side of Eleventh Street, 
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toward Market Street. At that time the building at the northeast 
corner of Eleventh and Market Streets was being altered by certain 
contractors for the U. G. I. Co. About noon time on that day the 
building collapsed and certain portions thereof fell into Eleventh 
Street, striking the minor plaintiff and injuring her severely. The 
plaintiff brought suit against the city upon the ground that the 
municipality was negligent in permitting the contractors to use 
improper methods of shoring in the matter of the alterations. The 
case was called for trial on October 22, 1914, and on October 23, 1914, 
the trial judge, on motion of the defendant, entered a non-suit. The 
court in banc has sustained the judgment of non-suit. 


Anna B. Wellington vs. City, C. P. No. 4, March Term 1913, 
No. 2541. 


This was a suit by the plaintiff for personal injuries which she sus- 
tained on February 13, 1913, because of an alleged defective condition 
of the sidewalk in front of premises 1328 North Sixtieth Street. The 
plaintiff claimed to have stepped into a hole in the pavement in ques- 
tion, and to have sustained severe permanent injuries. The case 
was tried on November 9, 1914. At the conclusion of the testimony 
of the plaintiff’s witnesses the city was unable to offer any testimony, 
but submitted a point for binding instructions. This point the trial 
judge declined. The case was submitted to the jury, and a verdict 
was returned in favor of the defendant. 


Maria M. Johnson vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 1910, 
No. 4466. 


This was a claim by the plaintiff for personal injuries sustained by 
her on March 12, 1909, because of a dangerous condition of the 
street crossing on the west side of Thirteenth Street and south side 
of Market Street. A dangerous hole had existed at the point in ques- 
tion for some time, and investigation showed that of this defect the 
city had ample actual notice. The plaintiff had stepped into this 
hole and was injured. The city had no defence to the claim. On 
November 19, 1914, a verdict for $350 was entered in favor of the 
plaintiff. 


Elizabeth Press et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 4, March Term 1918, 
No. 4574. 


This was a claim by the plaintiff and her husband against the city 
for personal injuries sustained by the wife on April 7, 1913, because of 
a defectively covered water stop box on the sidewalk in front of 
premises 5418 Baltimore Avenue. There was no question as to the 
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negligence of the city in permitting the defective condition to remain 
on the pavement in question. ‘The injury was of a permanent nature. 
The plaintiffs agreed to accept the sum of $200 in settlement, and a 
verdict for this amount was entered by agreement on November 19, 
1914, $150 being awarded to Elizabeth Press, and $50 to her husband, 
Robert Press. 


Joseph Federowitz vs. City, C. P. No. 4, March Term 1918, 


No. 419. 


In this case the plaintiff sought to recover damages for injuries 
sustained by him on December 9, 1912, because of an alleged defective 
board platform or runway in front of the First Regiment Armory on 
the south side of Callowhill Street, east of Broad. The platform in 
question was being used by a cement contractor during certain altera- 
tions to the armory. The case was called for trial on November 20, 
1914, and, after three witnesses had testified, plaintiff’s counsel, 
apprehending that he was unable to make out a case, suffered a 
voluntary non-suit. A motion to take off this non-suit has been 
filed, and was dismissed by the Court. 


Samuel E. Winer vs. City, C. P. No. 4, June Term 1913, No. 


3199. 


This was a claim by the plaintiff for injuries sustained by him 
on July 7, 1913, because of a defective condition of the roadway 
toward the western end of Spring Garden Street bridge. On the 
night of July 7, 1913, the plaintiff was riding a motorcycle on Spring 
Garden Street bridge when the front wheel ran into a rut in the surface 
of the roadway, and the plaintiff was thrown heavily to the ground. 
He received painful and serious personal injuries, and his motorcycle 
was seriously damaged. It was claimed for him that the damage to 
the motorcycle alone exceeded $126. There was no question about 
there having been a rut at the point in question for a considerable 
time prior to the accident, and the city had no defencetotheclaim. On 
November 20, 1914, a verdict was entered by agreement in favor of 
the plaintiff for $125 without costs. 


Annie M. Wilson et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 


1911, No. 4278. 


In this case the plaintiffs brought suit against the city for $15,000 
damages for personal injuries sustained by Annie Wilson by reason, 
as alleged, of a dangerous condition of the sidewalk on the south side 
of Westmoreland Street, east of Tenth Street, the danger being caused 
by certain lumber which had been improperly piled on the sidewalk. 
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The plaintiffs, in another action, obtained a recovery against the 
parties directly responsible for the piling of the lumber, and an order 
to discontinue the present suit has been executed by counsel for the 
plaintiffs and received by this department. 


John W. Miller and Laura Miller, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 
4, June Term 1912, No. 3390. 


In this case the plaintiff brought suit in trespass for $10,000 
damages against the city for personal injuries sustained by Laura 
Miller on July 2, 1912, by reason of having stepped into a depression 
in the cartway at the southwest corner of Third and Arch Streets. 
The plaintiff, in broad daylight, stepped from the sidewalk into the 
depression and was thrown to the street and injured. The depression, 
at the time of the accident, was concealed by a pool of water. 
The case was tried on November 18 and 19, 1913, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict in favor of the plaintiffs for $200. The city filed a 
motion for judgment n. 0. v. but the same was dismissed by the Court. 
The city then appealed to the Superior Court, and on November 16, 
1914, the judgment of the lower Court was affirmed. 


John Hibberd vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 1910, 
No. 2923. 


In this case the plaintiff brought suit in trespass against the city for 
permanent injuries which he sustained on December 17, 1910, by 
reason, as alleged, of his having broken his hip and sustained other 
injuries because of accumulations of ice and snow on the sidewalk 
in front of premises 2209 South Sixty-seventh Street. The case was 
tried on October 15 and 16, 1918, and resulted in a verdict in favor of 
the plaintiff for $8500. The city moved for judgment n.o.v. but the 
same was refused by the lower Court. An appeal was then taken by 
the city to the Supreme Court. On May 4, 1914, the judgment of 
the lower court was affirmed. Suit for reimbursement has been 
brought against the property owner but has not yet been tried. 


Wm. 8. Sowers vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 1913, 
No. 2001. 


This was a suit by the plaintiff for permanent injuries which he 
claimed to have sustained on December 19, 1911, because of an 
unguarded excavation in a pathway in Fairmount Park, east of 
Thirty-fourth Street and Mantua Avenue. On the night in question 
the plaintiff, while going to his work in the Pennsylvania Railroad 
yards in West Philadelphia, entered the park near Thirty-fourth 
Street bridge, and made use of a pathway which railroad men and 
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others had made as a short cut from Thirty-fourth Street bridge 
toward the arches of the Pennsylvania Railroad “High Line.’”’ The 
path in question had not been laid out by the park commissioners, 
but was simply a way which had been worn over the grass by the 
passage of pedestrians. It had been thus used for some years. The 
plaintiff’s injury was caused by his falling on a dark night into a deep 
excavation in this pathway at a time when he claimed there was no 
light or warning of any kind to give him notice of the danger. The 
defect had existed for such a length of time as would charge the city 
with notice if the circumstances were otherwise such as to render the 
municipality liable. The case was called for trial on November 12, 
1914. The city submitted to the trial judge a point for binding in- 
structions, which was overruled. The verdict was in favor of the 
plaintiff in the sum of $428. The city has moved for judgment 
n. 0. v. upon the ground of the plaintiff’s contributory negligence, 
but particularly upon the ground that the place of the accident was 
not such a path or roadway as the city was obliged to maintain for 
the use of the public. This motion has been argued but has not yet 
been disposed of. 


James De Less vs. City, C. P. No. 4, September Term 1912, 
No. 5572. 


The plaintiff claimed that on November 24, 1911, a wheel of a 
wagon which he was driving suddenly dropped into a dangerous rut 
in the cartway in front of 718 Fairmount Avenue, at a point where, 
a short time before, the city had made certain repairs. The plaintiff 
was thrown out of his wagon and sustained very serious permanent 
injuries, his claim for damages being $25,000. At the close of the 
testimony a point for binding instructions was submitted by the 
defendant, but this point was refused by the trial judge and the case 
was submitted to the jury. After long deliberation the jury could 
not agree and was discharged. Under the Act of 1911 the city has 
moved for judgment in its favor on the whole record. This motion 
has been argued, but has not yet been disposed of. 


Edward Clark et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 4,8. T. 1912, No. 5522. 


This was a suit brought by Edward Clark, a minor, and by his 
father, Francis Clark, for injuries sustained by the minor on April 22, 
1912, as a consequence of falling into an improperly protected sewer 
opening in the bed of Randolph Street, below South Street. The 
case was tried on February 19, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor 
of Edward Clark, the minor plaintiff for $500, and as to Francis 
Clark, the father, a verdict for the defendant. From the judgment 
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on the $500 verdict, the city appealed to the Superior Court. Ona 
reduction of the judgment to $450 this appeal was discontinued, and 
the reduced judgment paid. 


Walter Yerkes, by his father, etc., and George B. Yerkes vs. 
City, C. P. No. 5, March Term 1912, No. 3204. 


This action was to recover $15,000 for injuries to the plaintiff 
Walter Yerkes, received on February 22, 1912, when plaintiff fell into 
an open areaway in the pavement of premises at the northwest corner 
of Salford and Market Streets, Philadelphia. The case was tried on 
November 11 and 12, 1913, and resulted in a verdict in the sum of 
$75 in favor of the plaintiff, Walter Yerkes, and a verdict in favor 
of the city in the claim of the father, George B. Yerkes. A motion 
for judgment non obstante veredicto was filed on behalf of the city, 
which was dismissed on January 28, 1914, and the verdict paid. 


R. V. Richwine and Susanna, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 5, 
June Term 1904, No. 4372. 


An action by plaintiffs to recover the sum of $2000 for injuries 
received by the wife on March 10, 1904. While passing over the 
pavement of No. 450 Durfor Street the plaintiff was thrown and 
received injuries to her leg and ankle and claimed to have been 
internally and permanently injured. The case was tried on Wednes- 
day, January 14, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the city. 


Gladys Preston, by her father, etc., and James Preston, C. P. 
No. 5, March Term 1911, No. 1858. 


This was a claim for $35,000 for injuries to Gladys Preston, age four 
years, on March 1, 1910. It was alleged that the child was injured 
while playing on iron water pipes which had been left for several 
months in a dangerous position in front of her home at 1240 East 
Haines Street, Germantown. The plaintiff claimed that her hip was 
fractured and that tuberculosis of the hip developed which perma- 
nently crippled her. The case was tried on February 10, 11 and 13, 
and resulted in a non-suit. 


Thomas and Sarah Hillman vs. City, C. P. No. 5, December 
Term 1910, No. 1214. 


This was an action to recover $7500 for injuries received by the 
plaintiff, Mrs. Hillman, on July 4, 1910, when she was injured through 
a defect in the pavement of 232 and 234 Ashman Street, Germantown. 
She sustained injuries to her right arm and internal injuries. The 
case was non-suited on Wednesday, February 11, 1914. 
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Albert Kiechle and Mary, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 5, Sep- 
tember Term 1910, No. 3048. 


This was a suit for $6500 to recover for injuries received by Mrs. 
Kiechle on July 11, 1910, while walking from a car to the northwest 
corner of Tenth and Market Streets. It is alleged that she stepped 
upon a sewer cover which proved to be defective and she fell into the 
hole, sustaining serious and permanent injuries. The case was tried on 
March 19 and 20, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the 
husband, Albert Kiechle, in the sum of $3030 and a verdict in favor of 
the wife, Mary Kiechle, in the sum of $5000. On behalf of the city 
a motion for a new trial was made and argued before the court in 
bane on Tuesday, April 21, 1914. The motion was allowed and a 
new trial granted on April 28, 1914. 


Elizabeth Yahn vs. City, C. P. No. 5, March Term 1913, No. 
5268. 


This was an action by the widow of Charles Yahn to recover the 
sum of $50,000 from the city for the death of Charles Yahn. On 
Wednesday, April 16, 1913, while driving a wagon northeasterly on 
Kensington Avenue, south of Clearfield Street, the wheel of the wagon 
rode into a deep rut, Charles Yahn was thrown from his seat in the 
wagon under the wheels and instantly killed. The case was tried on 
Tuesday, April 21 and Wednesday, April 22, 1914, and resulted in a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $3120. After the dis- 
missal of defendant’s rule for judgment non obstante veredicto and a 
rule for a new trial, this sum was paid. 


George Harris and Sarah, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 5, June 
Term 1913, No. 4312. 


This was an action to recover $6000 for injuries received by Sarah 
Harris on June 30, 1912, at the intersection of State Road and Friend- 
ship Street, Tacony. Plaintiff avers that while crossing State Road 
a wooden conduit used to convey city water broke under her because 
of its decayed condition, and she suffered injuries to her right ankle, 
hip and other portions of her body. The case was tried on April 24, 
1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the husband, George Harris, 
in the sum of $150 and in favor of the wife, Sarah, in the sum of $550. 
After the dismissal of city’s motion for judgment n. o. v. and rule for 
a new trial, this verdict was paid. 


Mary E. Stevens vs. City, C. P. No. 5, March Term 1913, No. 
1033. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $5000 for injuries received 
by the plaintiff on December 29, 1912, while walking over the sidewalk 
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of premises No. 4014 Germantown Avenue, plaintiff tripped and fell 
over hole in the pavement and received severe injuries to her left side, 
left arm and wrist and claimed to have been internally and perma- 
nently injured. The case was tried on Thursday, May 14 and Friday, 
May 15, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the 
sum of $300, which was paid. 


Joseph Brown vs. City, C. P. No. 5, March Term 1910, No. 3292. 


An action to recover $15,000 for injuries received by the plaintiff 
on February 7, 1910. It was alleged that the plaintiff fell upon an 
accumulation of ice on League Island Road near Tenth Street and 
sustained a fracture of both bones of the right leg. The case was 
tried on May 138, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff in the sum of $750. 


Elizabeth Ferguson vs. City of Philadelphia, C. P. No. 5, June 
Term 1912, No. 4201. 


This was a suit in the sum of $25,000 to recover for the death of 
plaintiff’s husband who was killed on June 13, 1912, when he was 
thrown from his wagon by a rut in the surface of Poplar Street at 
Twenty-third. The case was tried on March 17 and 18, 1914, and 
resulted in a disagreement of the jury. It was again tried on 
May 22, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the plaintiff 
in the sum of $3000. After the refusal of the defendant’s motion 
for judgment and rule for new trial this sum was paid. 


Camillus O. Howard vs. City, C. P. No. 5, March Term 1912, 
No. 3303. 


This was a claim of $50,000. On May 8, 1910, a case of smallpox 
was located in the neighborhood of Broad and Poplar Streets, 
Philadelphia, and the health authorities of the city, with the aid of 
the police department, quarantined a section of that neighborhood. 
According to the rules of the health department, no one was released 
from the quarantine unless vaccinated. The plaintiff alleged that 
a doctor in the employ of the city compelled him to be vaccinated 
against his will at his residence, 1309 Ogden Street; that this doctor 
used four needles in vaccinating ten persons in that house, and that 
after the vaccination the doctor with soiled hands pushed the blood 
and virus which was flowing down plaintiff’s arm back to tite lesion; 
that blood poisoning resulted from the careless action of the city’s 
physician, and this disease became localized in plaintiff’s right leg, 
made amputation of that leg above the knee necessary. On behalf» 
of the city it was shown that plaintiff went to work that evening and 
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continued at work in a veterinary hospital with his sleeves rolled up, 
without any guard or protection over the vaccinated arm, while 
working among sick horses and administering medicines to them. 
The case was tried on October 14 and 15, 1914, and resulted in a 
verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $5000. A motion for 
judgment non obstante veredicto was made on behalf of the city and 
argued on October 27, 1914. This motion was made absolute and 
judgment n. 0. v. was entered in favor of the city on November 5, 
1914, the ground for the decision being that plaintiff did not prove 
that the blood poisoning resulted from the careless work of the doctor 
rather than from the exposure of the arm at the veterinary hospital; 
and further, that the city is not liable for the negligence, if any, of a 
physician employed by the health department of a city in carrying 
out measures to guard the public health. 


John J. Burton vs. City, C. P. No. 5, December Term 1910, No. 
4951. 


This was a claim for $25,000 for injuries received by the plaintiff 
on November 7, 1910. Plaintiff alleged that he was invited to inspect 
a new fire house at Tenth and Buttonwood Streets, and while doing 
so he fell through an unguarded opening in the floor into a pit and 
suffered a compound fracture of both bones of the left leg and was 
permanently injured. The case was tried on Friday, October 15, 
1914, and resulted in a non-suit. Motion to take off the non-suit 
was made on behalf of the plaintiff and argued October 27, 1914, and 
was refused. 


John A. Connor vs. City, C. P. No. 5, Mareh Term 1912, No. 
3108. 


This was an action to recover $10,000 for injuries sustained by 
plaintiff on February 10, 1912, when he fell upon an accumulation 
of ice and snow on the sidewalk of the south side of Oakford Street 
east of Thirtieth Street, and broke his left leg. A verdict in favor of 
the city was taken on Thursday, October 15, 1914. 


Harry Stevens and Ethel Stevens, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 
5, September Term 1910, No. 3049. 


This was an action to recover $2000 for injuries received by Ethel 
Stevens on July 11, 1910, when she fell into a sewer opening through 
a defective inlet cover. She received internal and external injuries 
of a serious character. The case was tried on Tuesday, October 20, 
1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the husband, Harry Stevens, 
in the sum of $70 and a verdict in favor of Ethel Stevens in the 
sum of $250; which sums were paid. 
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Josephine A. Pagnacco vs. City, C. P. Nc. 5, September Term 
1ISIANoS a2 


An action to recover $2000 for the destruction of vegetables, 
garden products, fences, buildings, farming implements, horse and 
cows, property of plaintiff, caused by a large quantity of rain and 
surface water which, by reason of a defective sewer culvert, flowed 
upon and flooded the plaintiff’s property at Sixteenth and Sydenham 
Streets, in the months of August, 1911, and March, 1912. The case 
was tried on Tuesday, October 20 and Wednesday, October 21, and 
resulted in a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $916, 
which was paid. 


Thomas Mulrine vs. City, C. P. No. 5, September Term 1912, 
No. 2367. 


This was an action to recover $800 for the loss of two horses, the 
property of the plaintiff, which jumped into the Delaware River 
from Piers 28 and 30 South Wharves; the negligence alleged being 
the absence of a proper guard rail along Delaware Avenue. As 
plaintiff had brought suit against the Pennsylvania Railroad and 
recovered, a verdict in favor of the city was taken on October 20, 1914. 


Alexander Krause and Anna, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 5, 
June Term 1911, No. 3064. 


This was an action to recover $10,000 for personal injuries sus- 
tained by Anna Krause on April 8, 1911. Plaintiff alleged that by 
reason of a defect in the sidewalk in front of premises No. 733 South 
Fourth Street she was thrown and received injuries to her knee, elbow, 
side and was seriously and permanently affected. The case was non- 
suited on Wednesday, October 21, 1914. 


Elias Reckendorf and Julia, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 5, 
June Term 1913, No. 398. 


This was an action to recover $3500 for injuries received by Julia 
Reckendorf on May 8, 1913, while passing over the pavement of 
premises No. 2510 North Newkirk Street. Plaintiff alleged that 
she tripped over a vent box which was permitted to extend above 
the surface of the pavement and that she was seriously injured 
thereby. The case was tried on November 11 and 12, 1914, and 
resulted in a verdict in favor of the city. 
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Samuel Matthews vs. City, C. P. No. 5, June Term 1911, No. 
1308. 


This was an action to recover $10,000 for injuries received by the 
plaintiff on May 22, 1911. While plaintiff was riding in a wagon, 
driven by a friend, at the intersection of Second and Wharton Streets, 
the wheel of the wagon fell into a deep hole in the street and plaintiff 
was thrown out, receiving a fracture of the right collar bone and a 
laceration of the forehead, which required four stitches at the hospital. 
The case was tried on Monday, November 16, 1911, and resulted in 
a verdict in favor of the city. 


Mary Sisson et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 5, December Term 1912, 
No. 2039. 


Mary Sisson, a minor, was a passenger in an automobile which was 
being driven west on Market Street, near Forty-sixth Street, on 
November 16, 1912. The wheel of the automobile struck a depression 
in the roadway on the north side of Market Street, east of Forty-sixth 
Street. The machine was demolished and Mary Sisson, with other 
passengers, was thrown to the street. Both her legs were broken at 
the thigh, and she sustained other very serious and permanent 
injuries. The jury returned a verdict in her favor for $7500, and 
in favor of her father, Thomas Sisson, for $1080. The city’s motions 
for a new trial and for judgment n. o. v. were dismissed. An appeal 
has been taken to the Supreme Court, as of January Term 1914, Nos. 
131 and 132. This appeal has not yet been argued. 


Armstrong & Latta vs. City, C. P. No. 5, March Term 1906, 
No. 2489. 


The plaintiffs, Armstrong & Latta, issued a writ of replevin for 
certain personal property of the value of $4400, which had been 
seized by certain persons who were city officials at the time of the 
cancellation in 1905 of contract No. 34, between the city and D. J. 
MeNichol, for the Torresdale Intake. A verdict was entered in favor 
of the plaintiffs for $14,344, on May 15, 1914. The city filed a 
motion for a new trial and for judgment n. 0. v. Both motions were 
dismissed. The city entered an appeal in the Supreme Court, as of 
January Term 1914, No. 260. This appeal has not yet been argued. 


EQUITY AND MISCELLANEOUS CASES 
City of Philadelphia vs. State Fencibles, C. P. No. 1, March 
Term 1914, No. 13877. 


This was an action in ejectment brought by the city against the 
defendants to obtain possession of the State Fencible Armory. The

defendants were in possession of the armory under a lease with the 
City of Philadelphia, which lease expired on the first day of March, 
1914. Demand of possession was made on defendants; possession 
refused, and judgment in ejectment was entered against the defend- 
ants. The defendants obtained a rule to show cause why the judg- 
ment should not be opened and the defendants let into a defence, 
which rule was argued and subsequently dismissed. The defendants 
later obtained another rule to show cause why the judgment should 
not be opened and the defendants let into a defence, which rule was 
discharged by the court, and subsequently a writ of habere facias 
possessionem was obtained and delivered to the sheriff, which official 
is now taking steps to dispossess the defendants, and possession is 
promised by the sheriff by January 1, 1915. 


City of Philadelphia vs. Joseph B. Miller, Clarence R. Brown, 
Benjamin I. Wagner and Joseph Cunningham, Co-partners, 
Trading as the Waste Product Company, C. P. No. 1, September 
Term 1914, No. 270. 


This was an action on behalf of the city against the defendants for 
breach of contract. Defendants contracted with the City of Philadel- 
phia to remove and dispose of waste and rubbish collected and hauled 
by the street cleaning contractors. Defendants made default in 
their contract and the matter was referred to this department. 
Before bringing suit for damages under the contract, demand was 
made on the surety to pay the amount of the bond given by defendants 
for the faithful performance of their contract, and the surety com- 
pany paid to the department the sum of $5000. Suit was then 
instituted to recover damages by reason of the breach of the contract 
and the suit is now pending. 


Frank A. Chalmers vs. City and other officials, C. P. No. 3, 
September Term 1914, No. 3190. 


This was a bill in equity by the plaintiff, who is a taxpayer, setting 
forth the act of the General Assembly of the State of Pennsylvania 
passed April 18, 1889, P. L. 49, alleging that the city was expending 
money in enforcing and carrying out the provisions of the said act and 
contending that the act was unconstitutional and void, in that it 
violated certain provisions of the constitution. The bill prayed that 
the act be decreed unconstitutional, void and of no effect, and that 
the defendants be enjoined and restrained from making any dis- 
bursements or incurring any expense in enforcing or attempting to 
enforce the provisions of said Act. A demurrer was filed to the bill 
by the city, which demurrer is to be argued in January, 1915. 
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Historical Pageant Association of the City of Philadelphia vs. 
John M. Walton, Controller, and Murrell Dobbins, Treasurer 
of said City, C. P. No. 3, June Term 1913, No. 2402. 


This action was commenced by petition for an alternative writ of 
mandamus to compel the defendants to countersign and pay to the 
plaintiffs a warrant for $10,000 in compliance with an ordinance of 
Councils passed June 10, 1918. A return was filed by the defendants, 
setting forth reasons why they have not complied with the afore- 
mentioned ordinance. No further action has been taken by the 
plaintiffs in the case. 


City of Philadelphia vs. Henry Clay, John R. Wiggins, Willard 
H. Walls, Francis K. Worley and Ira H. Boston, C. P. No. 4, 
March Term 1913, No. 256. 


Bill in equity filed April 1, 1918, to recover monies which the city 
claims were fraudulently obtained from the city under certain con- 
tracts by the firm of John R. Wiggins Company. The amount 
claimed by the city is over $125,000. Answers have been filed to the 
bill and several amendments have been made by the plaintiffs to the 
bill filed. The case is still pending, no hearing having been had. 


Edward F. Fonder vs. City of Philadelphia, Rudolph Blanken- 
burg, Mayor, George W. Norris, Director of Wharves, Docks & 
Ferries, John M. Walton, City Controller, William McCoach, 
City Treasurer, and the Snare & Triest Co., C. P. No. 5, March 
Term 1914, No. 1289. 


This was a bill in equity filed March 13, 1914, against the city and 
its officials, and a contractor for the building of a pier, by a taxpayer 
and alleged lower bidder, upon the ground that the specifications 
were unfair and improper. ‘The case was heard on application for a 
special injunction, which was denied, and thereafter no further pro- 
ceedings were taken by the plaintiff. 


Lenon et al. vs. George D. Porter, Director of Public Safety, 
C. P. No. 1, June Term 1914, No. 5490. 


A bill in equity to declare invalid and restrain the enforcement of 
an ordinance requiring fixed awnings on South Street to be removed, 
filed September 8, 1914. An answer to the bill was filed in due course 
and it was heard before Patterson, J., on December 16, 1914; no de- 
cision having as yet been rendered. 
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James W. Jackson vs. George D. Porter, Director of Public 
Safety, and James Robinson, Superintendent of Police, C. P. No. 
1, March Term 1914, No. 4091. 


A bill in equity filed to establish the invalidity and unconstitution- 
ality of the act of June 7, 1911, imposing a license charge upon billiard 
tables maintained for the use of the general public for hire or reward 
in cities of the first class. The bill was filed April 30, 1914. In due 
course the city filed a demurrer and the case was heard upon such 
demurrer to the bill and decided in favor of the city, the bill being 
dismissed. Counsel for the plaintiff has stated that he will take an 
appeal in the case to the Supreme Court, which however has not yet 
been done. 


Frankford, Tacony & Holmesburg Railway Company vs. City 
of Philadelphia, Rudolph Blankenburg, Mayor, and Morris L. 
Cooke, Director of the Department of Public Works, C. P. No. 
5, June Term 1914, No. 492. 


This was a bill in equity filed August 24, 1914, to restrain the en- 
forcement of notice given pursuant to a resolution of councils to the 
plaintiff company to repair the streets and highways occupied by it, 
and in default thereof upon 30 days’ notice the city officials were 
instructed by said resolution to prevent the operation of the railway 
run by complainant until such repairs were made. In due course an 
answer and cross-bill were filed by the city in order that all questions 
as to the rights of the respective parties might be brought before the 
court in one proceeding. ‘The cross-bill has been demurred to and a 
replication filed to the answer, but neither the original bill nor the 
demurrer to the cross-bill has as yet been heard by the court. 


Hugh F. Gallagher, Edward F. Mansfield, Joseph P. Glenn and 
Robert Mars vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, Mayor, Richard H. 
Harte, Director of Public Health and Charities, and John A. 
Vogleson, Chief of the Bureau of Health, C. P. No. 2, June 
Term 1914, No. 1977. 


A bill in equity to enjoin the enforcement of certain regulations of 
the Bureau of Health with respect to the examination, certification, 
etc., of dairies supplying milk for consumption in the City of Phila- 
delphia. It was alleged that such regulations were unduly burdensome, 
oppressive and unreasonable. The case was heard on motion for a 
preliminary injunction before Sulzberger, P. J., when considerable 
testimony was offered on both sides as to the propriety of requiring 
the sterilization of milk and the advantage and disadvantage of the 
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various regulations to conduce to cleanliness, etc., in the condition 
of the dairies, and after such hearing the court denied the application 
for an injunction. No further proceedings were had and the regula- 
tions of the Department of Health and Charities upon the subject 
have gone into effect. 


Philip Kaskin vs. City, et al., C. P. No. 2, December Term 1914, 
No. 882. 


Bill in equity to restrain the Board of Health of the City of Phila- 
delphia from granting a permit to a citizen for conducting the business 
of slaughtering poultry and game upon certain premises in the City of 
Philadelphia. As the time within which an answer must be filed has 
not yet expired, nothing has been done by the city. 


City of Philadelphia vs. Gimbel Brothers, C. P. No. 4, March 
Term 1914, No. 5436. 


Bill in equity by the City of Philadelphia to declare certain property 
belonging to the defendants to be a common nuisance, and to compel 
the defendants to comply with certain orders of the Fire Marshal 
respecting changes and alterations in the construction of said property. 
The defendants demurred and the case is now pending for argument. 


Millie Cariola vs. City, et al., C. P. No. 4, June Term 1914, 
No. 3647. | 


Bill in equity to restrain the City of Philadelphia, through its 
proper officers, from enforcing an order of the fire marshal of said city 
to cease using the Cariola Theatre for theatrical and operatic per- 
formances. An application for a preliminary injunction was refused 
after hearing, and the defendants filed an answer. 


Victoria Amusement Company, et al., vs. George D. Porter, et 
al., C. P. No. 5, March Term 1914, No. 5577. 

Lubin Palace Company vs. George D. Porter, C. P. No. 5, March 
Term 1914, No. 5576. 

Great Northern Theatre Company vs. George D. Porter, et al., 
C. P. No. 5, March Term 1914, No. 5575. 

Harry Burman and Charles Segal vs. City of Philadelphia, et 
al., C. P. No. 4, March Term 1914, No. 5411. 


Bills in equity by the above-named plaintiffs to restrain the City 
of Philadelphia from enforcing an order of the fire marshal to cease 
using theatres owned by plaintiffs for certain class of theatrical, 
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vaudeville and operatic performances. Those of the above cases 
which were brought in Court of Common Pleas No. 5 were subse- 
quently transferred to Court No. 4. It was agreed at the hearing 
upon the application for a preliminary injunction that the said 
hearing should be considered as a final hearing upon bill, answer 
and proofs. The court reserved its decision which has not yet been 
handed down. 


American Product Company vs. City of Philadelphia, C. P. No. 
4, December Term 1914, No. 4213. 


This was an action begun January 27, 1914, for damages arising 
out of the annulment of a contract between the city and the American 
Product Company for the removal of garbage, etc., for the year 1913. 
The amount claimed was $53,108.33. The city admitted having on 
hand the sum of $10,114.27 arising out of the transaction, but which 
was claimed by the Title Guarantee and Surety Company, the surety 
of the plaintiff under its contract with the city, and by other parties 
claiming the fund as successive assignees of the American Product 
Company. Thereupon on July 8, 1914, a rule was taken on the 
various claimants to show cause why the city should not pay the last 
named amount into court, which on July 17, 1914, was made absolute 
and the said sum was duly paid into court in order that the various 
claimants might interplead and the city discharged from further 
liability with respect to the amount thus admitted to be due. The 
suit stands as a claim for the balance alleged to be due the plaintiff 
and has not yet been tried. 


Title Guarantee & Surety Company vs. City of Philadelphia, 
C. P. No. 2, March Term 1914, No. 2226. 


This is a case arising out of the transaction with the American 
Product Company, above referred to. In order to assert its claim 
the Title Guarantee and Surety Company, the surety of the American 
Product Company, brought a separate action against the city but is 
remitted to the case of the American Product Company against the 
city to determine its claim to the fund paid by the city into court in 
the latter case. 


City of Philadelphia vs. 8. H. Robison Company, C. P. No. 4, 
June Term 1914, No. 4010. 


This was an amicable action in ejectment filed August 4, 1914, to 
recover possession of a party wall at Nos. 1429-1431 Filbert Street 
which had been leased to the defendant for the purpose of displaying 
signs and posters. The city being desirous of recovering possession 
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of the wall and removing the posters and advertising matter, in 
accordance with the terms of the lease, entered an amicable action 
and confession of judgment, whereupon thesheriff delivered possession 
of the wall to the city, and the objectionable matter was removed 
therefrom. 


Samuel H. Edgar vs. City, et al., C. P. No. 2, June Term 1913, 
No. 61388. 


Mandamus to compel the reinstatement of a discharged municipal 
employee. The defendants filed a motion to quash, which was dis- 
missed without argument. Defendants then filed a return, and the 
case was heard by the court without a jury. After taking testimony 
the court dismissed the writ. 


Benjamin Alexander vs. George D. Porter, ‘eheel Py No.4. 
September Term 1913, No. 1379. 


Mandamus to compel the Director of the Department of Public 
Safety to issue a permit for the construction of a building with a fire 
escape in violation of a recent act of Assembly. The case finally 
came before the court on demurrer to the replication to the return, 
when the court sustained the demurrer and dismissed the writ. 


Max Rosenthal vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, Mayor of the City of 
Philadelphia, and Joseph 8. Neff, Director of the Department of 
Public Health and Charities, C. P. No. 1, December Term 1913, 
No. 3013. 


Mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a discharged municipal 
employee. The court sustained a motion to supersede or quash and 
the plaintiff subsequently filed a petition to revoke and rescind the 
order of the court and to reinstate the proceeding. Upon this petition 
the court granted a rule to show cause, which, after argument, was 
discharged and the petition dismissed. 


James F. McCrudden vs. Joseph 8S. Neff, et al., C. P. No. 8, 
December Term 1913, No. 3722. 


Mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a discharged municipal 
employee. The defendants filed a motion to quash, and before the 
case was argued the plaintiff was reinstated, as a result of the decision 
of the Supreme Court in the case of Thiel vs. City, handed down 
after the institution of the proceedings. 
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Nathan H. Hornstein vs. Joseph S. Neff, et al., C. P. No. 2, 
December Term 1913, No. 5157. 


Mandamus to secure the reinstatement of the plaintiff to the 
position of district physician in the Bureau of Health. The defend- 
ants filed a motion to quash, and at the argument on the motion the 
court heard evidence, sustained the motion, and dismissed the writ. 


Winfield 8. Reid vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, et al., C. P. No. 1, 
December Term 1913, No. 4901. 


Mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a discharged municipal 
employee. Defendants filed a motion to quash and before the case 
was argued the plaintiff was reinstated, as a result of the decision of 
the Supreme Court in the case of Thiel vs. City, handed down after 
the institution of the proceedings. 


Trustees of the State Hospital for the Insane for the South- 
eastern District of Pennsylvania vs. Robert J. Moore, et al., 
C. P. No. 1, December Term 1913, No. 3015. 


Amicable action and cage stated in mandamus to determine the 
duty of the county commissioners to pay certain bills rendered by 
the plaintiff to the City of Philadelphia. After argument, judgment 
was rendered for the defendant. 


R. T. Waltbank, et al., vs. Richard H:; Harte, et al.) CAPRMNome: 
June Term 1914, No. 5717. 


Mandamus by certain dismissed district physicians to secure their 
reinstatement. After the proceedings were instituted and before any 
further pleadings were filed, the plaintiffs were reinstated. 


Henry F. Schmidt vs. Morris L. Cooke, et al., C. P. No. 3, June 
Term 1914, No. 2872. 


Mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a discharged municipal 
employee. The defendants filed a motion to supersede or quash the 
alternative writ; upon which the court has not yet heard argument. 


Silas E. Trout vs. Morris L. Cooke, et al., C. P. No. 2, March 
Term 1914, No. 2117. 


Mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a discharged municipal 
employee.. The defendant filed a return to which plaintiff filed a 
traverse. After the filing of certain other pleadings, the case was at 
issue. It was placed upon the list for trial and has not yet been 
reached. 
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John Mollitor vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, et al., C. P. No. 2, 
December Term 1913, No. 5209. 


Mandamus by the appointee of the Director of Public Health and 
Charities to the position of Chief of the Division of Housing and 
Sanitation to compel the select and common councils of the City of 
Philadelphia to organize and make an appropriation for the Division 
of Housing and Sanitation. The defendants filed a motion to quash, 
which, after argument, was dismissed. As a result of the decision in 
the case of John Thiel vs City, et al., in which the court held that 
the Division of Housing and Sanitation had no existence, plaintiff 
resigned and the case has proceeded no further. 


Frank W. Neff vs. City, C. P. No. 2, March Term 1914, No. 346. 


Action by a discharged municipal employee to recover one month’s 
salary from the date of his dismissal. The case was tried on May 14, 
1914, when the jury rendered a verdict for the plaintiff. The defend- 
ant then moved for judgment n. 0. v. and for a new trial. The court, 
after argument, granted the second motion. The case has not since 
appeared upon the trial list. 


Commonwealth, ex rel., David G. Johnstone vs. George D. Porter, 
et al., C. P. No. 4, September Term 1914, No. 3709. 


Mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a discharged policeman. 
The defendant filed a return. The plaintiff has neither replied, 
traversed nor demurred. 


Commonwealth, ex rel., Samuel P. Rotan vs. Select and Common 
Councils of Philadelphia, C. P. No. 5, September Term 1914, 
No. 1688. 


Mandamus to compel the Select and Common Councils of the City 
of Philadelphia to make an appropriation for and organize the Divi- 
sion of Housing and Sanitation. Defendants filed a motion to quash, 
which was overruled. They then filed a return, to which the plaintiff 
demurred, and the court, after argument, sustained the demurrer and 
directed a peremptory writ to issue. 


City of Philadelphia vs. Fidelity and Deposit Company of Mary- 
land, C. P. No. 1, December Term 1912, No. 4712. 


Assumpsit by the city to recover the sum of $707.21 from the 
defendant as surety on the bond of Jethro J. Griffith, trading as the 
Northwestern Iron and Metal Company, who defaulted in payment 
of purchase price on certain iron, steel and other old materials pur- 
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chased from the city on June 25, 1912. On November 6, 1914, judg- 
ment was entered against the defendant for want of an affidavit of 
defence for $707.21 with interest. December 9, 1914, defendant paid 
the judgment of $707.21, and the same was marked satisfied of record.

Petition to reinstate a license for the sale of milk revoked by the 
Board of Health under the act of April 27, 1909. 


George H. Mowrer vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, et al., C. P. No. 
3, September Term 1913, No. 2241. 
Petition to reinstate a license for the sale of milk revoked by the 
Board of Health under the act of April 27, 1909. After the petition 


was filed, the plaintiff went out of business, and nothing further was 
done in the case. 


C. H. & H. J. Mowrer vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, et al., C. P. 
No. 5, June Term 1914, No. 5040. 
Petition to reinstate a license for the sale of milk revoked by the 


Board of Health under the act of April 27, 1909. The defendant filed 
an answer, and nothing further has been done in the case. 


DAUPHIN COUNTY COURT CASE 


Commonwealth, ex rel. John C. Bell vs. Neva R. Deardorff, 
Common Pleas of Dauphin County No. 6, Commonwealth Docket 
1914. 


Quo Warranto to try the title of the respondent to the office of 
local registrar for the City of Philadelphia. The respondent filed a 
return to which the commonwealth demurred, and, after argument, 
the demurrer was overruled and the writ dismissed. 


SUPREME COURT 


Kathryn P. McNulty, et al., vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December 
Term 1912, No. 3871. 


In this case the plaintiff, Kathryn P. McNulty, brought suit on her 
own behalf and on behalf of her minor children for damages for the 
death of her husband, Charles McNulty, as a result of injuries which 
he sustained on November 16, 1912. Charles McNulty was one of 
the occupants of an automobile which was wrecked at Forty-sixth 
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and Market Streets on November 16, 1912, because, as alleged, of a 
defective condition of the bed of Market Street at that point. Mce- 
Nulty, as a result of his injuries, died in January of 1912. This case 
was called for trial on February 17, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiff for $9000. A motion for a new trial and a motion 
for judgment n. o. v. have been filed and have been dismissed by the 
court. An appeal in this case has been taken to the Supreme Court, 
but has not yet been argued. The appeal is entered as of January 
Term 1914, No. 1388. 


Joseph MacDonald vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 1912, 
No. 3872. 


This case is one of the series of suits brought against the city as a 
result of an automobile accident at Forty-sixth and Market Streets on 
November 16, 1912. The plaintiff was an occupant of an automobile 
which was wrecked on the night in question because, as claimed, of a 
defective condition of the bed of the north side of Market Street, east 
of Forty-sixth. The case was called for trial on Monday, February 9, 
1914. The plaintiff has been very seriously and permanently injured. 
The jury returned a verdict in his favor for $3000. A motion for 
judgment n. o. v. was filed, and was dismissed. An appeal to the 
Supreme Court has been taken by the city, but has not yet been 
argued. The appeal is entered as of January Term 1914, No. 134. 


Frederick Eichenhofer et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 4, September 
Term 1912, No. 1207. 


This was a suit brought by Frederick Eichenhofer and Mary, his 
wife, for the death of their minor son, Charles Eichenhofer, on July 
26,1912. On that day the boy was playing on the bridge that crosses 
the Manayunk Canal, on the line of Fountain Street, in the Twenty- 
first Ward. He fell from the bridge through a space between the 
floor of the bridge and the horizontal pipe rail which formed part of 
the bridge guard. It was contended by the plaintiffs that the plan 
and construction of the bridge was improper and unsafe, and that the 
death of their son by drowning was brought about by the negligence 
of the municipality in this respect. The case was tried on February 
12, 1914, and the jury returned a verdict in favor of Frederick Eichen- 
hofer, the father, for the sum of $1600. The city was unable to deny 
the facts as testified to by plaintiff’s witnesses, but presented a point 
for binding instructions, which was refused by the court. Subse- 
quently, the city filed a motion for judgment n. o. v., which motion 
the court dismissed. An appeal has been taken by the city to the 
Supreme Court, but has not yet been argued. The appeal is entered 
as of January Term 1914, No. 182. 
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William C. Patterson vs. City, C. P. No. 1, June Term 1909, No. 
4709. In the Superior Court, October Term 19138, No. 164. 


Suit for $5000 in trespass for personal injuries sustained by plaintiff 
on April 2, 1909, caused by plaintiff falling on an accumulation of 
grease and garbage at Tenth and Moyamensing Avenue. On Febru- 
ary 26, 1913, verdict for plaintiff $650. On motion of counsel for 
city judgment was entered in its favor n. o. v., from which an appeal 
was taken to the Superior Court. This appeal was argued, and on 
April 30, 1914, the Superior Court reversed the judgment of the lower 
court, sending it back to the lower court to dispose of the motion for 
a new trial. This motion was discharged and judgment entered on 
the verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $650. Verdict paid 
and judgment satisfied May 16, 1914. 


Lawrence Zimmer vs. City, C. P. No. 1, September ‘Term 1908, 
No. 4626. In the Superior Court, October Term 1913, No. 180. 


Trespass for damage done to plaintiff’s house and property situate 
northeast corner Twenty-fifth and Oakdale Streets, caused by the 
bursting of a water main on Twenty-ninth Street north of Lehigh 
Avenue, December 25, 1906. Damages claimed $2500. On March 
11, 1913, verdict for plaintiff $572.35. The lower court discharged 
the city’s motion for judgment n. o. v., from which an appeal was 
taken to the Superior Court. This appeal was argued in December, 
1913, and on April 23, 1914, the judgment of the lower court was 
affirmed, and the amount of the verdict paid. 


Mary McFadden vs. City, in the Supreme Court, January Term 
1914, No. 140. 


This case was tried in Court of Common Pleas No. 1, as of June 
Term 1912, No. 48438, on February 10, 1914, and resulted in a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff for $5000. After motions for a new trial and 
judgment n. o. v. had been dismissed, the defendant took an appeal 
to this court. The case is still pending and undetermined. 


Consolidated Dressed Beef Company vs. City, in the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, January Term 1914, No. 20. 


This case was tried in Common Pleas No. 2, as of June Term 1914, 
No. 1606, and resulted in a verdict for the city in the sum of $8868.69. 
The plaintiff filed motion for a new trial, which was dismissed, and 
it thereupon appealed to the Supreme Court, which court affirmed 
the decision of the lower court on May 16, 1914, and the plaintiff paid 
to the defendant, the city, the sum of $9470.34. 
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Cunningham and Murray vs. City of Philadelphia, C. P. No. 3, 
September Term 1911, No. 4481. 


This case was tried in the Court of Common Pleas No. 3 and 
resulted in a verdict against the city in the sum of $56,077.97. An 
appeal was taken on behalf of the city to the Supreme Court, and the 
case was argued in the Supreme Court in April. The Supreme Court 
affirmed the judgment of the lower court and the verdict was paid. 


William J. O’Neill and Catharine, his wife, vs. City, C. P. No. 2, 
March Term 1911, No. 3740. In the Supreme Court, January 
Term 1913, Nos. 124 and 125. 


This case was tried in the above court on January 21, 1913, and 
resulted in a verdict in favor of the plaintiffs—for the husband $500? 
and for the wife $1700. An appeal was taken on behalf of the city 
to the Supreme Court, which appeal was argued in January, 1914.. 
The judgment was reversed with a venire facias de novo. The case 
has not appeared on the list for trial. 


Cunningham and Murray vs. Dunlap, et al., C. P. No. 3, Sep- 
tember Term 1911, No. 4481. 


This was a mandamus proceeding to compel the drawing of warrant 
in favor of the firm of Cunningham and Murray in the sum of 
$56,077.97, the amount directed to be paid under an ordinance of 
November 10, 1911, for alleged extra work under a contract with the 
city in connection with the construction of the filtration and distribu- 
tion plant for the city. The Chief of the Bureau of Water declined 
to draw the warrant for the reason that the work provided for was not. 
extra work (except the sum of $12,756.27), and was paid for under the 
terms of the contract. A demurrer to his return setting forth these 
facts having been sustained, the case was appealed by the plaintiff to 
the Supreme Court, which held that the action of the lower court in 
overruling the demurrer was proper, but that the plaintiffs should be 
permitted to traverse the return in order that the fact whether the 
work was extra work or not might be determined by a jury. This 
was done and the case put at issue for the purpose of determining 
whether or not the balance claimed, or any part thereof, was due 
plaintiffs. The case was called for trial on January 5, 1914, and on 
January 8, 1914, a verdict was rendered in favor of the plaintiffs for 
$43,351.37, plus damages for delay in payment to the amount of 
$7133.96. A motion for a new trial was made and on February 9, 
1914, the motion was overruled and judgment entered on the 
verdict. The case was then appealed to the Supreme Court, which 
court affirmed the judgment of the lower court. 
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General Manufacturing Co. vs. City of Philadelphia, C. P. No. 2, 
March Term 1914, No. 1997. | 


This was an action at law against the City of Philadelphia for 
damages arising out of the refusal of the city to enter into a contract 
with the General Manufacturing Company for the removal of gar- 
bage, etc., during the year 1912 after having awarded to it the said 
contract. The action was begun March 24, 1914, and the amount of 
the claim was $65,489.27 with interest. The city demurred to the 
plaintiff’s statement of claim and upon argument the demurrer was 
sustained on May 14, 1914, whereupon the plaintiff took an appeal 
to the Supreme Court which is still pending unargued and undeter- 
mined. 


Board of Trustees of the Philadelphia Museums vs. City of 
Philadelphia and the Trustees of the University of Pennsylvania, 
C. P. 1, June Term 1912, No. 612. 


This was a bill in equity filed June 3, 1912, by the Board of Trustees 
of the Philadelphia Museums to have declared invalid a deed of the 
city to the University of Pennsylvania to certain property in West 
Philadelphia which had been conveyed to the University upon certain 
conditions in consideration of a ground rent of $25,000 per annum 
and of 75 free scholarships, the deed having been executed in accord- 
ance with the direction of an ordinance of Councils. The Philadel- 
phia Museums claimed the property had been dedicated as a public 
park and that its subsequent conveyance to the University was invalid 
and void. The case was heard originally before Hon. Samuel M. 
Hyneman as a judge of Court of Common Pleas No. 1, but before his 
decision was rendered the act under which he had been appointed was 
declared unconstitutional and his occupancy of that position ceased. 
The case was then referred to Mr. Hyneman as Master. He reported 
a decree against the contention of the plaintiff which, however, was 
reversed by Court of Common Pleas No. 1, which found that the deed 
to the University was unauthorized and void. The University of 
Pennsylvania appealed from this decision and the case is now pending 
in the Supreme Court. As the interest of the city in the controversy 
was balanced the administration instructed the Law Department not 
to take an active part in co-operation with either party to the dispute. 
The attitude of the city therefore has been quiescent in the matter. 


Frederick T. McGuire vs. City of Philadelphia, Rudolph Blank- 
enburg, Mayor; John M. Walton, Controller, and William Mc- 
Coach, Treasurer of said City. S. C. Eastern Dist. Mise. Docket, 
Nos. 690-691. 
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These were two bills in equity filed by a taxpayer to restrain the 
negotiation of loans authorized by councils after an election by the 
people, on the ground that one of the said loans was in excess of the 
borrowing power of the city, and that as to the other there were 
certain omissions and irregularities in the advertisement of the elec- 
tion. The Supreme Court took original jurisdiction in the cases, and 
sustaining the contentions of the plaintiff on May 12, 1914, handed 
down decrees enjoining the issuance of the loans. 


Wm. M. Longstreth, et al., vs. City of Philadelphia, John M. 
Walton, City Controller; Joseph M. Smith, Arthur J. Donnelly 
and Michael J. O’Rourke, Executors of the Estate of Michael 
_O’Rourke, deceased. C. P. 5, March Term 1911, No. 2318. 


This was a bill in equity filed by taxpayers to restrain the payment 
to the executors of the estate of Michael O’Rourke of the sum of 
$30,722.22 pursuant to a finding in favor of Mr. O’Rourke by J. J. 
De Kinder as arbitrator, made July 26, 1910. It appeared that in his 
lifetime Mr. O’Rourke had claimed the sum of $46,720 as due him 
for extra work under a contract with the city for the construction of 
the Aramingo main sewer, between Richmond Street and the bulk- 
head line. The city had disputed this claim and in previous litigation 
it had been decided that Mr. O’ Rourke had no valid claim against the 
city, because the contract price paid him included that due for the 
work which was claimed to be extra work. Thereupon the adoption 
of an ordinance. was procured authorizing the mayor to appoint an 
arbitrator, which was accordingly done, Mr. De Kinder being chosen 
for that position and making the award of $30,722.22, with interest 
from November 10, 1902, after hearing the testimony of all parties. 
Thereupon the bill in equity in this case was filed to enjoin the pay- 
ment of such sum on the ground that having already been adjudicated 
against the claim of Mr. O’Rourke was invalid and Councils had no 
right to take further proceedings in the matter with a view to having 
such claim revived. The city while formally made a defendant in 
the bill took no part in the opposition to plaintiff’s claim that the 
ordinance providing for the arbitration was illegal and void. The 
Court of Common Pleas so found and enjoined payment of the sum 
in accordance with the prayer of the bill. The claimant having in 
the meanwhile died, his executors appealed to the Supreme Court, 
which on May 4, 1914, handed down its decision affirming the judg- 
ment of the lower court and sustaining its action in enjoining the 
payment of the sum claimed by Mr. O’Rourke’s estate. 


Frank Miles Day and Charles E. Klauder, Co-partners, trading 
as Day and Klauder, vs. Michael J. Ryan, City Solicitor of the 
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City of Philadelphia, C. P. No. 2, June Term 1913, No. 6324, 
Supreme Court, January Term 1914, No. 96. 


Mandamus to compel the city solicitor to draw and approve a pro- 
posed contract between the City of Philadelphia and the plaintiffs. A 
return was filed, to which the plaintiff demurred, and, after argument, 
the court overruled the demurrer and dismissed the writ. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court, which, after argument, dismissed 
the exceptions and affirmed the decision of the court below. 


John Thiel vs. City, et al., C. P. No. 5, December Term 1913, 
No. 4454. 


Bill in equity to restrain certain officials of the city from paying 
the salaries of certain employees of the Bureau of Health, Department 
of Public Health and Charities, as employees in the Division of 
Housing and Sanitation. The case came before the court below on 
an application for a preliminary injunction, which was granted. The 
defendant then appealed to the Supreme Court, and a special time was 
fixed by the court for hearing the argument on appeal. The Supreme 
Court after argument dismissed the appeal and affirmed the decree 
issued by the court below. Nothing further has been done, as the 
issuance of the preliminary injunction accomplished the practical 
object of the proceeding. 


Benjamin H. Renshaw vs. The Mayor and Select and Common 
Councils, C. P. No. 5, March Term 1914, No. 3500. Supreme 
Court, January Term 1914, No. 217. 


Action in mandamus by the appointee of the mayor to the office of 
committing magistrate in Central Station to compel the municipal 
legislature to make an appropriation for the salary attached to that 
position. After a motion to supersede or quash the alternative writ 
had been overruled, the defendants filed a return, to which the plain- 
tiff demurred, and on June 10, 1914, the court sustained the demurrer 
and directed a peremptory writ to issue. The defendants then took 
an appeal to the Supreme Court, where the case is now pending. 


Hugh Gallagher vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, et al., C. P. No. 2, 
June Term 1914, No. 2292. Supreme Court, January Term 1914, 
No. 385. 
Action in mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a policeman 
who had been discharged from the service of the city after trial 


before the police court of trial, and who was ordered to be reinstated 
by a subsequent court. The Civil Service Commission refused to 
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grant the requisition for reinstatement, and this proceeding was 
directed principally against that body to compel it to grant the 
requisition. The defendants filed a return, and the case was heard 
upon petition and return. The court sustained the contentions of 
the plaintiff and directed a peremptory writ to issue. An appeal 
was then taken to the Supreme Court, where the case is now pending. 


Thomas T. Jones vs. Rudolph Blankenburg, C. P. No. 3, June 
Term 1914, No. 2980. 


Action in mandamus to secure the reinstatement of a policeman 
who had been discharged from the service of the city after a trial by 
the police court of trial, and who was ordered to be reinstated by a 
subsequent court. The Civil Service Commission refused to grant 
the requisition for reinstatement, and this proceeding is directed prin- 
cipally against that body to compel his reinstatement. The defend- 
ants filed a return and the case was heard upon argument on petition 
and return. The court sustained the contention of the plaintiff and 
directed a peremptory writ to issue. No appeal was actually taken 
in this case, and the appeal in the case of Gallagher vs. Blankenburg, 
now pending in the Supreme Court, will probably decide all questions 
of law raised by this case. 


Esther Gerber vs. City, C. P. No. 4, December Term 1912, No. 
1924. 


The plaintiff, Esther Gerber, claimed damages for serious injuries 
sustained by her on October 9, 1912, by reason, as alleged, of her 
having fallen, after dark, into an unprotected, unguarded and un- 
lighted sewer opening on the north side of Fishers Lane or Lindley 
Avenue, west of Twelfth Street. At the point in question, a city 
contractor was constructing a city sewer, and the trench at the point 
where the plaintiff fell was 18 feet deep. The case was tried on 
April 24, 1914. The plaintiff testified that she sustained severe 
physical injuries because of the accident, and claimed that the fall 
into the trench had brought about an attack of tuberculosis of the 
lungs for which she was obliged to go for treatment to a sanitarium 
for consumptives. 

At the close of the plaintiff’s case the city asked for binding instruc- 
tions, which the court refused. The jury returned a verdict in favor 
of the plaintiff for $1000. The city filed a motion for a new trial and 
for judgment n. o. v., and both motions were dismissed by the court. 
The city has entered an appeal in the Superior Court as of October 
Term 1914, No. 126. This appeal has been argued but has not yet 
been decided. 
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William Appleroth vs. City, C. P. No. 4, September Term 1902, 
No. 1061. 


This suit was a claim made by the plaintiff, William Appleroth, for 
injury done to his residence and business at northeast corner of 
William and Tulip Streets, caused, as alleged, by improper methods 
in grading a sewer construction on Tulip Street, on and prior to July 
25, 1902. The plaintiff claimed that drainage water was improperly 
diverted and caused to flow into his dwelling and place of business, 
and for the injury so sustained he asked $5000 damages. ‘The case 
was tried on October 8, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff for $813. The city moved for a new trial and for judgment 
n. o. v., but both motions were dismissed. An appeal has been taken 
by the city to the Superior Court as of October Term 1914, No. 311. 
This appeal has not yet been argued. 


Francesca Ponti et al. vs. City, C. P. No. 4, January Term 1909, 
No. 2956. 


This was a suit by the plaintiffs for personal injuries sustained by 
Francesca Ponti on December 5, 1907, because of an alleged defective 
condition of the sidewalk in front of premises 2015 Germantown 
Avenue. The female plaintiff claimed to have been thrown to the 
ground and to have sustained severe and permanent injuries as a 
result of her fall. The case was tried on November 9, 1914. The 
alleged defective condition of the pavement which brought about 
the accident had existed for years, and the city had no defence upon 
the facts. At the close of the plaintiff’s case the city submitted a 
point for binding instructions, which was refused by the trial judge. 
The jury returned a verdict in favor of the plaintiffs for the sum of 
$1468. The city has moved for a new trial and for judgment n. o. v. 
These motions have been dismissed. The city has entered an appeal 
in the Superior Court as of October Term 1914, Nos. 312 and 313. 
This appeal has not yet been argued. 


Emilia Ruffo vs. City, Superior Court, October Sessions 1914, 
No. 9. 


This case was tried in Court of Common Pleas No. 2 as of June 
Term 1913, No. 172, on June 26, 19138. On June 28, 1913, a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $1000 was rendered. A motion 
for a new trial was filed by the defendant, which motion was overruled, 
whereupon defendant, the city, appealed to the Superior Court on 
January 24, 1914. The case is still pending. 
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Harry B. Shafer and Mary Shafer, his wife, vs. City, in the 
Superior Court, October Term 1914, No. 205. 


This case was tried in Court of Common Pleas No. 2, as of March 
Term, 1913, No. 3747, on June 22, 1914, and resulted in a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiffs in the sum of $750. A motion for judgment 
n. o. v. and for a new trial were filed and dismissed by the court. The 
city thereupon appealed to the Superior Court on July 29, 1914, and 
the case is still pending. 


James DeLess vs. City, et al., C. P. No. 4, September Term 1913, 
No. 1236. Superior Court, October Term 1914, No. 275. 


Bill in equity by the owner of a piggery to restrain the Board of 
Health of the City of Philadelphia from enforcing an order to tear 
down and remove the pens after an adjudication by said board that 
said pens were a nuisance and prejudicial to public health. At the 
hearing on an application for a preliminary injunction, it was agreed 
that said hearing should be taken as final—an answer to be subse- 
quently filed by the defendants to conform to the defence presented 
at the hearing. On March 11, 1914, the court filed its findings of fact 
and conclusions of law, wherein it affirmed the validity of the action 
of the Board of Health and dismissed the bill. An appeal was then 
taken by the plaintiff to the Superior Court, where it is now pending. 


Rudolph Paris vs. City, et al., C. P. No. 4, September Term 1918, 
No. 1237. Superior Court, October Term 1914, No. 274. 


Bill in equity by the owner of a piggery to restrain the Board of the 
City of Philadelphia from enforcing an order to tear down and 
remove the pens after an adjudication by said board that said pens 
were a nuisance and prejudical to public health. At the hearing on 
an application for a preliminary injunction, it was agreed that said 
hearing should be taken as final—an answer to be subsequently filed 
by the defendants to conform to the defence presented at the hearing. 
On March 11, 1914, the court filed its findings of fact and conclusions 
of law, wherein it affirmed the validity of the action of the Board of 
Health and dismissed the bill. An appeal was then taken by the 
plaintiff to the Superior Court, where it is now pending. 


Elizabeth and Charles L. Boehm vs. City, et al., C. P. No. 4, 
September Term 1913, No. 1223. Superior Court, October Term 
1914, No. 180. 


Bill in equity by the owner of a piggery to restrain the City of 
Philadelphia from prosecuting plaintiff for maintaining pig pens in

territory within which the keeping of hogs is prohibited by the 
ordinance of June 24, 1912. The city filed an answer and after 
argument on bill and answer, the court dismissed the bill. Plaintiff 
then appealed to the Superior Court which, after argument, reserved 
its decision. 


In Re Division of the Forty-sixth Ward. 


This was an application for the division of the Forty-sixth Ward, 
originally in the Court of Quarter Sessions, which, when the report 
came in recommending the division of the ward, refused to confirm 
such report or order an election to pass upon the division of the ward. 
Those favoring the division appealed to the Superior Court from this 
action in the matter; and, it appearing that four of the five commis- 
sioners were petitioners for the division of the ward, the Superior 
Court affirmed the action of the Court of Quarter Sessions on the 
ground that it was improper for those who had arrayed themselves as 
parties to the dispute to be appointed to pass upon its merits. The 
petition for the appointment was, however, reinstated by the Superior 
Court, leaving it open to the petitioners to apply for the appointment 
of a new commission. No action looking to this end has yet been 
taken. 


UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT OF APPEALS 


Welsbach Street Lighting Company of America vs. City of 
Philadelphia, in the District Court of the United States for the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, June Sessions 1913, No. 2672. 


This case resulted in a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum 
of $56,363.40. An appeal was taken to the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit and was argued on November 
17, 1914. There has been no action by the court on this appeal. 


UNITED STATES DISTRICT COURT 


Southwestern Insurance Company vs. Mark P. Wells, et al., and 
the City of Philadelphia, June Sessions 1914, No. 1305. 


Bill in equity filed by the plaintiff to restrain the City of Philadel- 
phia from making any further payments to Mark P. Wells, a con- 
tractor who was engaged in the erection and construction of Home 
for Feeble Minded Persons. A motion to dismiss the bill in equity 
as to the City of Philadelphia was made. After argument, the court 
dismissed the bill in equity in so far as it sought to restrain the city 
of Philadelphia and its officials from paying money to Wells under 
his contract. Subsequently, the plaintiffs ordered the bill in equity 
discontinued as against the City of Philadelphia and its officials. 
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Welsbach Street Lighting Company of America vs. City of 
Philadelphia, in the District Court of the United States for the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, June Sessions 1913, No. 2672. 


This was an action on behalf of the plaintiff to recover the sum of 
$53,162.56, which amount was retained by order of the Department 
of Public Works from the amount claimed to be due by the plaintiff 
under a contract with the City of Philadelphia for furnishing naphtha 
lights to the City of Philadelphia for the year 1913. The city de- 
fended on the ground that it was proper to withhold this amount from 
the plaintiffs for the reason that certain tests were made of the lights 
furnished by the plaintiffs, the result of which tests showed that the 
plaintiff had not furnished the amount of light provided by the terms 
of the contract. The case was called for trial on April 13, and on 
April 17 a verdict was rendered in favor of the plaintiffs for the 
amount claimed together with interest, amounting in all to $56,653.40. 
A motion for a new trial was filed on behalf of the city, which motion 
on May 15, 1914, was refused, and judgment entered on the verdict. 
On May 26, 1914, the city appealed from the decision of the District 
Court of the United States to the Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Third Circuit. 


City of Philadelphia vs. Gulf Steamship Company, in the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States, December Sessions 1912, No. 
979. 


This was a claim of $2000 against the Receiver of the Philadelphia 
and Gulf Steamship Company for the rent of Vine Street pier from 
March 4 to May 8, 19138, at the rental of $1000 per month, or $2000. 
This claim was presented before Henry C. Thompson, Jr., special 
master appointed by the court to audit the account and distribute the 
balance of the fund in the hands of the receiver, and the claim was 
allowed by the master. 


Bernard and Samuels vs. City of Philadelphia, United States Dis- 
trict Court, No. 42 of 1918, in Admiralty. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $663.20 damages alleged 
to have been sustained by the Tug Augusta, owned by plaintiffs, 
while attempting to pass through the draw of South Street bridge 
across the Schuylkill River, on May 28,1911. At the trial of the case 
on March 11, 1914, a verdict of $663.20 was rendered in favor of the 
plaintiffs, which amount was paid. 
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Thompson Lockhart Company vs. City, United States District 
Court, No. 56 of 1913, in Admiralty. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $1661.17 and costs, for 
damages sustained by Lighter No. 4, owned by plaintiffs, occasioned 
while attempting to pass through the drawbridge over the Schuylkill 
River at South Street. At the time of the trial of the case of March 
11, 1914, a verdict in favor of the plaintiff in the sum of $1611.10 was 
rendered, which verdict was paid. 


John J. Dougherty vs. City of Philadelphia, United States Dis- 
trict Court, March Term 1914, No. 3088. 


This was an action to recover the sum of $200,000 for damages 
resulting from the actions of certain city officials in preventing the 
plaintiff from building on property owned by him in the City of 
Philadelphia. The city demurred to the statement filed by the plain- 
tiff, and the court, upon argument, sustained the demurrer, and 
dismissed plaintiff’s suit for want of jurisdiction. 


City of Philadelphia vs. Waste Product Company, in the Dis- 
trict Court of the United States for the Eastern District of 
Pennsylvania, No. 5222, in Bankruptcy. 

This was a claim against the bankrupt for the rent of wharf under 


a lease from July 15 to August 27, 1914, amounting to $53.75. The 
claim was proved before Alfred Driver, Referee in Bankruptcy. 


ORPHANS COURT 


Estate of James F. Hope, Deceased. 


This was a claim by the city to a legacy left by decedent to any 
hospital in the City of Philadelphia which shall be devoted tothe 
treatment of contagious diseases, for the purpose of endowing a ward 
therein to be called the ‘‘Hope Memorial Ward.”’ A claim was made 
by the city alleging that the Philadelphia Hospital for Contagious 
Diseases fulfilled the description of the legatee as embraced in the 
will of testator and that no other hospital in Philadelphia did so. 
Claims were made on behalf of numerous other hospitals and the 
conflicting claims were heard before Gummey, J. No adjudication 
has as yet been made.
